President Carter's master plan for 


energy conservation proposes

taxes on gasoline consumers, auto 
makers and oil companies, according 
to a draft obtained and summarized 
Wednesday. 


According to a Wall Street Journal 


report, the key proposals 
include 


steadily rising taxes on gasoline at 
the pump — starting with a 5-eent a 
gallon tax In 1979 — plus taxes on 
auto makers that produce gas-guzzl- 
ing models and wellhead taxes on do- 
mestic oil production. 


White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said it is all but certain Carter will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Monday evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would be to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must be faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter formally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man fir presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some 30 to "5 proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span of two to eight years, 
will include a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels a 
day. 


HE SAID FINAL decisions on the 


package would be made this weekend. 


The Journal said Wednesday it had 


obtained a copy of the latest energy 
policy draft. 


The Journal also said the draft pro- 


poses increases in natural gas price 
ceilings. 


The Journal said the draft it obtain- 


ed still could be revised before Carter 
makes his expected pitch to the public 
Monday. But it said key features of 
the current draft are: 


• Gas pump taxes: some time after 


January, ]i79, addition of a 5 cent a

Police building plan showy: panel 


Preliminary plans for a 40,000- 


square-foot police building, estimated 
to cost $2.9 million, Wednesday night 
were called too expensive and "sho- 
wy" by a special committee of the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board. 


The committee ordered,the village 


administration and architects for the 
project to study ways of reducing the 
size and cost of the proposed building, 
which would house the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept. and headquar- 
ters for the fire department. 


The proposed site for the building is 


immediately east of the municipal 
building on Sigwalt Street. 


VILLAGE MGR. L. A. Hanson has 


proposed paying for the building with 
federal, revenue-sharing funds, but 
Village 
Trustee 
Frank 
Palmatier 


questioned whether Arlington Heights 


will receive enough through'the feder- 
al aid program before it ends in four 
years to pay for the building. 


"If we put a $3 million price tag on 


it, this building will be four years 
down the pike. I think the adminis- 
tration needs to get its act together in 
refinement of this budget," Palmatier 
said. 


He also questioned the design of the 


building, which calls for a windowed 
area extending through the center of 
the building, designed to give an at- 
rium effect. 


THE PLANS, PRESENTED by the 


Loebl, Schlossman & Hackl firm of 
Chicago, also call for a main entrance 
way composed entirely of transparent 
glass. , 


"We're not trying to make a show 


place. This shows no useful purpose 


and will give us a bad name as far as 
the taxpayers are concerned," Palm- 
atier said. 


The architect of the building, John 


Schlossman, said the glass atrium and 
entrance would give the building more 
"character and atmosphere." 


"We've designed more than a bare 


bones, low-cost durable building. It's 
a building for people. Not just some- 
thing with four walls," Schlossman 
said. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Robert Miller 


offered some support for the esthetics 
of the building's design. 


"This community has always built 


the best version of things you don't 
see, such as the water system. I don't 
see why we should feel ashamed if 
people won't be walking into a sterile 


building. We can take pride in our im- 
age," Miller said. 


Miller, 
agreed, 
however, 
with 


Palmatier that the architects should 
consider restructuring the building so 
both levels cover about the same 
amount of area. As proposed y 
Schlossmim, the main level covers 
13,000 square t/et and the upper level 
covers 8,900 square feet, allowing 
room for expansion. 


Schlossman said such restructuring 


would mean starting a new study of 
the plan. 


"I don't really think you would save 


that much money by restructuring. I 
wouldn't t-y exchanging, I'd try to 
eliminate where you could," he said. 


The committee will meet again next 


Wednesday. 


ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Monclale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
'.'So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South; not in spite of 
us." 


Gov. Reubin Askew called it a 


"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin. 


"Women have waited far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is pending in the 


South Carolina Senate, 
proponents 


have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that state. Georgia shelved it in com- 


mittee this year before the North 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


Prospects for 1979 appear doubtful 


for ERA supporters, because some 
state legislatures in 
nonratifying 


states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

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Boy, dad's quickness saves neighbor in car mishap

Eleven-year-old Harry Decker 


•thought something was amiss 
Wednesday when he saw a cat 
dart nervously from beneath the 
wheels of his neighbor Kathryn 
Bedingfield's car. 


But when he watched her car 


plow into the garage of her home 
at 1001 E. Mayfair Rd., Arlington 
Heights, he realized something 
else was wrong. His quick-think- 


ing rescue of Mrs. Bedingfield, 
who had blacked out and was 
trapped in her running car, may 
have saved her from serious in- 
jury. 


"When I saw what happened I 


ran home and told my dad her car 
was on fire," Harry said. "He 
called the fire department and we 
went back over there to help 
her." 


MRS. 
BEDINGFIELD'S 
1976 


Chevrolet. was not, on fire, but 
smoke from'.the spinning wheels. 
traveled as far away as Harry's 
stepfather's duplex at 1006 E. 
Northwest Hwy., a block from the 
Bedingfields' home. 


Scott 
Moffat, 
Harry's step- 


father, said when he and Harry 
reached the accident scene, his 
neighbor was unconscious and 
slumped over the steering wheel. 
The horn was blowing and her 


foot was pushing the accelerator 
to the 'floor. 


"The wheels were spinning so 


fast that the back-tires were dis-. 
integrated," 
Moffat 
said. 
"I 


thought we better get her out. So I 
pulled off a garage window that 
was in the way and used a piece 
of wood from the garage to break 
the back window of the car, roll 
down the window near her and 
pull her out." 


Mrs. Bedingfield said she 


doesn't remember the accident 
and woke up several hours later 
at Northwest Community Hospital 
in Arlington Heights where she 
had been taken by paramedics. 


"I vaguely remember pulling 


into the driveway and waking up 
at the hospital but nothing in be- 
tween," she said. 


MRS. BEDINGFIELD said she 


was given a brain scan at the hos- 


pital to determine what had 
caused her black out. 


Besides damaging the car and 


garage, a gas main was broken 
during the accident. Gas to the 
house was turned off. 


"The 
gas main could have 


blown if we hadn't gotten there in 
time because the car was running 
wide open," Moffat said. 
"And 


•she may have succumbed to the 
gas or fumes. I'm just glad we 
were able to help." 


3 threatened 
to kill Hearst, 
Bailey reveals 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 


Hearst, fearful for her life, gave au- 
thorities the names of three persons 
she thought wanted to kill her during 
her bank robbery trial, her attorney 
revealed Wednesday. 


F. Lee Bailey, urging a three-judge 


appeals court panel to overturn her 
robbery conviction, disclosed that she 
had given the names of Steven Sollah, 
Katliy Sollah and James Kilgore to 
the U.S. attorneys in San Francisco 
and Sacramento. 


"We did this in an effort to get 


them off the streets so they wouldn't 
kill her, which they tried to do," Bail- 
ey said. 


He later told reporters that his men- 


tion of attempts on her life rtferred to 
bombings of the Hearst Castle at San 
Simeon, Calif., and a Hearst family 
ranch hi northern California. Miss 
Hearst was not at either location when 
the bombings took place last year. 


SOLIAH WAS arrested the same 


day as Miss Hearst was captured in 
San Francisco, and she later testified 


she had lived with him while she was 
a fugitive. He later was acquitted on 
another bank robbery charge. Soliah's 
sister, Kathy, and Kilgore still are at 
large, 


Bailey and U.S. Atty. James L. 


Browning Jr. appeared before the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals to argue 
whether Miss Hearst's conviction 
should be overturned. Miss Hearst, 
who is free on $1.25 million bail, was 
not present in the small, packed 
courtroom, but her parents were. 


The panel took the case under sub- 


mission. 


Bailey argued that errors by the 


trial judge, the late Oliver J. Carter, 
were instrumental in the jury's deci- 
sion to convict her. 


He said he has been assured by Car- 


ter that the prosecution would not be 
allowed to question her about events 
during a "missing year" after the rob- 
bery and before her arrest but 'that 
the judge reversed himself after she 
took the stand. Browning argued there 
had been no such assurances.

After that, another nickel a gal- 
lon tax in each year gasoline con- 
sumption rises by 1 per cent or more 
nationwide, to a maximum of 50 cents 
a gallon over 10 years. 


• Auto tax: a "gas guzzler" tax on 


manufacturers of automobiles that fail 
to meet increasingly tough federal 
gasoline mileage standards. The tax 
would start at $412 a car for the poo- 
rest performers and could rise to 
$2.500 a car by 1985. Manufacturers 
turning out high-performance cars as 
well as gas guzzlers would get some 
of the penalties rebated. 


• Oil tax: a wellhead tax of several 


dollars a barrel on oil produced within 
the United States, adding about 10 per 
cent to the pump price of gasoline and 
hitting the consumer again. 


• Natural gas prices: an increase 


in the federally regulated ceiling on 
natural gas prices, plus a tax on in- 
dustrial use of gas, to force industry 
to cocvfirt to coal. 


The Journal said the draft also con- 


tains rewards for energy conservers, 
Including tnx credits for homeowners 
who install insulation or solar heating 
devices, and for utility companies that 
switch to coal as a power source.

Former detective testifies 
'Vision' put Patty at murder site 


by DAVE IBATA 


Patricia Columbo said she had a 


"vision" that placed her in the home 
of her slain family the night of the 
murders, a former police detective 
•testified Wednesday. 


Miss Columbo told police she had 


•the vision of her slain mother, father 
and 13-year-old brother May 17, 1976, 
two days after police arrested her for 
the killings, said John G. Landers, 
former detective for the Elk Grove 
Village Police Dept. 


Landers, who is now administrative 


assistant to the director of law en- 
forcement in Illinois, took the witness 
stand during a pretrial hearing for 
Miss Columbo, 20, and Frank DeLuca, 
39, in Cook County Circuit Court, Chi- 


cago. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca are 


charged with the May 4, 1976 slayings 
of Frank, Mary and 13-year-old Mi- 
chael Columbo ait their home at 55 E. 
Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove Village. 


Landers testified in Judge R. Eu- 


gene Pincham's courtroom on a de- 
fense motion to suppress statements 
Miss Columbo gave to police after 
they arrested her. 


Miss Columbo, who has been held at 


the Cook County Jail, Chicago, had 
asked that Landers and Det. Gene 
Gargiano of the Cook County Sheriff's 
Police visit her May 17, 1976, Landers 
said. 


Landers said he advised Miss Col- 


umbo of her right to consult with her 


court-appointed attorney before she 
gave statements to police, but she re- 
plied, "F — that little a-h-, I'm go- 
ing to talk to you whether he says to 
or not." 


Miss Columbo told the detectives 


she had received a vision in the Niles 
branch of-Cook County Circuit Court, 
where she had been taken earlier May 
17 to be arraigned, Landers said. 


LANDERS DESCRIBED Miss Col- 


umbo's vision: 


In the vision, Miss Columbo said, 


she had seen herself standing outside 
the Columbo family home. Her broth- 
er answered the door, and her father 
then told Michael to go upstairs to his 
bedroom. 


Miss Columbo then said she saw her 


father, mother and brother lying on 
floors in different parts of the house. 
She described how each family mem- 
ber was dressed, and said she also 
saw a pair of bloody scissors. 


Her vision matched what police 


found when they discovered the slay- 
ings May 4, 1976. 


LANDERS SAID he asked Miss Col- 


umbo, "Pat, do you see yourself in 
the house, having anything to do with 
the killings?" 


Landers said Miss Columbo an- 


swered, "I could have been. I'm kind 
of confused. Maybe I was there. I 
think I was there." 


Miss Columbo then asked, "If Frank 


(DeLuea) was there, would you give 
him immunity?" Landers said.

Giliberto acted in a $6 million 
damage suit filed by Chicago attorney John J Kennelly on behalf 
of Robert and Marianne Jakoubek, Visalia, Calif., two passengers 
aboard the Pan American plane. Jakoubek was killed in the crash 
and Mrs Jakoubeck seriously injured.

from the airport" The suit charged the two airlines with negli- 
gence for allegedly not having radar which would have warned the 
palots of the immediate danger.

Home rule now respected power

After an uncertain beginning mar- 


red by a court challenge and citizen 
u n r e s t , home rule in Arlington 
Heights has become a respected 
source of power and change. 


In the six years since the adoption 


of home rule as part of the 1970 Illi- 
nois Constitution, Arlington Heights 
lias used the power to expand the vil- 
lage board, issue flood-control bonds 
and Declassify the village clerk as an 
appointed officer. 


"There's no question but that home 


rule was a step into the 20th Century 
for us as far as community govern- 


ment is concerned," Village Pres. 
Jariies T. Ryan said. 


"It gives us a great deal of latitude 


as far as taxation is concerned and 
gives us more control over our own 
destiny," he said. 


HOWEVER. THE ROAD to con- 


fident use of home-rule powers has 
not been an easy one and trustees say 
the question is still being resolved. 


In 1973 the village's precedent-set- 


ting decision to expand the board to 
nine members was challenged but up- 
held by the Illinois Supreme Court. 


And in 1973 more than 2,000 resi- 


dents signed a petition and threatened 


Dist.

George McGovern last week he will not renew 
the accord unless Washington lifts its economic embargo against 
Cuba. The State Department said Wednesday it had not been in- 
formed by Cuba of any change in Castro's position.

Conservation and Management Act of 1H76 which regulates fishing 
within 200 miles of the U.S. shoreline.

fu m Fiat was kidnaped Wednesday nigh* In front of his home in 
an elegant residential section of Paris and a ransom of $600,000 
was demanded for his return, police said. Eyewitnesses said they 
had seen four or five men carrying firearms attack Luchino Rev- 
elh-Beaumont, a 58-year-old Fiat executive, and his chauffeur, po- 
lice said. Police said the chauffeur, whose name was not given, 
was slightly injured when he attempted to stop the assailants from 
kidnaping Revelh-Beaumont at about 11 p.m. (3 p.m. CST) in the 
exclusive 16th District just off Bois de Boulogne Park. In a tele- 
phone call to a French radio station, a man identifying himself as 
the spokesman of "The Committee for the Defense of Italian 
Workers in France" said his group was responsible for the kidnap- 
ing. 


Moroccan troops to JKolwezi 


Moroccan troops Jiave been airlifted to Kolwezi in the center of 


Zaire's copper belt and are preparing for a major offensive 
against invading forces from Angola. Western diplomatic sources 
reported Wednesday "We've heard Hie (Moroccan) troops are 
being grouped around Kolwezi and that within a week or so they 
will join Zairean soldiers in a concentrated move westward toward 
the Angolan border to confront the invaders," one source said 


Such an offensive was expected to prompt the fiercest and most 


extensive fighting since the invasion force crossed from Angola 
March 7. In the early days of the invasion, the rebels captured 
several border towns with little resistance from Zairean troops. 
The diplomatic sources in Kinshasa said about half an initial Mo- 
roccan force of 1,500 men had reached Kolwezi, about 220 miles 
from thp Angolan border and center of the former Belgian Congo's 
copper industry. Kinshasa officials say an additional 1,500-man 
contingent has been promised by Rabat. 


Car blasts mark war's 
anniversary in Lebanon

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Two 


booby-trapped cars packed with Ac- 
plosives blew up Wednesday in the 
Christian suburb of Ain Rummaneh, 
two years after the "Ain Rummaneh 
Massacre" that started the Lebanese 
civil war. 


A Lebanese security officer on the 


scene said about 10 persons were 
wounded by the twin blasts, which oc- 
curred within 15 minutes of each oth- 
er 


The two cars had been parked about 


800 yards from the Maronite Catholic 
Church where, on April 13, 1975, 
Christian and Palestinian gunmen 
fought two street battles and un- 
knowingly ignited a bloody, two-year 
civil war that killed more than 40,000 
persons. 


One car was about block from the 


local headquarters of the rightist 
Christian National Liberal Party, the 
officer said. The other was about 300 
yards from an office of the rightist 
Maronite League. 


THE 
EXPLOSIONS blew 
large 


holes in the streets beneath the cars 
and shattered windows for blocks 
around, the officer said. 


"We thought it was mortar fire. It 


sounded as if the war had started all 
over again," Francois Ghattas, a lo- 
cal resident, said. 


"One of the cars was a Renault 12," 


the security officer said. "The other 
was so badly damaged it's unrecog- 
nizable." 


Christian militiamen, 
known as 


"The Tigers," sealed off the area and 
fired into the air to disperse onlook- 
ers. No troops of the Arab League 
peacekeeping force were patrolling 
the neighborhood, one of Beirut's 
rightist Christian strongholds. 


In south Lebanon, Palestinian guer- 


rillas and rightist militiamen fought 
artillery duels along the tense border 
with Israel, marking the war's second 
anniversary with continued bloodshed 


THE GUN DUELS raged along the 


eastern end of the 60-mile border, in 
the area known as the "Maryjayoun 
Front," after the strategically located 
rightist stronghold that controls key 
roads south toward Israel from the 
guerrilla-held Arquob region. 


Since Tuesday, Christian troops in 


Marjayotm and Kleia swapped mor- 
tar, small missile and heavy artilllery 
fire with Palestinian guerrilla posi- 
tions at Khiam, Ebel es Saqi, Blat, 
Rashaya Fukhar, Freidis, along the 
Hasbani River basin and in the Ar- 
quob.

with their meals or go without the 
taken-for-granted beverage. 


Schautnburg officials have told Vil- 


lage Atty. Jack M. Siegel to prepare 
an ordinance to require restaurants to 
serve drinking water only on request 


The new law has been recommend- 


ed by the village environmental com- 
mittee as one of several water con- 
servation methods. 


ALTHOUGH VILLAGE officials say 


they have no idea how much water 
might be saved jn the new program, 
Public Health Director Robert Gross- 
mann has been told to develop esti- 
mates 


Trustee Ray LeBeau was the only 


v illage official to vote against the new 
water regulation. LeBeau said he fa- 
vois the idea of restricting drinking 
water in restaurants, but "I would 
piefer to see the restaurant operators 
cooperate with us on a voluntary 
basis.' 


Mount Prospect village officials re- 


port model ate success with a volun- 
tary restaurant water restriction pol- 
icy begun in October. 


Down the Hatch restaurant, 425 S. 


Ruselle Rd., is one of several Schaum- 


bui'g restaurants that does not serve 
water unless requested by patrons 


"Generally, about 90 per cent of our 


patrons haven't noticed that water is 
not automatically placed on the ta- 
bles," manager Connie Svedman said. 


WHILE MS. SVEDMAN said the 


restaurant "probably" saves some 
money on water bills, "the all-around 
savings is tremendous when you con- 
sider the glass breakage and extra 
busboy trips we have eliminated." 


Chris Pappas, a partner in the Lan- 


cer Steak House restaurant, 50 E. Al- 
gonquin Rd , said Wednesday he ap- 
proves of the water restriction and 
would have no problem putting it into 
practice. 


"I have seen this done in good taste 


and handled pioperly and think it's a 
good idea. But when a customer 
requests water he must be served im- 
mediately," Pappas said. 


Pappas said he believes the Lancer 


could cut water costs about 25 per 
cent under the new mandatory sys- 
tem. "But, that's a drop in the hat 
when you consider the hundreds of

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Machine offers the blind 
new reading opportunities 


IN BRIGHT RED dots on a small 
screen, a teacher is able to see 
what letter the blind student is 
feeling with his finger.

Bob Howland, like most 17-year-old 


boys, can't wait to get his hands on a 
copy of "Playboy" magazine. 


When he does it will be the first 


time the Mount Prospect youth will be 
able to choose what he reads. 


Bob, who is blind, ordinarily is re- 


stricted to reading books transcribed 
into braille or listening to taped "talk- 
ing books." 


NOW WITH THE help of an Opta- 


con, a reading machine for the blind, 
Bob is learning how to read normal 
printed material. And when he mas- 
ters the use of the Optacon, Bob said 
the first things he wants to read on 
his own are "dirty magazines." 


Similar to the raised dot language 


of braille, the Optacon relies on the 
sense of touch to help the blind read. 


But unlike braille, which has its' 


own alphabet, the Optacon reproduces 
exactly what is printed into a tingling 
sensation that a blind person can feel 
with one finger. 


The Optacon, which costs about 


$3,000, uses a small camera which the 
reader moves along the printed page 
with his right hand. With the tip of his 


THE OPTACON, an electronic machine for the blind, is about the size 
of a portable cassette tape recorder.

left index finger, the reader feels 
vibrating pins forming the shapes of 
letters. 


THE PORTABLE MACHINE, about 


the size of a small cassette tape 
recorder, was first produced in 1970 by 
Telesensory Systems, Inc. in Califor- 
nia. Its use was limited to adults who 
could purchase it until recently, when 
the federal government made some 
machines available to schools and 
blind students. 


Bob, of 1706 Mura Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, is one of three youngsters in the 
north suburban area receiving train- 
ing in school in the Optacon's use by 
traveling teacher Judy Masters of 
the Regional Service Agency, a spe- 
cial education cooperative. 


The three students — Bob, Jeff 


Bates of Bunffalo Grove and Sheila 
Weil of Highland Park — also 
recently received their own Optacon 
machines from the federal govern- 
ment to use at home. The only cost to 
the student was the insurance fee paid 
by their parents. 


Mrs. Masters spends one hour each 


day with Bob at Wheeling High 
School, where he is a student. Bob is 
earning an independent study credit 
in English for his work with the ma- 
chine, which he began in late 
January 


BECAUSE BLIND students are not 


familiar with the shapes of letters' in 
the alphabet they first must learn to 
"visualize" them with their fingers, 
Mrs. Masters said. Bob uses cards 
with a raised figure of each letter un- 
derneath the braille symbol for that 
letter to learn the alphabet. 


Once he can distinguish the shape of 


the letters — after two months Bob 
has already learned 18 of the 26 let- 
ters — he will work entirely with the 
electronic machine. 


Bob, 
born blind, now can read 


simple sentences with the Optacon, 
such as "It is too hot to run." His 
reading level in braille is much high- 
er. 


While his finger is feeling the vibrat- 


ing pins, Mrs. Masters, who is sighted, 
follows along on an attached screen 
which shows in bright red dots what 
Bob is reading. 


Although the Optacon allows the 


blind to read materials that have not 
been transcribed into braille "it will

never replace braille," Mrs. Masters 
said. 


"It is not as fast as braille," she 


said. "It is physically impossible to 
get past 80 words a minute" while 
with braille readers can sometimes 
double that speed or go even higher. 


FOR TEXTBOOKS and long read- 


ing assignments, Mrs. Masters said 
the students still will use braille. But 
for personal reading the Optacon 
gives blind persons new indepen- 
dence, she said. It also is useful for 
them to read their own mail or other 
confidential materials, she said. 


Bob's parents said they were con- 


sidering buying him an Optacon as a 
graduation present from college. "If it 
meant his own earning power would 
be greater if he had it, we thought we 
would get it," his mother, Ann, said. 
"But we never thought we would get 
it now — until the government came 
along." 


The Optacon is opening up Bob's op- 


portunities for college. "Having this 
now gives me more freedom where I 
want to go to college," Bob said. "I 
could go anywhere," he said, not just 
the University of Illinois, which has 


special facilities for blind students. 


For Bob the Optacon also means 


that he will be able to read just like 
his friends. 


Besides giving him access to forbid- 


den magazines — "they do have Play- 
boy in braille but my parents won't 
let me get it," Bob admits — Bob said 
he is excited about not being singled 
out by other kids because he reads in 
braille.

Gov. James R. Thompson will add 


to his developing national image twice 
this week with separate trips to Wash- 
ington and New York. 


The Washington trip today is for a 


meeting of the National Governor's 
Conference subcommittee on energy. 
The eight-member panel also sched- 
uled 
for a briefing from President 


Carter and energy adviser James 
Schlesinger 


The governor does not plan to dally 


too long in the nation's capital. He 
fcill be back in the state Friday before 
heading to New York to receive the 
"Future Leader" award from the Na- 
tional Republican Women's Club at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel.

Nonprescription

WASHINGTON <upn - The Food 


and Drug Administration may allow 
small amounts of saccharin to be sold 
as a drug but will not reverse its deci- 
sion to ban it in diet soft drinks and 
food, agency officials said Wednes- 
ddy. 


The FDA's decision, to be revealed 


in detail today at a morning news con- 
ference, could leave saccharin with 
the same legal status it has in Cana- 
da. 


When 
tliat country banned 
the 


sweetener last month, on the basis of 
animal studies that implicated it as a 
potential cancer causer, it said simul- 
taneously that saccharin in loose or 
tablet form would continue to be 
available as a nonprescnption drug, 
just as aspirin is. 


THE FDA COULD restrict straight 


saccharin —sales even further by de- 
claring it a prescription drug, but that 
course was considered less likely. Ei- 
ther way, the biggest use of saccharin 
— for diet soft drinks which account 
for 75 per cent of it — still would be 
out. Dietetic foods that use saccharin 
as a sweetener also presumbably 
would be banned. 


Dr. Sidney Wolfe, hend of Ralph Na- 


der's Health Research Group, said the 
FDA should have given saccharin 
nonprescription drug status at the 
same time it announced its intention 
to ban the sweetener on March 9. 


Wolfe. Nader and others have sug- 


gested some FDA officials, acting be- 
fore President Carter named Donald 
Kennedy as the new FDA commis- 
sioner, handled the saccharin ban the 
way they did deliberately to provoke 
public debate 
over 
the 
Delaney 


amendment. That provision allows no 
cancer-causing substances m the food 
supply. 


THE BAN PROPOSAL has trig- 


gered an outpouring of public protest 
and criticism from many members of 
Congress, and the FDA says it wel- 
comes an airing of the Delaney issue. 


"They (the FDA) really have done 


an incredible amount of damage," 
Wolfe said. "Hopefully, this will less- 
en it somewhat, and It should narrow 
the use back to the people who really 
need saccharin, the diabetics. 


"it's too bad the FDA couldn't have 


thought this thing through as Canada 
did before making the first announce- 
ment which undermined the Delaney 
amendment and the saccharin ban." 


If FDA declares saccharin a non- 


prescription drug, it would be treated 
like aspirin or toothpaste, but the 
FDA would have control over labeling 
and certain advertising restrictions 
also could be established.

The new Republican gover- 
nor has an obligation to help the par- 
ty, because the GOP controls few 
stales. 


Secondly, the Republican governor 


needs to get a foothold in Washington, 
because many of the answers to cur- 
rent 
problems 
and 
developments 


which may become new problems are 
there. 


Energy, the topic of the meetings 


today, is more a global and national 
problem and 'Thompson knows any 
state program must be compatible 
with federal proposals. 


THE GOVERNOR, KEEPER of the 


keys to the state's thousands of gaso- 
line burning vehicles, probably has 
some concern for how much a new 
federal gasoline tax will cost the fis- 
cally strapped state. 


Thompson also will needjto work ex- 


tra hard to build bridges into the 
Democratic Carter administration. A 
Washington presence will help. 


Thompson's national image and his 


future in politics can be measured 
only partially in the trips to Washing- 


ton and in the national press attention 
he receives. 


Another interesting 
measurement 


cropped up Wednesday.- Republican 
National Chairman William Brock an- 
nounced 
the 
Republican National 


Committee will meet in Chicago in- 
stead of Washington. 


HAROLD B. SMITH JR., the nation- 


al comnu'tteeman for Illinois, said the 


RNC has met outside Washington in 
the past. The last known meeting of 
the Republican hierarchy outside of 
the nation's capital was in 1971 in 
Denver. 


"I think it will be more common in 


the tulure because we have got to pay 
more attention to building state par- 
ties and electing state candidates," 
Smith said 


Brock said Illinois was selected a« 


the meeting site because the state 
carried for former President Ford in 
November and because of Thompson's 
overwhelming victory. 


Thompson's star continues to rise 


and now it appears Mohammed does 
not necessarily have to go to the 
mountain, sometimes the mountain 
will come to him.

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RTA developing program 
for bus, train safety 


The 
Regional Transportation 


Authority is taking steps to devel- 
op a regiomvide safety program 
that would prevent accidents like 
the Feb. 4 "L" crash that killed 11 
people. 


RTA Chief Operating Officer 


Leo Cusick Wednesday said the 
agency plans to hire a safety ex- 
pert experienced in both the 
equipment and operations side of 
the transportation business. 


Cusick said the expert's job will 


be "to formulate a program which 
we can give to all of the agencies 
which we fund." 


THE NEW SAFETY program is 


not a result of the February "L" 
crash, according to Cusick. He 
said efforts to develop rules and 
regulations for the railroads and 


rapid transit lines began about a 
year ago, 


"We were going this way long 


before the thing happened," Cus- 
ick said. 


The chief operating officer said 


the existing operating rules and 
regulations are not unsafe. "They 
have to be standardized more 
than rewritten," he said. 


Eventually the safety program 


will extend to the bus lines, and 
will include use of materials on 
buses and rapid transit cars. 


Cusick said the safety expert 


will not be looking back at the 
"L" crash, since that is being 
studied by the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board. 


"He will not go back," he said. 


Rank well in RTA 5-year program 
Suburbs benefit in transit plan 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The Northwest suburbs will rank 


well in future transportation planning 
because of the area's hospitals, rail- 
roads, shopping centers and colleges. 


The RTA's five-year report identi- 


fies the following areas as those that 
meet service guidelines but are cur- 
rently without service: 


• Chicago and North Western Ry. 


train stations at Arlington Parkt Pala- 
tine and Barrtngton. 


• Milwaukee Road train stations at 


Itasca and Hanover Park. 


• Northwest Community 
Hospital, 


Arlington Heights. 


• Forest Hospital, Des Plaines. 
• Alexian Brothers Hospital, Elk 


Grove Village. 


• Harrington Square Mall, Hoffman 


Estates. 


• Harper College, Palatine. 
RTA director of planning Joanne 


Vlecides said identification of these 
areas does no' mean that they are 
guaranteed service in the next five 
years. "Guidelines are not meant to 
be infallible or immoveable," she 
said. 


The guidelines emphasize the need 


for feeder service to railroads, routes 
in high density population areas and 
regional routes that tie communities 
together 


CURRENT PLANNING, however, 


calls for service to be provided to all 
of these areas in one form or another 
by 1982. Over the five-year period, 75 
routes will be started in the suburbs 
with 35 going into effect in fiscal 1978. 


Other areas given priority in ETA 


planning are 
employment 
centers 


with a minimum of 500 employes per 
quarter square mile. This includes the 
Elk Grove Village industrial centers 
as well as many central business dis- 
tricts in the Northwest suburbs. 


Specific routes will be announced in 


the yearly RTA plan. Seven new 
routes are planned for the Northwest 
suburbs in fiscal 1978. They include: 


• Feeder service from Elk Grove 


Village to the Milwaukee Road train 
station in Bensenville. 


• Midday and Saturday service in 


Wheeling. 


• Feeder 
service 
from 
Rolling 


Meadows and Palatine to the Palatine 
train station. 


• Service ^o Harper College. 
• Expansion of the Buffalo Grove 


bus service. 


A seventh route already approved 


by the RTA board will run between 
downtown Des Plaines and Woodfield 
Shopping Center, Schaumburg. It is 
scheduled to begin in June. 


RTA to have hearings 


• 


on 5-year plan in May 


The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority board has called for public 
hearings on a five-year plan that 
apparently pleases no one. 


Suburban board members are un- 


happy with the $1.6 billion plan, say- 
ng it does not Include enough new 
i-uburban bus service. 


Several city members praised the 


i-tatf for their efforts to prepare an 
accurate report. They said, however, 
they are uncomfortable with the fact 
that the program will cost $193.8 mil- 
lion more than the agency expects to 
have by 1082. 


BO\KD MEMBER James Kemp of 


Chicago asked that the agency pre- 
sent three alternative proposals at the 
public heai'ings. scheduled to start in 
May, He said the public should know 
what kind of service the agency can 
provide given current finances, with a 
o per cent gas tax or with a 1 per cent 
bales tax. 


Kemp said he wanted the public to 


be fully aware of the options. 


Board member D. Daniel Baldino of 


Evanston said the plan does not in- 
clude enough new service for the sub- 
urbs. 


Chief operating otficer Leo Cusick 


warned that it takes time to develop 
suburban service. 


"WE DO KNOW the 35 routes we 


are putting in (in 1978) are going to 
be stretching our capabilities. That is 
almost one a week and you just don't 
do it that fast it you are going to do it 
well,'1 he said. 


The suburban area will get only a 


fraction of the total amount allocated 
in the five-year plan. Capital in- 
vestments for the suburbs total $88.9 
million compared with $691 million for 
the Chicago Transit Authority. 


Estimated cost for current subur- 


ban service over the next five years is 
$91.8 million with an additional $1.6 
million expansion program proposed. 
The CTA operating costs over the 
same period are more than $1 billion.

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tion ought to occur in this area 
and it is the duty of school lead- 
ers to recognize that fact. 


The issue of public confidence, 


in Dist. 59 is pressing. For 
years, proponents and opponents 
of unit districts in this area have 
said — as a matter of faith — 
that voters would approve any 
unit district presented to them 
that provided any tax break, no 
matter how small. 


But when the issue was pre- 


sented to Dist. 59 voters, they 
turned down the prospect-of a 
short term tax cut in favor of 
maintaining the status,'quo. And 
the reasons for that action are 
clear. 


Many voters simply did not 


believe that Dist. 59 officials 
could manage an enlarged dis- 
trict based upon a poor record of 
financial management of their 
own. 


To compound the fiscal prob- 


lems, Dist. 59 students scored 
lower than any other Northwest 
suburban elementary students 
on 
high 
school preparatory 


exams — a situation parents of 
those students could not have 
been pleased with. 


As they defeated the unit dis- 


trict, voters in Dist. 59 elected a 


slate of school board candidates 
pledged to fiscal responsibility 
and educational quality. These 
candidates will have to make 
difficult, perhaps unpopular, de- 
cisions in order to fulfill their 
pledges on the budget and to re- 
s t o r e accountability to the 
educational system. 


Throughout the area, the sub- 


ject of school district reorgani- 
zation should not be allowed to 
die. Cronin this week logically 
suggested that High School Dist. 
214 should take the lead next fall 
in studying the alternatives for 
the area. 


These alternatives could take 


the form of splitting'214 up into 
unit districts or they could in- 
volve simply redrawing ele- 
mentary school boundaries in 
order to aid the small, impover- 
ished districts that exist in the 
area. 


There are more efficient and 


equitable ways for schools.to be 
organized in this area. Adminis- 
trative overhead could be cut 
and tax bases improved with 
sensible reorganization plans. 


The development of such plans 


ought to be high on the list of 
priorities for local, school offi- 
cials.

Carter's straight talk 
on controlling arms race 


The issue of human rights, Jimmy 


Carter says, "is important for itself. 
It should not block progress on other 
important matters affecting the secur- 
ity and well being of our people and of 
world peace." 


But the Soviet Union's Andrei 


Gromyko explained the breakdown of 
the arms talks at Moscow this way: 
"I shall not say that with every as- 
pect of the arms talks we spoke about 
rights. But in fact everything that is 
being said about human rights in the 
United States . . . poisons the atmos- 
phere, worsens the political climate." 


While one's best instincts, and long 


experience, rebel at agreeing with 
Comrade Gromyko about anything 
from nuclear disarmament to "Good 
Morning," he might have the better of 
this argument. That well known link- 
age between arms control and human 
rights exists, if only because one side 
thinks it does. If the Soviets adjust 
their views on arms by the strength 
or weakness of American statements 
on human rights, they will have for- 
ged the link. 


BUT LET'S NOTE that it is Carter 


who has talked straight about the last 
disarmament agreement reached with 
the Soviets at Vladivostok in 1974 and 
which now controls (or rather doesn't 
control) the arms race between the 
two superpowers. The new President 
summed up the Vladivostok agree- 
ment, in which his predecessor took 
so much pride, as "the ground rules 
for intensified competition and contin- 
ued massive arms growth in nuclear 
weapons." 


The development of both Soviet and 


American arms programs since 1974 
bears out Carter's description. Vladi- 
vostok invited both countries to build 
up to nuclear parity. The United 
States, for example, was allowed to 
add 10 Trident submarines, carrying 
some 240'ballistic missiles and 1,920 
nuclear warheads, and this was called 
arms control. Valdivostok's ceilings 
on now old-fashioned bombers and 
missiles spurred the competition for 
more and more sophisticated systems 
to deliver nuclear warheads. The 
American Cruise missile and the Rus-

sian mobile, land-based missile were 
natural consequences of Vladivostok. 


Jimmy Carter proposed to break 


this dangerous pattern. Instead of ac- 
celerating the competition in delivery 
systems, he suggested that the United 
States and the Soviet Union begin 
trading off new weapons systems be- 
fore they were fully developed or 
deployed. The American B-l bomber, 
say, might be given up in exchange 
for the Soviets foregoing their Back- 
fire. American development of the 
M-X missile might be halted if the 
Russians would cut back on their su- 
perior array of land-based missiles. If 
that meant the Russians would have 
to give up actual missiles for Ameri- 
can blueprints, it would also give the 
Russians research time to catch up 
with American technology in weap- 
ons. 


THAT THE RUSSIANS have more 


land-based missiles to give up in- 
dicates the strides toward strategic 
superiority that the Soviet Union was 
allowed under the last arms treaty 
and the Vladivostok agreement. Ideal- 
ly, the advantages of this new ap- 
proach would balance out, and the su- 
perpowers would begin destroying or 
preventing weapons systems rather 
than building them. 


The idea is highly attractive in the 


abstract. It's a lot cheaper to pass up 
immensely costly weapons systems by 
mutual agreement than having to de- 
velop and deploy the things before 
agreeing to ban them. See the ex- 
pensive history of anti-ballistic mis- 
siles. The President's proposal might 
be'irresistible if only the arms tangle 
it sets out to break were not inter- 
twined with another tangle: Human 
Rights. 


President Carter may say, he may 


even think, that there need be no link- 


age between ideology and arms. But 
to the Soviets, who have more reason 
to fear American ideas than Ameri- 
can arms, those two concerns may 
seem inseparable. One transmitter for 
the Voice of America may disturb the 
Kremlin more than a squadron of 
B-ls. If some way could be found to 
shush these deeply subversive ideas 
about freedom and democracy, the 
Soviets might not feel the need for all 
those missiles. 


PERHAPS WHEN LEONID Brezh- 


nev says that Detente will not slow 
Communist propaganda, as he repea- 
tedly has said, no one in America 
may care. As a domestic ideology, 
Communism is simply of no great 
consequence to American society. But 
the Soviet leadership is scarcely that 
secure. It breaks into bluster every 
time a word of criticism is voiced. 
What it lacks in popularity at home, it 
seeks to make up for in armed force. 
If Americans will not rein in their 
ideas, the Soviets may not feel safe 
agreeing to new arms limits, particu- 
larly in light of the strides they have 
made under the old ones. 


Eventually 
Jimmy 
Carter 
may 


sense a connection between obtaining 
a new arms agreements with the So- 
viets and never saying an encour- 
aging word about the rights of man. 
Henry Kissinger did. And the Soviets 
doubtless would like to force this new 
Administration into making the same 
choice. 


But if Carter may be confused for 


the moment about the linkage be- 
tween arms and ideas, there 'are a lot 
of things worse than confusion. If the 
Soviets were to succeed in perpetu- 
ating the trend furthered by the Ford 
(or rather the Kissinger) Adminis- 
tration, then the future could bring 
both an intensified arms race and a 
further demoralization for the forces 
of freedom in the world. 


That trend favored neither peace 


nor human rights. That's why the cur- 
rent impasse in the arms talks leaves 
the United States, the West and the 
peace of the world just a little safer. 
It's nothing to shed tears over.

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Better job, more secure future 
are benefits of college education 


Attending college stilt pays off. ac- 


cording to a report released Wednes- 
day by the Conference Board. 


The New York-based business or- 


ganization said an analysis by re- 
searcher Leonard Lecht shows that 
college graduates benefit from higher 
employment rates, improved earnings 
and future job prospects. 


College graduates are much less 


susceptible to unemployment than any 
other group in the labor force, Lecht 
said. Between 1974 and 1975, for ex- 
a m p l e , blue collar employment 
dropped 1.8 million while employment 
in technical and professional fields 
rose by more than 400,000 jobs. Three- 


fifths of all college graduates have 
technical and professional jobs., 


INCOMES OF college educated 


people tend to increase at a faster 
pace ajid to higher levels than in- 
comes of persons with only a high 
school education, the report said. In 
1974, male college graduates over 25 
made 36 per cent more money than 
high school graduates, a $4,500 differ- 
ence. 


For male university graduates be- 


tween the ages of 25 and 34, the in- 
come edge compared to high school 
graduates is an average $2,200 per 
year. The income gap between high 
school and coHege graduates has nar- 


rowed less for women, the report 
said. 


Future prospects for college gradu- 


ates will remain bright during the 
next 10 years, according to the Con- 
ference Board report. Among the fac- 
tors contributing to this trend are: 


• Fewer young people entering the 


job market in the next decade, be- 
cause of a decline in the U.S. birth 
rate. The number of Americans aged 
14 to 24 will drop by two-thirds during 
the 1970s and another 3 million be- 
tween 1980 and 1985. 


• The slowdown of growth in col- 


lege enrollment. After a,jump of more 
than 100 per cent between 1960 and 


1970, it rose 19 per cent between 1970 
and 1974, and then rose more rapidly 
in 1975. 


• College graduates 
entering a 


broader range of occupations than in 
the past. Between 1974 and 1985, new 
job openings will include physician's 
assistant, legal paraprofessional and 
specialized management jobs. 


• Professional and technical em- 


ployment is expected to increase at a 
faster pace than over-all employment. 
For the 1974 to 1985 period, employ- 
ment will rise 29.5 per cent in techni- 
cal and professional jobs compared to 
an over-all 20 per cent average. Jobs 
in teaching will continue to be scarce, 
the report said.

If the stock- 
broker has some difficulty in correlat- 
ing that impression with what actlial- 
ly has been happening to his stock 
lately, that traditionally has been his 
hard luck.

Longshoremen 
threaten to strike 


Shippers along the Atlantic and Gulf coasts braced for a strike 


Thursday by more than 30,000 longshoremen trying to win com- 
pensation for loss of job guarantees in handling cargo in contain- 
ers. The International Longshoremen's Assn. threatened to pull all 
container cargo handlers off the piers at 12:01 a.m. today in a 
strike that could cripple shipments from Maine to Texas. The 
targets of the strike are the seven shippers handling all container 
cargo in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Providence, Baltimore 
and Norfolk, and will include many ports along the Gulf of Mexico 
where these shippers — among the largest in the nation — oper- 
ate. Among the ILA's demands were an increase of the hourly 
wage from $8 to $10 and a shortening of the work week from 40 to 
32 hours. Shippers said the union's demands were far greater than 
the union's containerization losses and offered instead to increase 
management's pension, health and welfare contributions. 


No Mage-price rules: Blumenthal 
Treasury Sec. Michael Blumenthal said Wednesday the adminis- 


tration's anti-inflation plan will have no wage-price guidelines or 
other coercive measures. The package President Carter will an- 
nounce Friday is "not shock medicine," Blumenthal said. He said 
the worst inflation rate in the past 40 years did not result from a 
single cause and cannot be cured by concentrating on a single 
problem, Inflation will be curbed only through years of controlled 
federal spending, reduced government regulation, good weather 
and voluntary restraint in wage and price increases, Blumenthal 
said. On other matters, Blumenthal said: 


• The economic recovery can be sustained for another three 


years. 


• Carter's proposed $50 income tax rebate is needed despite 


strong recent gains in retail sales because unemployment is still 
very high, manufacturing capacity is low and plant and equipment 
spending is weak. 


• Business is restraining capital investment more because of 


economic uncertainties than because of the so-called concern over 
the inflationary impact of $50 rebates. 


• Basic tax reform including simplified returns for individuals 


and production incentives for business will be sent to Congress by 
late summer. 


• Carter's energy proposals to be announced April 20 involve 


"hard decisions ... that will not be popular," 


Trulh-in-ice cream labels ordered 
Get ready for peach ice cream, peach-flavored ice cream and 


artificial peach ice cream. The Food and Drug Administration this 
week issued new labeling rules to help consumers know just what 
they're buying when they shop for ice cream. The agency also 
recommended, but did not order, that ice cream makers let the 
public know when food dyes or other artificial colors are used. 
Under the new rules, there could be three types of ice cream 
labels. For instance, peach ice cream without artificial flavoring 
would be called simply "peach ice cream." If an artificial flavor 
is added — but the ice cream is still more real than imitation — 
the label would read "peach flavored Ice cream." But if the ice 
cream is more imitation than real, the label would read "artificial 
poach ice cream." As of next June 13, ice cream makers may 
begin using the labeling and as of July 1, 1979, the regulations will 
become mandatory. The rules also cover sherbet and water ices, 
and define the difference between ice cream and frozen custard.

The technique is most

when it delivers as many barbs as 
bouquets to the company. The report 
of Cyclops, a maker of steel and fab- 
ricated products, offers some sharp 
examples from the conversation with 
shareowners. 


John B. Gundlach, of Belleville, 111., 


is quoted as demanding a straight- 
forward projection of the earnings 
outlook 
and 
inquiring 
acerbically 


"what happened to those rosy projec- 
tions for steel earnings in 1976?" Wil- 
liam H. Knoell, Cyclops' president, 
blamed "inventory liquidations" and 
the failure of capital spending to 
"take off as expected" as reasons the 


earlier predictions went sour. 


A Ridgewood, N.J., homemaker, 


Mrs. Virginia E. Sauser, complained 
the company had not hired women en- 
gineers and needed a woman on its 
board of directors. Knoell: The com- 
pany is actively looking for qualified 
women in all fields but finds profes- 
sionals in short — and expensive — 
supply, because so many companies 
suddenly are seeking to hire them. 


ANOTHER STOCKHOLDER, Leroy 


E. Degler, of Sinking Spring, Pa., 
voiced a familiar beef when he asked 
for an increase in the dividend pay- 
out; 
"I was really expecting more" 


than last year's 10-cent year-end ex- 
tra, he said. Knoell avoided a promise 
to raise the regular quarterly rate 
just yet.

Workers protest clothing imports 


by United Press International 


An estimated 500,000 clothing and 


textile workers staged a brief walkout 
Wednesday and joined coast-to-coast 
rallies demanding President Carter's 
support for tighter limits on apparel 
imports. 


AFL-CIO President George Meany 


promised to carry the workers' mes- 
sage directly to Carter during a meet- 
ing in the Oval Office. Big labor also 
wants curbs on shoe and television 
imports — something Carter has re- 
sisted as protectionist. 


Thousands of sewing machines and 


looms were idled when members of 
the nation's two biggest clothing and 
textile unions joined numerous rallies 
in 40 states, from New York's Herald 
Square o the steps of Los Angeles City 
Hall. 


The walkout, which varied in length 


from several hours to a full day in 
different cities, was designed to point 
up the effect of import competition on 
American jobs. Employment in the 
domestic industry has fallen 30 per 
cent since 1968. 


The Amalgamated Clothing and 


Textile Workers and the International 
Ladies Garment Workers unions in- 
sisted Carter must negotiate strict 
limits on apparel imports from coun- 
tries where workers earn as little as 
18 cents an hour. 


The unions said they would "stand 


up and fight now" before their in- 
dustry suffers as severely as domestic 
shoe and television 
manufacturers, 


who claim they are being wiped out 
by Carter's free trade policy.

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Chicago still 2nd 
in population 
despite moving 


Chicago is still the nation's second 


largest city, but it is losing persons to 
suburban migration every year. 


A U. S. government study released 


Wednesday shows that Chicago is 
among 14 of the nation's top 20 cities 
that lost population between 1970 and 
1975. 


Urbanologlst Pierre deVise of the 


University of Illinois Circle Campus 
said his population estimates made in 
1975 agree with the report. He said 
Chicago lost 399,000 persons over the 
five year period, averaging about 
70,000 persons a year. 


"About three-fourths of that migra- 


tion is to the suburbs and one-fourth is 
beyond," deVise said. 


White House 
garden hard 
hit by winter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gardeners 


are laboring to save several trees and 
shrubs on the White House grounds, 
including an elm planted by John 
Quincy Adams, the chief horticulturist 
said Wednesday. 


"It has been a trying spring for us," 


said Irwin Williams, who has been at 
the White House since 1049. 


He said the harsh winter had taken 


an unusually heavy toll. "We've not 
had a real problem with winter dam- 
age in years," he said, listing holly, 
rhododendron, ivy and "many, many 
other shrubs" either killed by the cold 
or not expected to survive the spring. 


"We're worried about that tree," 


Williams sold, pointing toward a large 
elm planted by Adams in 1826. He 
said it was hit by lightning last sum- 
mer and was damaged in a storm lat- 
er in the year. 


"We're keeping a close eye on it," 


he said, explaining the tree has be- 
come "weak" and susceptible "to just 
about anything, including Dutch elm 
disease." 


Standing on the South Lawn, he 


looked at one of two Japanese maples 
planted by Mrs. Grover Cleveland. 
"That one is just about dead," he said 
of the barren tree. 


Williams said it was not certain the 


winter weather alone was responsible 
for the empty branches.

White Sox catcher Jim Essian was 


a little confused after he had stroked 
a third-inning home run in the Sox' 7-3 
win over Boston Wednesday at Com- 
iskey Park. 


"I started to break Into my home 


run trot," said the 25-year-old musta- 
chioed receiver with a grin. "But then 
1 remembered I didn't have one." 


Esslan's first major league homer

Johnson, whose last win was July 21 


against Detroit, said his biggest prob- 
lem so far this year has been trying 
to adjust to the suggestions of his 
third manager — and third pitching 
coach — in the past three years. 


"I'm trying to incorporate things 


they've told me this year with some of 
the other things that worked well in 
the past." said Johnson, who was 9-16 
last year.

The 
Cavaliers wound up with four technicals for protesting calls by 
Powers and McCann.

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Phil Wrigley: 6A good, fair man' 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Phil Wrigley 


had a habit of answering the phone 
himself because he always wanted to 
hear first-hand what the so-called 
man in the street had to say about his 
ball club, and on this particular day 
the guy on the other end was demand- 
Ing action, not tomorrow or the day 
after, but right now. 


He was watching one of the Cubs' 


pitchers taking his lumps over TV in 
a Chicago bar and from the sound of 
his voice, it was obvious he had drunk 
his lunch. It was immediately clear 
to Phil Wrigley. also watching the 
game on TV in his own downtown of- 
fice, that the guy had more than 
merely two ir three. 


"For crisakes. Wrigley, when are 


you gonna get that hamburger outta 
there?" the caller started right in. 
"He's no pitcher. He's gettin' bombed 
out there, can't you see that for your- 
self?" 


WRIGLEY, WITH his eyes on the 


tube, was about to answer, when Leo 
Durocher, then the Cubs' manager, 
came bouncing out of the dugout. Sec- 
onds later, he motioned to the bullpen 
for a change of pitchers. 


The guy in the bar couldn't believe 


what he was seeing on the screen. 
"Thanks, Mr. Wrigley," he said, sud- 
denly sobering. "That's what I call 
action." 


Phil Wrigley. who owned the Chi- 


cago Cubs for so many years and died 
Tuesday at the age of 82, operated his 
club completely differently than any 
other man in baseball. 


HE NEVER went to the ball park to 


see his team play, preferring to watch 
it on TV. That didn't mean he wasn't 
interested in the Cubs because he 
was, and vitally so. 


He firmly believed baseball was 


a day game and should be played in 
tiie sunlight, so he was the only owner 
never to install lights in his ball park. 
He seldom spoke personally with any

of his ball players, but he had a soft 
spot in his heart for all of them. 


"Essentially, I think he was a shy 


man and that he always wanted to 
keep a low profile," says Don Kessi- 
nger, who played shortstop with the 
Cubs 11 years and now is with the 
Cardinals. 


Speaking of his former employer be- 


fore Tuesday's game with the Mets, 
Kessinger had this to say about Phil 


Wrigley: 


"I'VE NEVER MET a fairer man 


than he was. I remember asking John 
Holland, the general manager, wheth- 
er I could speak with Mr. Wrigley at 
the end of 1975 when I knew I was 
going to be traded. He said, 'sure, go 
ahead.' I spoke with him and thanked 
him for all his kindness to me through 
the years. He said he considered me a 
gentleman, which I took as a tre-

mendous compliment, and then he 
told me I didn't have to be traded if 
I didn't want to be. But I told him it 
was probably time — for the organi- 
zation and for me. Fellows who had 
been with him a long time, players 
like Ernie Backs, Billy Williams and 
Ron Santo, told me if you were fair 
with him, he'd be the same way with 
you, and that was how I found him. A 
good, fair man." 


Blake Cullen, assistant to National 


League President Chub Feeney now, 
also was with the Cubs 11 years, first 
as road secretary and later as assis- 
tant general manager to John Hol- 
land. He shares Don Kessinger's feel- 
ings for Phil Wrigley. 


"I liked him," says Cullen. "You 


never felt uncomfortable being around 
him. For all his accomplishments and 
his wealth, he wasn't one of those big. 
God presences. Each year, a week or 
so after the season was over, he al- 
ways made it a point to get together 
with his manager, his coaches, John 
Holland and myself, and be loved to 
tell baseball stories.' 


"HIS FAVORITE one was about 


Hack Wilson when he played for the 
Cubs. Mr. Wrigley liked to tell about 
how Wilson, scraping the grass with 
his spikes in right field one day, sud- 
denly looked up and began chasing 
what he thought was a line drive go- 
ing over his head. 


"Only it wasn't a ball he was chas- 


ing, it was a pigeon, and it flew right 
out of the balJpark. Charlie Grimm, 
playing first base that day, came 
charging out toward Wilson, wonder- 
ing what in the world he was doing. 


"That was the longest ball I ever 


seen hit!' Wilson said to Grimm, the 
way Mr. Wrigley told the story. 


" 'Why, you foolish so-and-so, the 


pitcher hasn't even thrown the ball 
yet. That was no line drive, that was 
a pigeon you were chasing.' Mr. Wrig- 
ley said that was a true story." 


More power ahead for Bob Kennedy

The future of the Chicago Cubs un- 
' 
doubtedly depends upon decisions of 


f 
William Wrigley III. who is expected 
to take charge of the baseball team 
even though he probably will not be 
the majority stockholder. 


Wrigley, 44, has assumed increasing 


responsibility in operation of both the 
baseball team and the William Wrig- 
tey, Jr. Co. for the past 15 years. He 
is the only son of Philip K. Wrigley, 
who died Tuesday. 


Tributes to the elder Wrigley came 


from nearly every major personality 
in baseball and other sports. Many of 
them were expected to attend his fu- 
neral. 


Arrangements for the funeral were 


pending. 


Dt'RING THE 45 years he con- 


trolled the Cubs, the elder Wrigley re- 
ceived numerous offers to buy the 


tnam, including at least two from Ray 
Kroc, founder of MacDonald's ham- 
burger chain who later bought the San 
Diego Padres. 


He inherited control of the Cubs in 


1!)32 from his father and said he would 
never sell the team because he ex- 
pected his son to take control. But, he 
once said, his William "could sell it." 


It was regarded as unlikely that 


young Wrigley would decide to sell 
the team, at least at the present, al- 
tiough he is certain to receive offers. 


THE ELDER Wrigley's wealth was 


estimated at more than $100 million, 
and it was likely that William will be 
chosen to operate the baseball team 
with his two sisters receiving partial 
ownership. Other Wrigley financial in- 
terests probably will be divided more 
or less equally. 


Wrigley's death also probably will 


place greater responsibility on Bob 
Kennedy, a former player who last 


winter was named vice president in 
charge of baseball operations. Kenne-' 
dy was given virtually a free hand by 
Wrigley and his authority could be ex- 
panded under his son. 


While his father rarely saw the 


Cubs in person, 
William Wrigley 


frequently has attended games at 
Wrigley Field and displayed interest 
in the team for many years. But his 
primary occupation has been with the 
gum company, thus indicating he 
would 
delegate 
greater 
authority 


about the Cubs to Kennedy. 


WILLIAM, HOWEVER, was ex- 


pected to retain the veto power of his 
father on major transactions, in- 
cluding sums expended in player con- 
tracts, that his father held. 


Under Philip Wrigley's ownership 


the Cubs won four National League 
pennants, but never a world cham- 
pionship. 


Wrigley was concerned more about 


the fans, who supported the team 
yearly despite its losing record. Al- 
though the club lost money financial- 
ly, Wrigley authorized expenditure of 
millions to constantly modernize and 
improve facilities at Wrigley Field. 


He was regarded as a "sportsman" 


whose concern was for the well being 
of baseball more than for victory, and 
in. baseball circles he was considered 
a stabilizing factor never afraid to ex- 
press his opinion on issues confronting 
the game.

WHAT CAUSES THE SKIN OF THE 


FACE TO WRINKLE" 


Skin is that very important surface of 


our bodies about which we have much 
concern We all want to keep it looking 
good It is made up of layers of flattened 
cells, and the outer layer is waterproof 
Skin helps to keep our bodies at the 
proper temperature by handling the im- 
portant job of evaporating perspiration 
and by controlling the amount of blood 
near the body surface 


Our skin, indeed, is important It 


helps the body rid itself of wastes and 
acts as the conductor of such sensations 
as touch, pain, heat and cold 


The outer skin called the epidermis, 


is made up of a number of layers Outer- 
most is the stratum corneum made of 
many closely packed, dead, cormfied, 
greatly flattened cells These are con- 
tinuously being cast off from the surface 
and being replaced from lower layers 


Next layer of the epidermis is the 


stratum lucdum, made up of layers of 
closely packed scale-like cells Third 
epidermis layer down is the stratum 
granulosum, made up oi cells which are 
not so flattened and containing a sub- 
stance called eleidin Finger and toe 
nails are considered modifications of 
this layer Next layer is the stratum 
germmativum, where skin pigment is 
found and replacement cells for the 
epidermis are made 


The skin's inner layer is called the 


ermis or conum This is made up of a 
network of dense and interlacing fibers 
of connective tissue Here's where you'll 
find a rich supply of blood vessels and 
hair follicles, glands and nerve endings 


Skin of the face, in most older people, 


wrinkles as a part of the slow, natural 
process of aging It also wrinkles be- 
cause elderly people have great elasti- 
city of the outer layers of their skin 


The skin's inner layers are fatty and 


fairly thick while the outer layers are 
much thinner and more elastic The 
outer layers stretch tightly over the 
muscles of the face In many older 
people the elastic outer layer of skin 
stretches too much and falls into folds 
or wrinkles Wrinkles of the face also 
appear at times with very thin people 
With fat taken away from under the 
skin, the outer layer appears to be loose 
and it falls into wrinkles 


Wrinkles, for the most part are part 


of the aging process Also common as a 
person gets older is excessively dry, 
itchy skin caused because the oily, wet 
covering that helps to minimize loss of 
moisture from the skin is reduced 
Lubricating lotion can help

Plan to revamp 
schools met with 
little enthusiasm 


Most local superintendents showed 


little enthusiasm for a suggestion by 
Illinois Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 
that Northwest suburban school offi- 
cials hire consultants this fall to map 
out school reorganization. 


Cronin said Monday that despite the 


solid defeat Saturday of Elk Grove 
Township's unit school district refer- 
endum, he still favors creating two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
Dist. 214. 


Cronin said Northwest suburban of- 


ficials should rest until fall and then 
determine the kind of district reorga- 
nization needed in the next 5' to 10 
years. 


"MY REACTION IS basically sour 


grapes," said Prospect Heights Dist. 
23 Supt. Edward Grodsky. He said 
Cronin h continuing to pursue the unit 
district idea in this area "because 
he's lost now in .many ways. First, the 
Elk Grove referendum, and he's got a 
good chance of losing the bill in the 
Senate" (that would allow all residents 
of an area affected by creation of a 
unit district to vote on it.) 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


Supt. Wayne Schaiblo said he does not 
foresee his district initiating talks on 
reorganization. 


Referring to a statement by Cronin 


that most high quality suburban 
school districts are unit districts but 
that Chicago is an exception, Schaible 
said "Cronin said himself that having 
a unit district doesn't mean people 
will get a better education." 


Mount Prospect Dist. 57 Supt. Earl 


Sutler also said he did not believe his 
district would initiate a group study of 
area reorganization. 


Frank Whiteley, superintendent of 


Palatine Township Dist. 15, said his 
perception is that voters in Elk Grove 
Township turned down the unit dis- 
trict because they did not want that 
particular one, but said he is not sure 
the whole idea was defeated. 


"THERE ARE TWO things that su- 


persede any suggestion by Dr. Cronin. 
One is whether the boards (of educa- 
tion) are favorable to that kind of 
plan (to talk about reorganizing) and 
whether the constituency wants it. I 
don't know how people feel about it," 
he said. 


River Trails Dist. 26 Supt. John 


Fridiund agreed a specific unit dis- 
trict had been turned down but said 
residents might be amenable to other 
types of reorganization. 


"We should be studying consoli- 


dation among smaller districts," Frld- 
said. He said unit districts should 
be studied as well because there 
might be some advantages to them 
that have not been discussed. 


Dist, 26 and Dist, 57 are presently 


setting up committees to consider the 
benefits of merging those two dis- 
tricts. Fridiund said those talks might 
be a starting point for including other 
districts. 


DIST. 2U SUPT. Edward Gilbert 


said he is always willing to consider 
anything that might benefit education 
in this area, but said he feels "strong- 
ly that Dist. 214 is not going to take 
the sole initiative to start this kind of 
thing. 


"If it's an idea whose time has 


come, there would be an emergence 
of interest from other points," he 
said. 


"I would have appreciated it if he 


(Cronin) had made this suggestion 
when he had the petitions (to form a 
unit district in Dist. 59) before him," 
Gilbert said. 


"If he had said, 'hey, let's not vote 


on this one but let's have all the su- 
perintendents get together and start 
considering reorganization" — well, 
there might have been more response 
had he made that suggestion at that 
time, before we went through this 


long, drawn-out process," he said. 


Gilbert said Cronin "has made ,it 


pretty clear that he believes strongly 
that the organizational model for 
school districts are unit districts." 
Cronin's experience has been only 
with unit districts primarily in the 
east "where they grew up around 
towns and are very small." 


GILBERT SAID A major problem 


of trying to divide this area into unit 
districts is that resources are so une- 
venly divided. Lines would have to be 
drawn geographically so "no one is at 
a disadvantage," he said. 


Gilbert said "most people would tend 


to look to the legislature rather than 
the Illinois Office of Education (Cro- 
nin)" for direction on reorganization. 


"The body that is most responsible 


for and gives the most direction to 
school boards is the legislature. It has 
within its power, if it treats people 
fairly, to reorganize everyone just by 
one bit of legislation. They could call 
for all unit districts or districts of no 
more than 5,000 students or what- 
ever," he said. 


Rogert Bardwell superintendent for 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59, was on 
vacation this week and could not be 
reached for comment. Several other 
area superintendent also could not be 
reached. Many school districts are 
on spring vacation this week.

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Help take worry out of buying 
Home inspectors 
gain in popularity

Purchasing a home can make a prospective buyer 


uneasy, particularly if he is uncertain -of the struc- 
tural and mechanical condition of his new-found 
dream house. 


Just because major flaws in a home may not be 


revealed In a quick walk-through by a homeowner-to- 
be doesn't mean that the flaws don't exist. 


Too often a buyer finds out too late that the fur- 


nace In his new home needs costly repairs, that his 
roof leaks or his basement floods. 


But there Is a way to relieve the uncertainty and 


take some of the guesswork out of buying a home — 
home inspection services. Several such services have 
been established in the Chicago area within the last 
two years. 


The inspections can cover anywhere from 120 to 


180 items in a home.and usually can be done within a 
few hours. 


"When we are hired we inspect virtually every 


mechanical and structural aspect of a home," said 
Forrest Brown, president of Home Inspection Con- 
sultants of Greater Chicago Inc., River Forest. 


Among the features Brown's firm inspects are the 


roof, floors and floor joists, ground slope, exterior 
walls, gutters and leaders, screens and storm win- 
dows, exterior paint and trim, foundation and base- 
ment, garage, insulation and the heating, plumbing 
and electrical systems. 


"After we do the inspection we prepare a report 


telling what Items- in the home are deficient, how 
they're deficient and what can be done to bring them 
up to an acceptable-standard," Brown said. 


C. A. Jachinski, president of Home Inspectors Inc., 


Glen Ellyn, said his firm requires its clients to ac- 
company the inspector as he goes through a home. 


"Most of the time a buyer has questions in his 


mind and it very often is easier to answtr them while 
the actual inspection is going on," he said. "Some- 
times the human part of it can be lost in the report." 


Jachinski said he believes the inspections are im- 


portant because many defects in a home are appar- 
ent only to an expert. 


"Most people know nothing about a house except 


whether they like it esthetically," he said. "They 
don't know anything about the structural and me- 
chanical parts of it. The same goes for mainte- 
nance." 


Although most homes have at least some defects, 


Brown said most aro without' severe problems*. 


"The problems aren't always that slight, but most 


of the time they are," he said. "I find a lot of homes 
just need a good general handyman to correct a 
few things. Most of the problems are much more 
readily correctable than most people think." 


When a prospective homebuyer requests an in- 


spection, Brown said, they usually make the sale 
contingent on a favorable report. 


"The sale usually is made contingent on every- 


thing being reasonably in order," he said. "There is 
some leeway, most poeple just want to make sure 
the house isn't going to fall down." 


Brown said prospective buyers should be sus- 


picious of sellers who will not allow their homes to 
be inspected before their sale. 


"Most sellers that are hiding something are a little 


reluctant to submit to an inspection," he said. "But I 
have a message for them. What they're hiding in 
many cases isn't as serious a problem as they might 
think." 


Stuart Zwang, general manager of Home Raters 


Inc , Skokie, said his firm is there to protect the 
home-buyer. "We're not there to kill the deal. We're 
there so the people know exactly what they're get- 
ting and what condition it's in." 


Brown said a home priced from $70,000 and $79,999 


that is within 20 air miles of his River Forest office 
would cost $125 to inspect. Inspections .of lower 
prices or more expensive homes would be corre- 
spondingly higher or lower. 


Zwang said his firm charges a fiat rate of $60 for 


an inspection, plus travel expenses, from its Skokie 


office. Jachinski's firm, which also has an office in 
Rockford, charges a flat rate of $75 to inspect any 
pre-owned house. 


The three businesses inspect new and used homes 


as well as commercial and industrial buildings. 


Officials from all three firms said that while the 


companies point out deficiencies in homes, they 
make no attempt to influence the decision of their 
clients to purchase or not purchase a honw. 


"I simply point out the good points and the prob- 


lems," Brown said. "Then it's up to them to make a 
decision." 


Zwang, Brown and Jachinski also said they are not 


affiliated with real estate firms and are not con- 
nected wtith any contracting firms. 


Although home inspection services still are rela- 


tively new in the Chicago area, Brown said they are 
more established and more widely used in some 
parts of the country. 


"Over 90 per cent of the homes in New York City 


are inspected prior to their exchange," he said. "The 
service has been in existence longer there and 
people have grown accustomed to it." 


Brown said that while most inspections are per- 


formad at the time a home is being sold, he notes 
that the service can be useful at other times. 


"If a homeowner feels that something is wrong 


and he's uneasy, the inspection Can help," he said. 
"I can clear up their uncertainties and recommend 
ways to correct any problems, usually at a very 
minimal cost." 


Zwang said in addition to conducting home in- 


spections, his firm is the Chicago agent for the Certi- 
fied Home Inspection Program, which provides war- 
ranty coverage on the major structural and mechani- 
cal features of a home. 


Under the program, if the inspection uncovers no 


major problems, the homeowner is given $100 deduc- 
tible coverage for up to 18 months on the roof, base- 
ment, foundation, walls, cedlings, floors and the heat- 
ing, cooling, plumbing and electrical systems. 


Zwang said the cost of the CHIP inspection varies 


depending on the value of the home, but he said a 
typical home probably would cost $135 to $140 to 
inspect. After the inspection, a homeowner has the 
option of purchasing a warranty for $100 on the 
items that p'ass CHIP'S inspection. 


Favorable interest rates 
available, but how long? 


There is a plentiful supply of low- 


cost residential and commercial con- 
struction financing, but the situation 
may change if the heavy spring de- 
mand for construction funds material- 
izes, reported the Builders' Assn of 
Chicago. 


Ray Wlrkus, executive vice presi- 


dent^of Miller-Davis, Co., said "inter- 
est rates are probably more favorable 
now than they have been in the past 
or will be in the future. We expect 
that interest rates will rise and that 
the rate of inflation will increase this 
year." Both factors will increase the 
cost of construction, he said. 


Drew Waitely, vice president of 


Continental Bank, said, "There is 
plenty of money available for financ- 
ing of new construction." 


A CHECK OF banks and lending in- 


stitutions show that construction loans 
currently are 2.5 to 3 points above 
prime, which stands at 6 per cent. A 
year ago. the prime rate was 7.25 per- 
cent. A year from now, many analysts 
are predicting higher rates. Per- 
manent financing is running from 9.5 


to 9.75 per cent. 


As the economy continues to recov- 


er and the demand for long-term 
credit increases, financing is expected 
to be harder to obtain and more ex- 
pensive. A recent U.S. Commerce 
Dept survey reported that businesses 
plan an 11.7 per cent increase in capi- 
tal spending in 1977 over 1976. A 
spending survey by a leading trade 
journal shows that industry is plan- 
ning to increase its outlays for new 
plants and equipment this year. 


The outlook for increased inflation 


also will affect the total cost of con- 
struction. As construction picks up, 
there may be inflationary dangers 
from higher energy prices, the after 
effects of the severe winter weather, 
and the bigger federal spending plans 
for 1977. If inflation seems to be in- 
creasing too rapidly, the Federal Re- 
serve Board may tighten up on credit. 


Reasonably-priced 
and 
plentiful 


money and the danger of increased 
inflation are two reasons Chicago con- 
struction industry leaders are urging 
businessmen contemplating expansion 


and new building programs to begin 
now 


ARTHUR F. O'NEIL, chairman of 


the board of W. E. O'Neil Construc- 
tion Co., said business owners also 
can profit now from the slack con- 
struction market. 


"Presently, the competition among 


contractors is keen, even severe," he 
said. "From the owner's point of 
view, this has many advantages." 


In a recessionary 
period, con- 


tractors are willing to trim overhead, 
shave profit margins, and deliver ex- 
tra services, like sitting down to plan 
the most cost-efficient, plan or calcu- 
lating alternatives in materials and 
methods that can mean dollar sav- 
ings. 


Additional factors that can produce 


cost savings to businessmen are the 
plentiful supply and reasonable prices 
of materials; the ample supply of 
skilled labor, with most tradesmen 
working under contracts that run 
through May of 1979; high labor pro- 
ductivity, 
and 
favorable 
tax 
in- 


centives.

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Green Thumb 
working for 
state's elderly

ELDORADO, ILL. (UPI) - The Il- 


linois Farmers Union Green Thumb, a 
federally funded senior work pro- 
gram, is casting an eager eye at an 
abandoned school In Harrisburg. 


The brick, wood, windows and pipe 


In its three stories and an attic repre- 
sent potential fixup and building proj- 
ect materials for the Green Thum- 
bers. The school district authorized 
the senior workers to dismantle the 
building without charge to the dis: 
trict in return for the salvageable ma- 
terials. 


There won't be any headache calls 


on this project. 


"It will be taken down brick by 


brick." said Jack Horning, Illinois di- 
rector of the program that currently 
has 230 workers 55 years of age or 
older in 24 counties of central and 
southern Illinois. 


"We've never taken down a brick 


Building before, but I'm not con- 
cerned," Horning said. "Many of 
these people are retired small-or ten- 
ant-farmers vyho need to supplement 
their Social Security payments and if 
you were a small farmer you had to 
be a jack-of-all-trades. 


"Sometimes I'll ask them at the 


start of a project if they know how to 
do it and some will say, 'well, I don't 
know. I think so.' When they say that 
it's time to get out of their way be- 
cause they jump right in." 


The Illinois program will be five 


years old July 1. It had its national 
origin 11 years ago and now has pro- 
grams in 28 states, Puerto Rico and 
Washington, D.C. 


The Illinois Green Thumb is oper- 


ating under a SI million budget this 
fiscal year from the U.S. Labor Dept. 
Horning wants an increase next year 
to permit expansion of the program to 
about 53 counties. 


Most workers are paid $2.30 an hour 


and none may work more than 1,300 
hours in a year. Foremen get $2.55 an 
hour. 


Some men work at state parks and 


for towns and villages rebuilding and 
painting picnic tables and shelters, 
and maintenance and custodial work. 


The senior ladies work in libraries, 


at ftnior citizen nutrition programs 
and drive minibuses to take elderly 
citizens to see the doctor or dentist or 
go shopping. A growing number is en- 
gaged in an outreach program of as- 
sisting the shutins or disabled. 


Horning said Susan Brown, a wid- 


ow, worked at the Flora Nutrition cen- 
ter in the program until she quit when 
j-he was 90. 


"We have from 160 to 170 applicants 


nn the waiting list and hope to pick up 
some of them after the start of the 
next fiscal year." 


The Green Thumb headquarters is 


an abandoned school building in Eldo- 
rado that took on a new look after the 
eager senior workers pitched in. 


"You should have seen this place," 


Horning said. "Children had knocked 
out all the windows, the lavatories 
were pulled out and so were all the 
switches. It's decent now, nothing 
plush, but it serves as our office and 
has shop and storage space." 


The Green Thumbers also reno- 


vated the interior of one of :he log 
cabins at the Saline County Area Mu- 
seum at Harrisburg to serve as a 
home for the museum caretaker. 


"And we have a winterizing pro- 


gram for the homes of low-income el- 
derly people," Horning said. "If you 
have an income of $200 a month, you 
don't have money these days to hire 
anything repaired,"

Renting compatibility hard to find 


Will Rogers is credited with saying: 


"I never met a man I didn't like." 


Even if we take the comment liter* 


ally (and, let's face it, it's suspect), 
then it becomes immediately appar- 
ent that Rogers was never a tenant 
and never a landlord. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: As president of 


the statewide Assn. for the Protection 
of Tenants here in California, may I 
tiring two facts to your attention as a 
consequence of a recent column: 


(1) Unless It Is an emergency or Im- 


practical, your landlord should give 
you reasonable notice of his plans to 
enter, and enter only during normal 
business hours. Twenty-four hours is 
usually considered reasonable notice. 


(2) Tenants who find it necessary to 


secure roommates to help pay rent to 
gouging landlords — or even reason- 
able rental rates — should first con- 
sider If any other tenants are paying 
similar rental rates for similar space, 
I.e., one-bedroom, two-bedroom, etc. 
If so, it would be discrimination for 
the landlord to up the rental rate by 
$25 a month, or even SI, because two 
single persons were sharing. 


Married couples enjoy "dual rates" 


with no increase in wear-and-tear. 
Two singles of either sex are usually 
better housekeepers since there is 
more to lose if they should become 
sloppy. Married couples are bound by 
a "paper contract" to live as is until 
death do us part. 


Let's not forget that about 47 per 


cent of the population in this state 
rent and that the No. 1 complaint re- 
ceived by the attorney general's office 
c o n c e r n landlord-tenant relations. 
Gov. Jerry Brown has said that rent- 
ers are "not in the American tradi- 
tion of owning a home" — that they 
are second-class citizens, — R, David 
Herndon (Hayward, Calif.)

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Job moves key to home turnover 


Job-related moves continue to pro- 


vide the muscle of Chicago's home 
buying market. 


People who are moved by their 


companies and people who move be- 
cause they change jobs or to be closer 
to their place of employment account- 
ed for 47 per cent of the sales and 45 
per cent of the purchases In a survey 
by a Chicago real estate company. 


Baird & Warner Inc. examined 4,925 


transactions which took place in 1976 
to determine why people sell and buy 
homes. 


AS HAS BEEN the case in similar 


studies by the company in recent 
years, the job-related move domi- 
nates. 


In the case of sellers surveyed, 26 


per cent cited "voluntary relocation" 
as their reason for selling, leading the 
1976 list. 


Robert G, Walters, senior vice pres- 


ident and general manager of Baird & 
Warner's residential sales division, 
said the "voluntary relocation" cate- 
gory includes persons who sold their 
homes because of a job change which 
did not involve a company transfer; 
because their employer moved and 
they voluntarily followed; or simply 
to move closer to their employment to 
cut commuting time. 


Job transfers, where people are 


relocated by their employer, account 
for 21 per cent of seller responses. 
These two categories combined total- 
ed 47 per cent of the selling segment. 


The same two categories totaled 45 


per cent of the reasons for buying. 
However, job transfers were several 
percentage points higher than volun- 
tary relocation, reversing the top two 
positions reported by sellers. 


LIQUIDATION WAS cited by 17 per 


cent of the sellers, the same figure as 
1975; "upgrading" noted by 13 per 
cent of those polled, up from 11 per 
cent in the earlier survey; and, "re- 
tirement" cited by 6 per cent, down 
from 7 per cent a year before for sell- 
ers "moving to apartment" in 1976 
was 5 per cent, no change from the 
p r i o r year; and in the "mis- 
cellaneous" category — 12 per cent, 
an increase from 10 per cent in the '75 
period.

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Home energy 
policy urged by 
savings league 


A home energy policy that calls for 


voluntary conservation efforts, sug- 
gests federal incentives to help home- 
owners carry conservation costs and 
provides a way for home buyers and 
mortgage lenders to factor estimated 
energy costs into the home purchase 
mechanicsm has been proposed by the 
U.S. League of Savings Associations. 


The league is the principal trade as- 


sociation serving the $400 billion sav- 
ings and loan business. 


Savings associations are the nation's 


chief suppliers of home 
mortgage 


credit. 


VOLUNTARY, RATHER than man- 


datory, energy conservation 
efforts 


are at the heart of our proposals, 
league president John A. Hardin said. 


"The 
economic and family dis- 


ruptions caused by January's severe 
weather have helped lo convince mil- 
lions of people that the nation's ener- 
gy shortage is real — and not con- 
trived." Hardin said. "As that realiza- 
tion spreads, we think the American 
people will respond to the need for 
voluntary conservation efforts." 


Key to the league's program is the 


voluntary disclosure to prospective 
home buyers of an existing home's 
energy costs. 


"Energy costs already have esca- 


lated," Hardin said, "and there seems 
to be little doubt that energy costs 
will continue to rise. Home-buying 
families simply must be able to factor 
a home's energy costs into their budg- 
ets." 


HARDIN SAID that the League 


would be working with real estate 
brokers to devise a simple way to in- 
clude energy costs in the information 
typically given to prospective home 
buyers. 


Hardin also called upon mortgage 


lenders to factor energy cost data into 
the appraisal and loan underwriting 
processes. 


"We'll be seeing a marketplace 


judgment based upon a home's energy 
costs." Hardin said. "It will stand to 
reason that a well-insulated home will 
command a higher price than a sim- 
ilar home which might lack adequate 
insulation, weather stripping and the 
like." 


The league's proposals acknowledg- 


ed that some home energy improve- 
ments could be costly. Consequently, 
the league urged the federal govern- 
ment to "provide direct income tax 
credits to homeowners who improve 
the energy efficiency of their homes 
and install energy saving equipment 
or systems." 


THE 
LEAGUE ALSO suggested 


that savings associations be permitted 
to make loans for solar or other re- 
newable energy systems beyond the 
current 15-year, Slo.OOO statutory limit 
on home improvement loans. 


"We want to encourage American 


families to upgrade home energy effi- 
ciency." Hardin said, "and we want 
to be able to provide a flexible financ- 
ing package that can be adapted to 
each home's peculiar needs." 


The league's energy recommenda- 


tions were first adopted by a specially 
formed energy committee which met 
in Washington late last month.

The board of trustees of Loyola Uni- 


versity of Chicago has approved a 
fund of $1 million to provide 5-year 
low-interest loans to Loyola employes 
to buy homes or condominiums within 
a six-block radius of its Lake Shore 
Campus at 6525 N. Sheridan Rd.

Agency tells 
ways to curb 
soil erosion 


Each year 10,000 acres of land in 


Cook County and 3,000 acres of land in 
Lake County are converted from agri- 
cultural use to urban use. This pro- 
vides sites for houses, shopping cen- 
ters, schools, and highways to meet 
the needs of the growing population. 


These changing acres also are the 


source of much of the sediment that 
pollutes streams and rivers, and fills 
lakes, according to the U.S. Soil Con- 
servation Service. It also reduces the 
capacity of reservoirs to control flood 
water 


During construction, when the soil 


is disturbed, soil erosion is 10 times as 
great as that on land used for culti- 
vated crops and 200 times greater 
than on land in grass or pasture. 


EFFECTIVE CONTROL at a rea- 


sonable cost is possible if certain prin- 
ciples are followed in development. 


These principles Include using soils 


that are suited for development, leav- 
ing soil surface bare for the shortest 
time possible, controlling the flow of 
runoff, trapping sediment on the site 
and releasing 
runoff water safely 


downstream, 


Builders and developers can min- 


imize erosion, and sedimentation and 
other conservation, problems by se- 
lecting the best site for an intended 
use. Tracts of land vary in suitability 
for different uses, so knowing the kind 
of toil, the topography, and the drain- 
age pattern of the area will help in 
identifying and evaluating potential 
problems. 


Soil surveys are available from the 


U.S. Soil Conservation Service and in- 
clude soil maps, soil descriptions and 
s o i l 
interpretations. 
The 
inter- 


pretations serve to point out the haz- 
ards and limitations in using soils for 
different purposes, 


LEAVING THE soil bare for the 


shortest possible time is the second 
principle 
of erosion control. 
One 


should grade only those areas going 
into immediate construction, rather 
than the entire site and proceed as 
construction is completed in one area. 


If construction is delayed on a 


cleared site, temporary vegetative 
cover can be used to protect the site 
against erosion. 


The flov and velocity of runoff can 


be controlled by mechanical or ve- 
getative measures, according to the 
service Sediment basins can trap 
sediment on the site so that areas 
downstream are not damaged 


All the principles of erosion and 


sediment control should be planned as 
part of the construction operations.

Home mortgage 
delinquency rate 
continues to dip 


Home mortgage delinquency rates 


at the end of 1976 continued the slight 
downward trend from the record high 
level posted In mid-1976, according to 
the latest survey by the Mortgage 
Bankers Assn. of America. 


The two consecutive quarterly de- 


creases in the delinquency rate, al- 
though small in numbers, are in line 
with historical patterns during a peri- 
od of recovery in the economy. 


John Wetmore, MBA's chief econo- 


mist, reports, "With the possible ex- 
ception of a small, temporary bulge 
because of high heating bills this win- 
ter, delinquency rates should continue 
to taper off from the peak that came 
in the wake of the 1974-75 recession." 


THE SURVEY showed that the 


0 v e r-all 90-day delinquency rate 
1 which includes all mortgages three 
or more months in arrears) was 0.55 
pei cent on Dec. 31, unchanged from 
the Sept. 30 survey. However, con- 
ventional mortgages declined slightly 
from 0.36 to 0.34 per cent, Loans guar- 
anteed by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration also declined from 0 55 to 0 54 
per cent. In contrast, 
unsubsidlzed 


loans insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration rose from 0.57 to a 
record high of 0.60 per cent. 


Wetmore said the increase in FHA 


delinquencies was the expecttd result 
of the many servicing changes im- 
posed by HUD over the past 15 
months. 


"As we had predicted, the require- 


ment to accept partial payments of 
FHA mortgages means that overdue 
loans are now remaining delinquent 
longer, boosting the FHA delinquency 
rates in all categories," he said. 


The foreclosure rate, which had hit 


a low of 0.15 per cent in the second 
quarter, rose again slightly to 0.18 per 
cent, 


Wetmore said although the fore- 


closure rate edged up slightly in late 
1976. the number of owners facing 
foreclosure 
proceedings 
on 
their 


homes has dropped steadily during 
the past four years. In 1973, 0.99 per 
cent of all single-family mortgages in 
the survey had foreclosures begun 
during the year. This declined to 0,04 
per cent in 1974, 0,87 per cent in 1975 
and 0,69 per cent in 1976 — a 30 per 
cent drop since 1973, 


He attributed the sharp drop in total 


foreclosures begun in 1975 and 1976 to 
Increases in employment and income, 
along with a strong recovery in the 
housing market.

Here's a twist—developer asks advice 


As the old saying goes. "There's 


two sides to every story." Recently I 
discussed the way a neighborhood 
should react to a change in zoning. I 
talked about the political power of a 
united neighborhood. Today's letter 
concerns zoning from the developer's 
standpoint. I believe the two positions 
illustrate an interesting concept. 


Dear. Mr. Meltzer: I could not help 


but laugh after I read your recent re- 
ply to the reader who was concerned 
with "saving the neighborhood." 


I am a real estate developer, and 


for the past 20 years have been con- 
structing housing developments and 
garden apartments. In recent years, I

block many worthwhile projects. If 
everybody followed your advice, the 
amount of new building construction 
in this country would be diminished' 
by approximately 50 per cent. 


Since you are so anxious to help the 


n e i g h b o r s block proposed devel- 
opments, perhaps you can give the de- 
velopers 
some advice. 
We 
spend 


many hours and make substantial in- 
vestments in planning new devel- 
opments. Most of these are very well 
conceived. Often, we are forced to 
drop these projects at the last minute 
after years of work because of a local 
protest group armed more with in- 
sults than with knowledge. 


What are the developers to do? — 


Old Developer. 


As a real estate consultant, I have 


worked many years for developers 
who have had zoning problems, I 
ihink that the Mowing four-step ap- 
proach is your solution to the problem 
of hostile neighbors in a zoning hear- 
ing. 


The first step is to analyze the proj- 


ect as if you were one of the neigh- 
bors. Is it honestly good for the neigh- 
borhood? If you do not believe tills, 
then you are facing an uphill battle. 


Step two Is to meet with the neigh- 


bors prior to the zoning hearing. Try 
to straighten out any differences be- 
fore the hearing. Very often the move- 
ment of an access road, the place- 
ment of buildings or a change in the 
number of units will satisfy the neigh- 
bors and eliminate any opposition. 


The third step is to do your home- 


work for the zoning hearing. Put on 
as many necessary witnesses as pos- 
sible. Remember that you are build- 
ing a record that you may have to use 
in a future appeal. 


Finally, select the right expert wit- 


nesses, It is not always the best move 
to get the senior partner in a presti- 
gious architectural firm. This type of 
witness becomes rattled when the 
neighbors begin to criticize him in the 
meeting, Usually a junior partner or 
the head of a smaller firm has an 
easier time identifying with the neigh- 
borhood. 


Bear in mind that it sometimes 


takes a good deal of patience to make 
a good presentation at a neighborhood 
zoning hearing. 


Dear Mr. Meltzer: I was so cold 


this -winter that I finally decided to 
cull in a new heating contractor. Two 
years ago we had a heater installed In 
our house. The man who did the work 
claimed he put in the same size lietit- 
cr that he removed. We have been 
freezing ever since. 


The new heating contractor knows 


°ur house very well because he In- 
•-tiillctl the original heater. Me brought 
me the old invoice, which show-, that 
the heater which was In the hoimi- be- 
fore was 30 per cent larger than the 
one we have now. He wants a lot of 
money to remove this and install a 
new one. 


The man who made the mistake 


was very reputable, which is why I 
used him. What do you suggest that I 
(l°? - No Heat. 


Everybody makes mistakes, even 


reputable heating contractors. If he is 
us reputable as you say, he should 
i-ecognize his mistake and remedy it. 


I would engage a lawyer and inform 
him that you are willing to sue if the 
proper heater is not installed. 


Lawsuits are expensive and you 


may end up compromising the cost of 
the new heater with the man who 
made the mistake. Otherwise, have 
your new contractor install another 
unit and let your lawyer "do his 
thing." 


Dedr. Mr. Meltzer: I am an only 


child. I am in my early 40s and have 
never married. Teaching school oc- 
cupies my entire life and 1 love it! 


Very recently my parents died — 


actually, two mouths apart. They 


lived in the same house in which I 
was born and grew up. Though there 
were only three of us until I moved 
away and got my own apartment, the 
house has four bedrooms. 


I teach in an area about 12 miles 


from the house, and besides, I wouldn't 
want to live in anything that large. 
Naturally, my parents left the house 
to me. I want to sell it, but I'm com- 


pletely ignorant when it comes to the 
world of real estate. 


Some friends have advised me to 


put the house up for auction. They 
claim I'll do better that way. What is 
your opinion? A Real Novice. 


I i'eel you would receive a higher 


price for your house in a private sale 
negotiated by a broker. He will secure 
proper financing for you, will assist 


you in the involved negotiations and 
technicalities that are a part of every 
transaction. 


An auction sale should be consid- 


ered for an unusual property, or when 
legal requirements might indicate its 
use. But a seller can usually get a 
better price for a typical house 
through a private sale. 


Dear. Mr. Meltzer: My husband and 


I moved into a really nice apartment 
in the center of town. It's in a luxury 
building and is quite expensive. 


Everything is in excellent condition 


except for the bathroom sink. It has 
many tiny cracks in the enamel. 
Aside from the aesthetic sense, the 
sink looks dirty when it isn't. 


Is there anything we can use to 


overcome this? — Meticulous. 


Clean the sink thoroughly. You 


might even pour a little alcohol over 
it after cleansing to make sure there 
is no grease or film left. 


Then apply two coats of any epoxy- 


type enamel. This will hide the cracks 
and look very good. Remember, it 
will not shine like new, and it will not 
last forever. But it will look just fine 
until it needs doing again.

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Palm Beach: 
playground 
of the rich

PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) 
- 


Where in the world can you see 
poodles being driven to their appoint- 
ments at a pet beauty parlor In chauf- 
feur-driven limousines? 


Palm Beach, of course. And the 


pampered pooches of America's rich- 
est resort know their place. They sit 
in the back seat upright, the better to 
display their jeweled collars. 


Vulgar displays of wealth are not 


new to this carefully manicured social 
sandbar where ocean front property 
sells for $3,000 a foot —, when avail- 
able. Soon after the Vanderbilts, Whit- 
neys. Gerrys, Cushings, Wanamakers, 
Goulds and Astros gave the infant re- 
sort their imprimatur in the 1890s, the 
nouveau rich began to register at its 
grand hotels. Some stayed, built pala- 
tial villas and became today's Old 
Guard. 


The continuous mix of old money 


and new from all over the United 
States has gradually changed Palm 
Beach from one of the most snobbish 
resorts to one of the most democratic. 
Almost anyone with a fortune and 
without a criminal record can "make 
it" socially in Palm Beach, although 
money alone cannot open the doors of 
the starchy Everglades and Beach 
Clubs to newcomers and most of the 
resort's sizable Jewish colony. 


Palm Beach today is essentially a 


home community made up of wealthy 
to super rich families who have be- 
come residents for reasons of weather 
and Florida's lack of state income 
tax. One of its newest residents and 
boosters is astronaut Edgar D. Mit- 
chell, who established a business here 
and would like to be mayor someday. 


Transient vacationers still stay at 


hotels, and there are only two that 
count — the impressive seafront 
B r e a k e r s , a desipated National 
Landmark that is celebrating Its 50th 
anniversary, and the more intimate 
Colony. But most of the social action 
goes on in Palm Beach's beautiful 
houses. Million dollar mansions, in 
architectural 
styles ranging from 


pseudo-Spanish to neo-Regency, sepa- 
rate the real social swells from people 
content to nest in the rapidly growing 
number of condominium apartments, 
which start at $100,000 for a one-bed- 
room efficiency unit. But Palm Beach 
houses never seem big enough for the 
average party, which tends to take 
the form of a supper dance. 


"You really need a tent in the gar- 


den." said Mrs. Victor W. Karris, 
whose husband invented the dis- 
posable paper milk container. Mrs. 
Farris rents brightly striped tents 
seating up to 300 guests and lit by 
crystal chandeliers, 
a preference 


shared by such top hostesses as Ala- 
bama steel heiress Mrs. F. Warring- 
ton Gillette, Jr., and cosmetics queen 
Estee Lauder. 


"They're easy to air condition — 


but we didn't have to worry about 
that this winter," Mrs. Farris added.

"We're in a geographic area that is 


a little short on culture, and I'm try- 
ing to do something about it," said 
Patrick Laiman, a Chicago-born con- 
glomorateur who introduced Palm 
Beach to modern art before it had 
even countenanced Picasso.

"This is a wonderful community 


and we try to keep it that way," said 
Smith, who successfully battled high- 
rise condominium apartments and 
other atrocities. Palm Beach has a 
superb police force and is virtually 
without crime. It has the most elegant 
shopping center — Poincian Plaza — 
in America and another of the same 
ilk soon will be built by art dealer 
Flndlay at the head of Worth Avenue. 


Palm Beach has no mortuaries, 


cemeteries or hospitals, but all such 
facilities are available in West Palm. 
Beach across Lake Worth. Right now, 
the resort actually has only a few 
dark clouds on its otheVwise sunny 
horizon. Florida's lethal cocoanut 
palm disease has hit Palm Beach, but 
trees are being injected with terramy- 
cin to slow Its advance. 


More worrying, however, to most 


Palm Beachers, is Hustler Magazine's 
rental of •the estate of the late Jock 
McLean, of the Hope Diamond family, 
for $10,000 a month as a "weekend re- 
treat." Whatever obscenities were ex- 


pected have not materialized. 


A more chronic headache is the fate 


of Mar-a-Lago, the 112-room building 
built by cereal heiress Marjorie Mer- 
riweather Post and willed by her to 
the state of Florida for an official 
guest house worthy of presidents and 
prime ministers. Florida does not 
have funds for upkeep and mainte- 
nance and the 17-acre spread may re- 


vert to Mrs. Post's heirs, who might 
possibly want to develop the real es- 
tate. 


"People are pretty wary about how 


real estate is developed around here," 
said Findlay, whose negotiations with 
the city fathers for approval of his 
shopping center 
were 
protracted. 


"But then, nobody wants to see 


Palm Beach ruined."

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Da ley's Bridgeport- 
a neighborhood with pride

United Press International 


The shrine of Bridgeport is a one- 


story, red-brick bungalow fronted by 
a flag pole and a lawn not much big- 
ger than a large beach towel. 


There are signs saying "No parking 


by police order" spaced in front of the 
bungalow. A squad car is at the curb, 
a yawning policeman inside. 


Almost four months after his death 


Dec. 20, Chicago still keeps watch 
over the home of Richard J. Daley. 


It is no more than appropriate. It 


was 
from 
this door that Daley 


emerged almost every morning of his 
2t-year reign as Chicago's mayor. 
And it has been the unpretentious, al- 
most shabby neighborhood of Bridge- 
port where he Hved all his life that 
has produced far more than its due 
share of the men who have run Chi- 
cago for practically all of the last half 
century. 


CHICAGO HAS not known a mayor 


who was not a Bridgeporter since 
1933. 
The current acting mayor Mi- 


chael Bilandic, is a son of Bridgeport 
and the odds-on favorite to shed the 
"acting" part of his title in a special 
election April 19. 


Bridgeporters, or neighbors from 


adjoining precincts of the llth Ward, 
flourish at key levels of power at city 
hall. Tom Donovan, a somewhat shad- 
owy figure who runs the Chicago 
Democrats' awesome patronage appa- 
ratus, is from these gray streets. An 
estimated S,OU) of the city's 20,000 pa- 
tronage workers are from Bridgeport 
and the rest of the llth Ward. 


Power and clout fairly ooze out of 


Bridgeport and spread throughout the 
city. It is much easier to ask why 
than to explain it. 


One big reason was and is Daley 


and the Bridgeport mayors before 
him, Ed Kelly and Martin Kennelly. 
All of them, but Daley most of all by 
far, 
protected Bridgeport, favored 


it. nourished it with patronage and 
special attentions. 


An equally important reason may 


be that Bridgeport is a unique neigh- 
borhood that refuses to change and 
refuses to die. 


AS SUCH, Bridgeport is the political 


heart of the llth Ward, which is the 
bedrock of the Democratic party's 
suzerainty in Chicago. 


"Here, 92 per cent of the people are 


Catholic and 92 per cent of them vote 
Democratic," Sidney Feldman, editor 
of the neighborhood Bridgeport news, 
said. "Politics is ingrained here." 


On the face of it, Bridgeport is not 


much of a place. A great many Chica- 
goans would not even know how to get 
there or get out. 


It is a neighborhood of about 75,000 


in the heart of the Near South Side, 
bounded by 39th Street on the south, a 
railroad viaduct on the east, and the 
Chicago River on its north and west. 
Although it is often referred to as an 
Irish enclave, it is actually a mix of 
Irish, Germans, Lithuanians, Poles 
and Italians. 


They live in bungalows like Daley's, 


or in homes 100 or more years old — 
so old they sit below street level — or 
in drab flats. Average income doesn't 
get much above $12,000 a year, if that. 
Only 2.5 per cent of adult Bridge- 
porters finish college. 


IT IS A neighborhood of corner gro- 


cery stores, corner churches, corner 
taverns where Daley's likeness beams 
above the bars like an icon, and bro- 
ken sidewalks. 


Walking the few blocks from the 


heart of Bridgeport, the nondescript 
intersection of 35th and 
Halsted 


streets, to Daley's home at 3530 S. 
Lowe Ave., one must skirt puddles of 
standing water on 35th and pass a va- 
cant lot rimmed a yard deep by 
squashed beer cans. 


The white walls of Corniskey Park, 


home of Daley's beloved Chicago 
White Sox, looms over the viaduct 
which separates white Bridgeport 
from what used to be called Chicago's 
black belt on the other side. 


Most Chicago alleys are paved, but 


the one behind Daley's home is cin- 
dered. The 9th District police station 
is at one end of Daley's block and two 
taverns are at the other. 


A gang of children play volleyball 


on Lowe in front of the police station. 
There are more kids on the sidewalk 
tossing a football about. Adults stand 
in front of their homes talking with 
neighbors. 


THERE IS A sense that this is a 


place where people actually like and 
care for each other. That feeling can

sometimes be hard to find in Chicago. 


Michael Flynn is a clinical psy- 


chologist, a native of the Canaryville 
neighborhood next door to Bridgeport, 
and a priest two blocks down the 
street at the Nativity of Our Lord 
Church from which Daley was buried. 


"There's a couple of theories why 


this neighborhood doesn't change," he 
said. "One of them is that we're our 
own ghetto. I think a good part of it is 
that it's a neighborhood where people 
feel responsible to reach other in 
some way. 


"And 
also, you have all people 


who feel a fierce pride in the neigh- 
borhood." 


Two blocks up 37th Street from Na- 


tivity is Schaller's Pump, a bar and 
restaurant which competes with the 
llth Ward Democratic headquarters 
across the street as the in place to be 
in Bridgeport. It is run by Jack Schal- 
ler. whose brother was a law partner 
of Daley's. 


"IN THIS neighborhood the people 


don't leave," Schaller said. "They live 
in the same places where their par- 
ents did, maybe where their grand- 
fathers lived. If I know you, maybe 
maybe our grandfathers knew each 
other. 


"People here won't be pushed out. 


They want to be burled from the same 
churches they were baptized In." 


Two blacks down Hoisted at his 


desk at the Bridgeport News (it is 
hard to write about Bridgeport with- 
out stressing the sense of nearness 
along its streets), Feldman shook his 
head in sadness. 


"I think the influence from this 


neighborhood is (partly) because it 
has a quality of being something — 
that you're a stable person, you go to 
church, you go to school," he said. 
"There's a real stability. 


"A lot of neighborhoods don't have 


that. They've lost their morals. The 
sad, sad thing about Chicago is that at 


one time all neighborhoods were this 
way." 


FLYNN SAID much the same in 


psychological and political terms: 


"Other neighborhoods used to have 


their pride. People here identify (with 
politics). You don't have to be behind 
the organization to identify with the 
llth Ward. Anything that has any- 
thing to do with the llth Ward, they 
have pride. 


"It's bigger than that. Most people 


have other identifications (than their 
own). It may be the church, it may be 
the Moose, it may be the school they 
send their kids to. This gives them « 
larger identification, a sensitivity that 
they're part of something bigger than 
just a family. 


"When the llth Ward delivers the 


vote, they feel they're a part of it. I 
think it adds a dimension to their 
lives, It's something bigger than 
themselves." 


That could be a reason why Bridge- 


port is so much bigger than itself that 
the end of its power in Chicago is not 
yet in sight. 


IT IS OLD — almost as old as mu- 


nicipal Chicago — but it stays put. It 
is secretive and suspicious of strang- 
ers, but its families' lives have been 
intertwined for generations. 


It is run down at the heels, strictly 


lower middle class in the jargon of 
socio-anthropologists. But Bridgeport- 
ers are serenely confident that they 
and their neighbors are something 
special. 


In this sense, Daley was an arche- 


typical Bridgeporter. As he never 
wanted to leave it, as he felt comfort- 
able with his neighbors, so he wanted 
his neighbors around him at City Hall. 


It would be an exaggeration to say 


he did not truly trust anyone who was 
not from Bridgeport. But sometimes it 
seemed that way. And the many 
Bridgeporters still in power are not 
much different.

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Retaping patio chairs easy 
with plastic tape, right tools 


Dear House Doctor: The plastic 


tapes are broken on two folding chairs 
that we use on an open patio. I can 
buy new chairs (or the price a shop 
asks for Installing new tapes. Can I do 
this job myself? Mrs. D.W. 


I have never hemmed a skirt nor 


have I ever baked a cake from 
scratch, but I am sure that repairing 
these chairs is a much easier job. 
Even with no previous experience, 
you should be able to install new 
tapes on one chair in not much more 
than one hour. 


First, remove all of the tapes as the 


old ones will be faded, even if still 
intact. The tapes are usually held by 
Phillips screws, so you will need the 
proper type screwdriver to remove 
them. Save the screws and the wash- 
ers for re-use. 


If any of the tapes are in one piece, 


you can use them to measure the 
lengths of the new tapes. If not, use a 
cloth tape measure and measure the 
distance across the front of the chair 
and around the tubing to the screw 
holes. Add 3Mi inches and cut the tape 
to this measurement. The long vertic- 
al tapes are measured in the same 
manner, around the top of the back, 
the rod at the back of the seat and 
around the tube at the front of the 
seat. 


Fold the ends of the tapes as illus- 


trated. Use a pointed instrument to 
punch a hole three-eighths inch from 
the point. Insert the screw and wash- 
er and fasten this end to the chair. 
Fold the other end of the tape and 
stretch it tight. Locale the hole to be 
punched for the screw and fasten this 
end. 


Some tapes are fastened with metal 


clips instead of screws. You cannot 
salvage these clips when you remove 
the old tape, so be sure you can buy 
new ones before you start the job. 
Fortunately, few manufacturers use 
this method as replacement is more 
difficult. 


New tapes are available at most 


hardware stores. Packages usually 
contain either 17 or 72 feet. Most in- 
expansive chairs will have four tapes 
in each direction on backs and seats. 
Two 17-foot packages will be required 
for each chair. 


If you have a better grade chair 


with five tapes in each direction, the 
two 17-foot packages will be a wee bit 
too short. You will need five packages 
for two chairs, or you can buy the 
larger package and have some left 
over for the next job.

G. R. — The moss growing on your 


roof can be killed by sprinkling with a 
mixture of three ounces of copper sul- 
phate M a gallon of water. This is 
very poisonous. Keep it off shrubbery 
below the eaves. 


Mrs. R. N. — Paint the water stains 


on the acoustical tile ceiling with 
fresh shellac. Flat Interior paint is ap- 
plied over this. 


G. S. — Spread a thin layer of fi- 


bered roofing cement over the joints 
on the inside of the aluminum gutters 
to stop the rain leaks.

Dear House Doctor: I will install ce- 


ramic tile and a marble thrcshhold 
over my bathroom floor now covered 
with vinyl Hie. Is any treatment of the 
wood floor required before the tile is 
placed? How is the threshhold in- 
Stalled? W. T. 


A wood floor must be completely 


firm or the tiles will crack. If you 
have this condition, no treatment of 
the wood is required. Otherwise, it is 
necessary to install plywood under- 
laytnent and this leads to com- 
plications due to the increase in eleva- 
tion. Use a special mastic such as 
Miracle Tile Adhesive for both the tile 
and the threshhold. 
Cold walls 


Dear House Doctor: Last spring, we 


removed the wallpaper'from our liv- 
ing room and dining room. My hus- 
band says the rooms are much colder 
this winter than in previous winters. I 
would like to remove the paper from 
the bedroom walls but we are con- 
cerned about the insulation provided 
by the paper. Mrs. F. K. 


Your area had the coldest winter 


since the Ice Age seven million years 
ago (or was it 10 million?) and your 
husband is blaming the absence of 
wallpaper for the rooms being cooler. 
You can tell him that the fuel saving 
provided by the insulating value of 
wallpaper can be measured with a 
teaspoon. 
Crawl space trouble 


Dear House Doctor: The house we 


live In Is very low to the ground. In- 
side, we have a very musty smell like 
mildew. Mold forms on shoes in the 
closets. Can we correct this? Mrs. 
D.S. 


If you have less than 18 inches 


clearance between the bottoms of the 
joists and the earth, the condition is 
hopeless. With greater clearance, you 
should cover the earth with 4-mil pol- 
yethylene plastic sheets which you 
can buy in long rolls 10 feet wide. Ad-

jacent strips must be overlapped. 
Avoid spaces around piers and 
against the skirt walls that would al- 
low dampness to escape from the 
earth.

Garage floor 


Dear House Doctor: I have a two- 


car garage. I cannot keep the con- 
crete floor clean. You once stated in 
your column that garage floors should 
not be painted. Do yon know of any 
way to clean the concrete? J. T. H. 


The reason that I did not recom- 


mend painting a garage floor is that 
in summer car tires driven over hot 
pavement become very hot. When this 
hot rubber is parked on a painted 
floor, the paint will blister. You can 
take this risk if you wish, but since 
dirt penetrates the surface of con- 
crete, scrubbing is never too effective.

Chicago communities have crumbled 
tinder the weight or urban blight and 
pressure, 


THE OLD Italian, Bohemian, Jew- 


ish, Polish and many other districts 
are alt gone. On the South Side, white 
communities fight a generally losing 
battle against the steady shoving of 
blacks who can't get out of the ghetto 
by any other means than shoving — 
with results often as distressing to the 
blacks as to the whites. 


Bridgeport remains, protected by 


city hail and clinging to its roots. 


The roots are grounded in poverty 


and shared hardship. 


The old Bridgeporters, for the most 


part, came to the neighborhood be- 
cause the great Chicago stockyards 
were directly to the south. They 
worked in the yards and so did their 
sons, young Dick Daley among them. 


Their families lived in the stench of 


the yards, a noxious blanket that nev- 
er seemed to lift. When there was no 
work In the yards, they went hungry. 
Sometimes they stole. Feldman re- 
members those days. They were his 
boyhood. 


"OH GOD, they'd steal," he said. 


"It was almost the natural thing to 
do. They say things about the black 
people, that they steal. . . this neigh- 
borhood was almost totally Irish when 
I was there and the Irish would do the 
same thing. It was a matter of surviv- 
al. 


"The kids used to jump on a truck 


and throw things off the truck. They'd 
crawl up on the coal wagons and. un- 
dermine the coal and then it would 
fall down on the street and they'd pick 
up a couple of bushels of coal and 
take it home because it was cold at 
home." 


It may then be little wonder that the 


new generation of Bridgeporters finds 
nothing at all wrong in a system 
which has given them an edge in the 
struggle to survive in the city. 


Flynn offered the argument that 


machine politics, Daley-style, actually 
makes for healthy politics, healthy 
neighborhoods, healthy cities. 


"It is one way that the top is res- 


ponsible to the bottom," he said. 
"Your common, ordinary man can't 
go down to city hall and stink about 
the system. But through this system 
the precinct captain who has to face 
his voters and deliver the voters on 
election day has to deal for them at 
City Hall. 


"THERE ARE big cities that are in 


trouble like New York where there's 
no sense of something like that — that 
you're a part of a whole big city, 
you're not just a small part of i t . . . 
where people feel 'now I voted for 
you, now you do something for us, 
you're working for us in a sense.' " 


Sooner or later in Bridgeport, it all 


gets back to neighbor Daley. Schaller 
spoke of him almost in reverence: 


"What can you say about a man 


who was just a wonderful man? He 
came in here often. He was a soft- 
spoken man. A shy man. He'd just 
say 'How are you doing? How are the 
kids?' And that was it. 


"He'd always call everybody by 


their first name. He might not know 
your last name but he'd never forget 
a first one. 


"And on Thanksgiving or Christmas 


he'd send out hundreds of turkeys — 
400 to 500 — to families that needed 
them all over the city. People don't 
know he did things like that. But he 
did. 


"But was he the boss around here? 


You'd better believe it. He didn't have 
to tell you. Does your boss tell you 
every day? You know he's the boss."

Pour ¥4 cup batter 
into hot lightly greased skillet or crepe pan. Tilt quickly to coat bottom. 
Bake over medium heat until top is dry, about 30 seconds. Turn and 
bake other side. Repeat. Makes 8 crepes. 


NOTE: Roast either a fresh or frozen turkey breast, or use leftover 


cooked turkey and shred into pieces.

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Battering up a better bread dough 


Few fragrances are as enticing as 


that of bread baking in the oven. And 
few foods are as tasty as crusty 
homebaked bread, warm and spread 
with butter. 


Unfortunately, the art of bread bak- 


ing is not often learned easily. Even 
baking is not often learned' easily.' 
Even the best of bakers gets dis- 
couraged when her mixing, flouring 
and kneading efforts yield a flop. 


But Jessie Coulter has some tips for 


the bread baker who would rather 
roll her own dough than buy store- 
bought bread. The retired home econ- 
omist recently shared recipes and ad- 
vice in a bread-baking demonstration 
at the Cooperative Extension Service 
office in Rolling Meadows. 


"Bread-baking has changed a great 


deal." she said, noting that she uses 
dried yeast instead of compressed and 
that the flour needs no sifting. Vari- 
ous liquids, can be used including 
milk, water, potato water and even 
orange juice. Milk will give the fin- 
ished loaf a more tender crust than it 
would get from water. 


USUALLY ALL-PURPOSE flour is 


used. Bread flour, a mixture of hard 
and soft wheat used by professional 
bakers, will give the bread a little 
more body, but is more expensive and 
difficult to find. To make whole wheat 
bread, use one-half white and one-half 


wheat flour in the basic recipe. 


The basic white bread recipe uses 


the following ingredients: 
2 packages instant 


mix dry yeast 


'/4 cup granulated sugar 


. % cup instant dry milk 
. 1 tablespoon salt 


Vi cup shortening (oil may be 


used, but it may add a little 


- , . more liquid and more flour 


will be needed) 


' 2 cups flour (approximately 9 


cups will be used in all) 
These ingredients should be com- 


bined thoroughly in a four-quart bowl.. 
Add three cups of water (105 degrees) 
and beat with electric mixer for one- 
half minute at low speed until in- 
gredients are well-combined. Beat at 
high speed to start development of the 
gluten, which creates the gas .bubbles. 
Add two more cups flour and continue 
beating Vigorously. Mrs. Coulter adds 
as much flour as she can while using 
the mixer, then continues, mixing with 
a spoon, gradually adding about four 
and one-half cups flour or until dough 
begins leaving the side of the bowl. 


TURN THE DOUGH out onto a 


lightly floured surface and knead until 
dough is satin smooth and little gas 
bubbles appear under the surface. 
Use just enough flour to keep it from 
sticking to the board and use a spa- 


tula to keep shaping it. Knead with 
the palm of the hand, giving the 
dough a quarter turn each time. If the 
dough is not kneaded enough, large 
bubbles and uneven mixture will re- 
sult. The dough has almost 
been 


kneaded sufficiently when it does not 
stick when dropped on the board. 


Place dough in a greased.bowl and 


turn once so that the greased side is 
up. Put a piece of greased wax paper 
over the bowl and cover with a towel. 
Set in a warm place. The internal 
temperature of the dough should re- 
main at 80-90 degrees. Allow to double 
in bulk. 


To raise the dough quickly, • Mrs. 


Coulter'suggests putting the dough in 
a slow cooker, covered and heated on 
the low setting, or putting the dough 
in a low oven along with a bowl of hot 
water. The oven should be preheated 
to about 200 degrees, then turned off 
before the dough and water are 


placed inside. This will cause it to rise. 
in about 40 minutes. 


To determine if the'dough has risen 


sufficiently, put in two fingers and see 
if they leave an indentation. If they- 
do, the dough is .fully risen. Punch, 
down dough and place on board, 
kneading until all large 'gas bubbles, 
have • disappeared. Do: not add any 
flour. Divide into four equal balls of I 
one pound each, or three balls of. one 
and one-third «pound. Clover and let 
rest about 20 minutes:

THE LOAF CAN be rolled with a 


pin or by hand. If the dough has been 
made pronerly, it will squeak when 
the gas bubbles are pressed out. When 
using a rolling pin, roll each ball into 
an 8xl2-inch rectangle. Roll out all 
bubbles in the outer edge. Beginning 
with the upper eight-inch edge, roll 
dough tisVlv toward you carefully,

The nation's worst outbreak of bot- 


ulism poisoning could have been pre- 
vented If the tainted home-canned 
peppers blamed for triggering the 
tragedy had been boiled vigorously 
for at least to minutes before they 
were used. 


Canning experts and health officials 


say this treatment destroys botulin 
toxin if it is nresent. They recommend 
at least 10 minutes for meat, poultry 
and every variety of vegetable, except 
corn and spinach, which require 20 
numites. The food should be trans- 
ferred from jars to saucepan without 
even tasting until the boiling has been 
completed. 


Forty-four cases of botulism poi- 


soning have been reported from hot 
pepper sauce made and served at a 
popular Mexican restaurant in Pon- 
tiac, Mich. Officials expected more to 
develop. They said incubation for the 
toxin can cake up to eight days. 


TWO BATCHES of sauce were in- 


volved. Health officials said the sec- 
ond batch was made with raw pep- 
pers, but became contaminated be- 
cause the cook mixed it in the same 
bowl as the first. Washing and ster- 
ilizing the bowl between batches could 
have safeguarded the second batch. 


Somtimes boiling of home-canned 


low-acid foods will reveal a spoiled 
appearance, off odor or color change.

sealing the final seam. Seal the ends. 


Place shaped loaf in a greased 


8 L3X2 la-inch pan with the seam side 
down. Brush lightly with oil. Cover 
with wax paper and allow to raise in 
a warm place until dough reaches the 
top of the pan. (about 40 to SO min- 
utes). Bake near the center of a 375- 
degree oven for 40 to 50 minutes. 
When done, the loaf will have shrunk- 
en from the sides of the pan and has a 
hollow sound when tapped on the bot- 
tom. 
Remove .from pan. rub a little

If the bread is good, it will not be 


harmed by freezing, Mrs. Coulter 
said She slices the loaf before freez- 
ing and freezes if. in plastic bags. 


BATTER BREAD IS a faster recipe 


for yeast bread. Since it is not 
kneaded, the texture will be rougher 
but the taste is just as good. 


To make two loaves, combine: 
2 tablespoons sugar 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 cups all-purpose flour 


(about 6'; cups in all) 


2Ji cups water (105-110 degrees) 


2 tablespoons soft 


shortening 


2 packages instant mix dry yeast 
Mix together on medium speed or 


by hand. Beat two minutes or until 
smooth and bubbly. Gradually add as 
much flour as possible while using 
mixer Add remaining flour and mix 
by hand Use enough flour to make 
the batter leave the side of the bowl 
and follow the spoon. Cover bowl with 
wax pnper and set in a warm place 
until doubled (about 30 minutes). 
Meanwhile, grease thoroughly two 
loaf pans (41^ x 8^2 x 2^ inches). 


When dough has doubled, stir down 


batter by beating vigorouHy. Batter 
will be thick and somewhat sticky. 
Spread evenly in the two pans. Each 
should be about two-thirds full.

Remove 
from oven and from pans. Place on 
rack to cool. 


To re-use starter, add the following 


ingredients to unused starter: 
I12 cups lukewarm water 
1M> teaspoons sugar 


34 cup flour 
Beat at medium speed for one min- 


ute. Cover and let stand until used 
again. Stir down daily. It may be re- 
frigerated between uses.

_Everyday foods go fancy 


ROSEMARY KRAFT of Arlington 
Heights has a knack for turning 
ordinary foods such as chicken 
into memorable meals. 


"Plain cooking but good cooking" is 


the way Rosemary Kraft of Arlington 
Heights describes her culinary style. 
However, her recipes reflect a knack 
for combining ingredients that turn 
ordinary fare such as chicken or 
steak into something extra-special. All 
win plaudits for their delicious flavor. 


Her favorite chicken dish calls for 


whole deboned chicken breasts, which 
are Hlled with slices of ham, Swiss 
cheese and frozen broccoli. These are 
baked in a creamy gravy made with 
canned soups and topped with mush- 
rooms and slivered almonds.

Hot 
rolls and a white wine complete the 
meal, which looks as appetizing as it 
tastes. 


During the summer, Rosemary uses 


sirloin steak to make shish kebabs, 
which also calls for green peppers, 
onions, mushrooms and cherry to- 
matoes. Her husband, Tom, cooks 
these on the grill, brushing them with

"The sauce doesn't change the flavor 
noticeably, but it does tenderize the 
meat and keep it and the vegetables 
moist and juicy," Rosemary remark- 
ed.

meat and fresh vegetables. "He starts 
everything with onions, garlic and 
margarine," Rosemary chuckled.

A mici'obiologist who does much ot 


the cooking for his family say.* he 
frequently mixes casseroles together 
the night before, refrigerates them 
and bakes them when he gets home 
from work. 


This sounds like a good idea for 


anyone who is busy during the day. 
Hearty Beef and Vegetable Casserole 
U one that he says can be made 
ahead. 


It is a nice change from the usual 


pasta-based cfoh and much quicker to 
make then stew. Refrigerated quick 
corn muffins are the perfect accom- 
paniment. Add spinach salad and fruit 
cup for a colorful springtime dinner 
that is easy on the budget. 


To turn other recipes into do-ahead 


mam dishes, the microbiologist says 
the key words are "keep it good and 
cold or keep it good and hot." The 
food safety problems come when food 
is held between 40 degrees and 160 de- 
grees for any length of time. Specifi- 
cally he suggests: 


• Be careful that wooden chopping 


boards and knives are scrubbed clean. 
This is especially important when you 
ai'e cutting raw meat or poultry and 
\ t'getables with the same tools. 


• As soon as you have mixed the 


casserole, refrigerate it in the coldest 
part of your refrigerator (nearest the 
freezing compartment or where you 
store milk). Cover the dish tightly. 


• (Bake the casserole long enough 


so it is good and hot — to (GO degrees 
in the center, if you have a meat ther- 
mometer. Bubbles around the edges 
indicate thorough heating, but if the 
clibh doesn't have much liquid, check 
to make sure the center is hot. Allow 


extra oven time for chilled foods and 
about 10 minutes more if you start 
with a cold oven. 


• If you have leftover casserole, it 


can be frozen for a later meal or cov- 
ered in the coldest part of the refrig- 
erator for a day or so. Just be sure 
not to leave the food out on the count- 
er after dinner. Two hours should be 
the maximum time between taking 
the baked casserole out of the oven 
and refrigerating or freezing the left- 
overs.

Some tips in using frozen, cooked 


shrimp — look for shrimp that are 
frozen separately and not clumped. A 
smooth ice glaze projects the delicate- 
ly flavored shrimp whatever the size. 
Thawed shrimp are safe at room tem- 
perature for up to 4 hours — ideal for 
cold buffet serving. 


The following recipes are for two 


hot dishes that can be served from 
midday to midnight. They require 
minimum "hot stove" time and both 
can be made with the smaller, more 
economical all-purpose shrimp sizes.

Let the chicken 
stand for a half hour until the coating 
dries thoroughly; then sprinkle the 
moist spots with more flour before 
frying.

Ice Milk 
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Views changing on sealed records

Cracks are appearing in the double sUndard that 


hampers thousands of Americans searching for their 
heritage. 


One occurred recently1 when the Child Welfare 


.League of America revised its standards on the con- 
troversial issue of sealed adoption records and origi- 
nal birth certificates. It reaffirmed its support of 
confidentiality for parents who wish it. At the same 
time, the league recognized other genetic parents' 
desire to waive their right to privacy and set the 
stage for reunions with the adults they surrendered 
as infants or children. It asks adoption agencies to 
comply in such cases if legislative or judicial action 
permits. 


Only three states currently allow adult adoptees 


access to such information. But at least 10 state leg- 
islatures now are considering proposals that would 
make It easier for people like Robbie Robinson of 
Los Angeles to find his real mother and a Missouri 
mother named Jean to locate the daughter whom ihe 
was forced to surrender for adoption in 195). 


Scotland has had an open records law since 1930. A 


similar law that Great Britain's Parliament passed 
for England and Wales in 1975 became effective a 
year later. It has met with mixed reactions. 


Mjny agency social workers say its retroactivity 


clause is unfair to mothers who gave their children 
for adoption with the unofficial promise that their 
anonymity would be protected. 


MANY ADOPTEEf). including some Americans 


questioned by UPI. object to its requirement of psy- 
chological counseling before information is made 
available. 


The absence of open records didn't stop Carol 


Corn-.vell of Wayzata. Minn., and Mary Jo Rillera of 
Sausalito. Calif., from finding their real mothers and 
achieving happy reunions. 


Mrs. Cornwell was helped In her search by her 


adoptive mother, a college alumni association and a 
voter registrar. Mrs. Rillera's real parents, who 
live in Phoenix, now help others in similar searches. 


Not all end happily. A young doctor in Rochester, 


N.Y., who found his father rejected him as "shallow, 
self-centered ... an 18-carat phony." 


Nor do all adult adoptees want to search. Mrs. 


Harriet Bandel of New York City volunteered to help 
her 22-year-old adopted son look for his real-parents. 
He wasn't interested. 


As recently as 1968 the league had reaffirmed its. 


standards supporting sealed records. A spokesman 
told UPI that growing openness in American society 
and a nationwide survey of adoption agencies the 
league made last year led to the policy revision. 


AMONG OTHER THINGS, the study found 37 


per cent of the genetic parents queried wanted help 
in locating or identifying their children. Thirty-one 
per cent gave the agencies permission to pass on 
their names and means for searching if their chil- 
dren ever wanted to make contact. 


Asked to evaluate 128 reunions they had helped 


accomplish, the agencies rated 87 per cent as suc- 
cessful, pieaning all parties were glad they had met. 
Two each were reported mixed or unsuccessful, and 
nine were rated "don't know." 


In the 1,472 requests from genetic parents in 1975 


covered by the study, more than half wanted only 
non-identifying information about the children they 
had given up. 


One commonplace request, for medical and gen- 


etic information, should be easier to obtain in the 
future. League standards now urge agencies to give 
adopcive parents in writing at the time of adoption 
all such information that is non-identifying. 


It also recommends on-going communication on 


those subjects, with adoption agencies acting as go- 


betweens for genetic and adoptive parents. 


IN P7IOENIX, Mrs. Helen Leech, Mrs. Rillera's 


mother, thinks adult adoptees need these facts, 
". . . and not just for medical reasons, but for rea- 
sons of incest. Working with adoptees, this seems to 
be a real fear." 


Adoption authorities say that danger is remote, but 


it has happened occasionally. 


Orphans, children reared illegally by relatives and 


children of divorce sometimes search for their real 
parents. Society understands and commends them. 
But many, social workers, social welfare agencies 
and even members of the medical profession have 
tended to regard searching as evidence of adoptees' 
emotional problems. They say the truth could harm 
adoptees if it revealed a heritage of mental prob- 
lems, incest or rape. 


Psychologist William F. Reynolds of Williston. 


N.Y., disagrees. At the two-year point in his on-going 
research, he said he has found no evidence that 
searching " is symptomatic of a malady. This tradi- 
tional way of looking at things is naive. An awful lot 
(of searchers) say they had wonderful childhoods. 


"Searching appears to develop with age. Some 


never thought too much about it until they had chil- 
dren of their own. 


"I'M FINDING so far not much difference be- 


tween those who search and those who don't. 


"This highlights the feeling that adoptees are sin- 


gled out for discrimination," Reynolds said. "A child 
of divorce can (search), but an adoptee can't." 


He is among those who expect Alex Haley's book, 


"Roors," and the television series based on it to have 
tremendous impact on open record laws. 


"It's a normal, natural thing (to want to know 


your heritage)." 


Researchers say many who oppose open records 


are anxious and fearful that their adoptive children 


will regard them as merely caretakers or long-term 
baby sitters. 


One natural mother who tried to trace her daugh- 


ter through an anonymous newspaper ad said it 
brought encouragement and villification, but no use- 
ful information. 


ONE WOMAN told her, "If you'really love that 


baby, back off. Let her be happy and not know you 
and don't make her parents' world come to an end 
by seeing or hearing from you. Stay out of their 
lives." 


The mother said of a social worker at an adoption 


agency. ". . . she acted like I was someone real 
dirty and she wanted to get rid of me as soon as she 
could." 


Such opinions apparently are widely held. "Yet, 


we find few people who are willing to stand up in 
public and say they are strongly against open 
records," said Gloria Chevers, director of standards 
for the Child Welfare League. 


Adoption records proposals introduced so far this 


year in state legislatures include one that would give 
adoptees over 18 their parents' ages, religion, medi- 
cal mstories, hobbies and other interests, even the 
reason for their surrender to adoption — but not the 
parents' identities. 


Another would protect the anonymity of genetic 


parents but disclose medical and social histories to 
adopting parents. 


A THIRD WOULD require biological parents in' 


future adoptions to file their names and addresses 
with the state social services department to be avail- 
able to their children from the age of 18. 


In California, a statewide task force Is studying 


the sealed records issue following the governor's 
veto last year of a bill that would have given the 
state Department of Health authority to arrange

Adoptive parents can understand 
if children want to find 'roots'

Growing up adopted, did Marge 


Mount feel rejected, unloved by natu- 
ral parents, lacking roots? Was, she 
searching for lost love when she de- 
elded to look for her natural parents 
years ago? 


Marge answers a firm "No." 
"Your real parents are those who 


love you and take care of you." 


Mrs.. Mount, of Mount Prospect, 


who was adopted at three months, is 
natural mother of three, grandmother 
of seven. She recalls her own child- 
hood with fond memories, and with 
gratitude to her enlightened adoptive 
parents now deceased. 


"They were wonderful! My friends 


loved to come to our home. My par- 
ents made no secret of my adoption." 


Marge does admit, however, to cu- 


riosity about her natural parents as 
she was growing up. 


"I KELT A LACK of identifiable an- 


cestry, but it didn't bother me too 
much," she recalled. 


Mrs. Mount thinks she may have 


met her natural mother when she was 
about 15. 


"A strange woman came to our 


door selling tawdry jewelry. My moth- 
er bought some, and I remember I 
was surprised because she usually 
didn't do that. After the woman left. 


my mother asked me if I would like to 
have a brother. I replied, 'Not par- 
ticularly!' " 


Her mother then explained the 


saleswoman had asked if they had 
room at their house for a little boy. 


"I think she may have been my nat- 


ural mother, and that little boy my 
brother." 


At age 18, Mrs. Mount, with help 


and support from her adoptive par- 
ents, traced her biological parentage 
at the hall of records in Chicago. Her 
initial curiosity satisfied, she ended 
her search there. 


"I FOUND out I was the seventh 


child of poor parents, and that I had 
been given up for adoption, I have no 
regrets about finding my roots. I was 
perfectly happy with my adoptive par- 
ents." Marge said she subsequently 
sought legal advice in case she should 
be approached by a relative someday. 


"Later a man telephoned saying he 


was my brother, and asked to see me. 
As I was advised, I suggested we 
meet at my lawyer's office. I never 
heard from him again." 


Linda and Wayne Siem of Des 


Plaines, adoptive parents of three 
young children, are as candid and 
honest with their children as were 
Marge Mount's parents. 


"The kids know they are adopted. 


It's no big deal! We don't think of 


them as adopted; they're just our 
kids," said Linda. 


The children's friends know they 


are adopted, too, and except for- ask- 
ing an occasional question, cause no 
problems, she added. 


ADOPTING A BABY girl, now a 


year old, presented the perfect oppor- 
tunity for the Siems to share adoption 
procedures with their sons, 4 and 7. 


"We went over the process of adop- 


tion with them, explaining how the 
parents just couldn't take care of her, 
and we wanted her. We took them to 
adoption court with us, and wondered 
just how much had sunk in." 


The Siems learned the value of this 


practical experience about a week af- 
ter Christmas. 


"The boys were playing with the na- 


tivity set. We heard them saying for 
Joseph and Mary, 'Let's go to court 
and adopt Baby Jesus. He's going to 
come to live with us for ever and 
ever!' " 


Should their children express any 


desire to search out their natural par- 
ents, Linda and Wayne plan to meet 
all questions squarely as they come 
up. 


AND IF WHEN they are older, 


maybe 18, and want to find their 
roots, the Siems will give their chil- 
dren any information they themselves 
have.

"For their mothers' sakes because 


they have put all this behind them, I 
hope the children won't have this need 
to know, but I wouldn't stop them if 
that's what they want. I know I would 
want to know myself," said Linda. 


Medical history through three gen- 


e r a t i o n s , composition of family, 
educational backgrounds, physical de- 
scriptions, nationality and abilities 
and talents of both her little girl's nat- 
ural parents are some facts with 
which she was provided when she 
adopted her daughter, said one North- 
west suburban woman who prefers 
anonymity. 


"If my daughter becomes interested 


in her roots, I would do everything I 
could to help. I don't think we could 
have produced such a superior baby. 
She doesn't have the health liabilities 
we might have given her," the adop- 
tive mother said of the child's natural 
parentage. 


SHE DOES worry that her ilttle girl 


might someday feel an original rejec- 
tion, and wishes she herself had given 
birth to the child. 


Now in elementary school, 
the 


daughter expressed the wish she had 
been born in her "mommy's tummy." 
"That's how I am going to have my 
four children," she tells her mother. 


Tina and Tracy Martin of Mount 


Prospect plan to provide their infant 
daughter with any facts they have if 
and when she should ask about her 
biological background . . . with one 
reservation. 


"We are willing to share any infor- 


mation we have with our daughter if 
that's what she wants, and to help her 
find her natural mother when she's 18 
if that's her wish, but only with the 
natural mother's approval. Otherwise, 
it would be an invasion of the moth- 
er's privacy," Tina explained. 


"SARAH 3S LOVED so much, we 


hope she will be looking out of curios- 
ity if she does search, and not for 
love," Tina added. 


The Martins, the Siems, and the 


mother of the grade school youngster 
agree that social agencies provide 
more services and protection for both 
adoptive and natural parents, and for 
the child than are available by adopt- 
ing through independent sources. 


Those seeking to be reunited with 


their biological relatives — parents 
looking for children, children for par- 
ents — has reached an all-time high, 
according to Mrs. Peggy Magee, so- 
cial worker with Adoptions Informa- 
tion Service (AIS) a non-profit com- 
posite of 12 voluntary agencies work- 
ing together with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Ser- 
vices. 


"It's overwhelming!" Mrs. Magee 


described the deluge of inquiries. 


THREE AGENCIES in that com- 


posite — Lutheran Child and Family 
Services, Chicago Child Care Society 
and Catholic Charities — now are ask- 
ing pregnant mothers participating in 
their counseling services if they would

Once man's shaving mug 
a sort of status symbol 


To get in the proper mood for to- 


day's column, try to imagine a barber 
shop of about 75 years ago — all shiny 
nickel plate, white marble and black 
leather covered chairs, which rose jer- 
kily to the proper height by means of 
a pedal operated by the barber's foot. 


In my childhood (no, not quite 75 


years ago, but in our small country 
towns, things didn't change quickly) 
girls got their Buster Brown haircuts 
at the barber shop along with the boys 
and men. Still, we were alien, for the 
barber shop was one of the last bas- 
tions of male prerogative. But there 
were no "beauty shops," and so I was 
sent periodically to town clutching 25 
cents for a haircut. I remember that 
the clipper hummed bee-tickles on my 
neck, and I got a generous sprinkling 
of "Attar of Roses" talc, plus an all- 
»day sucker. 


DURING POST-CIVIL WAR recon- 


struction and the years when millions 
of Europeans immigrated to the Unit- 
ed States the American barbershop 
played a dominant part in the devel- 
opment of America and in the groom- 
ing of the male populace. It also 
created a sort of competitive spirit 
among its patrons for individually- 
owned, handsomely decorated and 
personalized shaving mugs which 
came into vogue. 


By the 1870s men customarily got 


their daily shaves at the local barber- 
shop, a strictly man's domain in those 
days, where the latest news, politics, 
sports and gossip were exchanged. 
Early barber supply firms, recogniz- 
ing the great numbers of men seeking 
shaves and in keeping with new sani- 
tation laws, kept catalogs available 
for ordering specialized individual 
mugs to hold the shaving soap. These 
were stored for their owners on 
shelves 


AT FIRST MUGS were decorated 


with a variety of floral motifs, then 
designs representing 
the 
owners' 


trades or business, or fraternal affilia- 
tions. Some pictured men at work, 
some had "secret society" emblems, 
labor union signs, political prefer- 
ences, ethnic society designs and oth- 
ers A barbershop cabinet or shelves 
of these hand-painted mugs was rath- 
er like a city directory. One could or- 
der a personalized mug, even to hav- 
ing a photograph "burnt Into the 
side of the mug to last forever," as 
advertised during the 1800s. 


The name "Koken" is synonymous

with barber chairs, for E. E. Koken of 
St. Louis. Mo., invented the hydraulic 
lift chair mechanism which so in- 
trigued me. Later he started in the 
business of decorating shaving mugs. 
The Koken Co. employed men china 
painters to decorate mugs until 1924, 
and 8 to 12 men were kept busy hi the 
decorating department, each painting 
an average of 10 to 12 mugs daily. 


THERE ARE MANY collectors of 


these interesting old shaving mugs to- 
day. Foremost among them is Robert 
Blake Powell, a Texas author-collec- 
tor who has written "Antique Shaving 
Mugs of the United States," the first 
authoritative book on the subject. He 
is currently compiling a second book, 
an encyclopedic picture book with in- 
dividual photographs of about 2400 oc- 
cupational and fi-aternal mugs. His 
first book shows, besides hand-painted 
china mugs, many others made of 
various materials, including silver, 
pewter and even gold-plated with milk 
glass inserts. Most are from about 
three to three and a half inches in 
height. Some of the mugs have addi- 
tional features, such as brush holders, 
separate soap containers and match- 
ing razors. The first book mentioned 
sells for $17.95 and may be ordered 
directly from the author, Box 833, 
Hurst, Tex. 76053. It is also available 
at many libraries. 


I am indebted to Mr. Powell for ex- 


tensive material contained in his re- 
cent column in Tri State Trader an- 
tique newspaper, and for the picture 
which shows a mug with a painting 
"The Storm" with two horses and a 
bolt of lightning, plus the owner's 
name.

Chest pains make her 


behave like invalid 


For the past four to five years I hive been troubled by heart 


pounding;: and palpitations, chest heaviness and sometimes chest 
pain under my (rout lower ribs, after exercising or after emotional 
or physical stress. I have consulted and have confidence in our two 
Internists. They have done electrocardiograms while I was resting 
and after exercise, given a stress test, done blood work, tried 
Isordil on a temporary basis and have declared me a healthy 
mtddleaged woman. 


I'm 31 years old, .» feet 8 and weigh 148 pounds. My blood 


pressure Is 110 over 70. I had a complete hysterectomy in 1969. My 
parents arc living, aged 78. My grandparents died of heart disease 
In their 80s. 


Exercise Is a part of our family. \Ve swim year round, play 


tennis, walk and I ride a bike. Our habits arc moderate and we do 
not smoke or do a thing in excess. VVj have la dolcc vita. • 


Why then do these feelings persist" When It happens, 1 try to 


ease off the exercise for a day or two and then do feel better. I 
also get some relief by taking two aspirin or a Valium at night 
when the palpatations interfere with sleep. They are getting worse 
and I am beginning t« treat myself like an invalid and have al- 
most stopped participating in these sports which I love. 


My husband also has the same symptoms and he, too, has 


checked out In perfect health. What to do? Is there something we 
may be doing to cause this? Are we overdoing the exercise depart- 
ment? I would be grateful for your help. 


With the good evaluation you describe it is unlikely that there is 


anything seriously wrong with your heart. Palpitations and even 
certain forms of chest discomfort with the palpitations can occur 
in people who have no heart disease nt all. Nevertheless, the 
sensations you describe are discomforting to say the least and 
they are real. 


Exercise seldom produces such aymptoms in healthy pjople ex- 


cept in people who really are overdoing it beyond the level of their 
physical (Itness. We could take an office worker and have him do 
too much exercise too soon and he could develop such symptoms. 
He could accomplish the same level of fitness without symptoms if 
he progresses at a slower rate, taking months instead of weeks to 
get in shape. 


Coffee and other drinks containing caffeine may be a factor. 


Since you don't smoke you can forget about cigarets as a cause. 
Digestive disorders can trigger such attacks in some people. You 
need to be sure you don't have a hiatal hernia (hernia of part of 
the stomach through the diaphragm) and make some effort to- 
correct any digestive disorders you may have such as spastic 
colon with trapping of gas. A good diet including adequate 
amounts of cereal bulk should help in that department. 


Anxiety and nervousness can contribute to such attacks. A tran- 


quilizer in these instances may help. Regular vigorous exercise 
may be associated with a slight decrease in potassium content 
which may be your problem. This can be important. To prevent 
this, an 8-ounce glass of orange juice a day will keep your potas- 
sium levels up.

Dear Dorothy: After I heard that activated charcoal granules or 


kitty granules could be used to absorb cigaret and other household 
odors. I had quite a time finding activated charcoal. Salespeople 
said they never heard of using activated charcoal granules for 
odors. I am now curious as to whether these can be reused, or do 
you have to constantly use the fresh product?—Mrs. Robert Urban 


Too many salespeople, unhappily, are poorly briefed. They 


should be told that all refrigerator people use activated charcoal 
regularly to absorb odors, I don't know whether kitty granules can 
be reusfcd, but they're so cheap it wouldn't be too burdensome to 
buy fresh supplies. I've renewed activated charcoal. I just put the 
smelly granules in a bag on the porch in the sun. Two days later 
the granules smelled fresh again. I'm "sold" on the stuff. 


Dear Dorothy: May I offer a suggestion to the reader who 


couldn't get rid of the line when she let down the cuffs on her 
coat? With braids in such vogue, .she can put either a half-inch or 
three-fourths inch matching braid on the soiled line and then per- 
haps another row about an inch above. She can also use the same 
trim on pocket flaps or collar. The lining should be turned back 
and stitched securely so the braid will cover that line, too.—Leila 
Adler 


Dear Dorothy: This tip may be of help to householders who are 


plagued with the problem of dusting indoor louverecl shutters and 
doors A very soft-bristled four-inch paintbrush works beautifully. 
It takes little time and does a great job even in the nasty corners. 
It would probably also work on Venetian blinds, though I have 
none. Needless to say, don't use it for painting first!—Mrs. Jane

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'Bronzed' angel a beauty 


Many ceople who are interested in 


crafts are so organized and future-ori- 
ented that, early in the year, they be- 
gin to plan and construct Christmas 
projects, whether for gifts, decora- 
tions or bazaar donations. 


The illustrated "bronzed" papier- 


mache angel is a good idea for these 
craftspeople — and also for those who 
enjoy a thing of beauty year 'round, 
regardless of the season. 


This angel, about 24 inches tall, -was 


Intended as a Christmas hearth orna- 
ment, to be displayed among holly 
and candles (not too close, of course), 
but it's so beautiful that it has become 
a permanent decorative accessory, 
minus the holly. 


IF YOU'VE ALREADY tried your 


hand at papier-mache figure draping, 
you probably already have your fa- 
vorite method of construction. If you 
haven't, this one is quite simple: 


Begin with a cardboard tube from 


wrapping paper, paper towels, etc., in 
the height your figure is to be. Glue 
the tube standing upright to a small 
board, which serves as a base. 


Then wad newspapers into an egg 


shape, properly proportioned for the 
head, and tape to the tube. Remem- 
bei that the human figure is seven 
heads tall, including the head. 


Next, attach wire arms, and then 


pad the body and arms into proper 
shape with wads of newspaper and 
masking tape. Add cardboard wings if 
desired. 


NOW COVER THE entire figure 


with about two layers of small, torn 
newspaper squares (each about one 
and one-half inch square) dipped into 
thinned white glue or wheat paste 


When this is thoroughly dry, drape 


and dress the figure as you like, per- 
haps constructing a whole Nativity

meetings between adoptees and natural parents 
seeking reunions. Gov. Edmund J. Brown Jr. said 
the Dill b> passed protection for all parties, ignored 
the rights of adoptive parents, would disrupt family 
relationships and have a chilling effect on adoptions 


To Florence Fisher, founder of the New York- 


based Adoptees' Liberty Movement Association, only 
completely open records would be acceptable. 


Like many other adult adoptees, she insists genetic 


parents have no right to anonymity if their adult 
children wish otherwise. 


A more moderate aporoach is favored by Mrs. 


Bandel, a founder of the Adopted Parents Com- 
mittee, a private organisation in New York State, 
and its legal counsel, Aaron Britvan, a Long 
Islander and adoptive father. 


MRS. BANDEL says adult adoptees are entitled to 


the details of their birth and adoption, ". , . but not 
at the expense of their biological parents." 


Both she and Britvan suggest an agency to cross- 


match names of adult adoptees and parents actively 
seeking each other. 


Britvan urges adoptive parents to satisfy their mi- 


nor children's natural curiosity about their heritage 
by answering questions honestly and .simply, but 
without volunteering information. He favors prelimi- 
nary counseling for adult searchers before they are 
allowed to use a name-matching service Britvan 
said totally open records denying anonymity to natu- 
lal parents could lead to greater abandonment of 
unwanted children. 


In New York Stte, attorney Cyril C. Means Jr, a 


specialist in constitutional law and a professor at 
New York Law School, is preparing a class action 
suit on behalf of ALMA, the nationwide organization 
Ms. Fisher founded in 1971 following a successful 
search for her parents. 


MEANS SAID the suit will ask that New York's 


state law on sealed records for adult adoptees be 
declared unconstitutional and an infringement on 
adoptees' rights. He said the suit would not seek a 
similar night for natural parents: 


"They were adults, at least in the eyes of the law, 


at the time of the adoption."

Hair is made with household string,

The finish on this piece is what is so 


beautiful and unusual;'when properly 
and carefully done, it looks like 
bronze sculpture. To finish, proceed 
as follows: 


When the entire figure is thoroughly 


dry, seal it with two coats of gesso. 
Then coat with acrylic paint mixed to 
the exact color of a brown paper bag. 
This is achieved with raw sienna, 
burnt umber and white paint. 


LET IT ORY completely, and then 


coat every inch of the figure with 
tacky glue thinned slightly with wa- 
ter. 


I use my fingers for this step and a 


stiff paint brush to get into crevices. 
The coating should be fairly heavy. 


When this has dried overnight, you 


are ready to "burn" the figure in 
preparation for bronzing 


Using a driptess candle, move the 


flame Constantly over the entire fig- 
ure, coating it completely and heavily 
with black soot. The glue should 
bubble and blister a bit here and 
there. 


Now polish off the soot with a soft 


cotton cloth, rubbing gently but firm- 
ly 


When this is completed, rub a bit of 


gold metallic wax over the high points 
and rough spots on the papier-mache 
Do the edges of the wings, hair, etc., 
using your index finger Now it should 
look very much like old bronze.

Frank's creativity 
1Weekend' guide 


Reuven Frank, the man who first teamed Huntley 


with Brinkley and who reigned for five years as 
president of NBC News, doesn't have to be the top 
banana to feel good about what he's doing. 


He's a candid, easy-going television pro who has a 


"high-standards" attitude toward television that 
there should be more of. He'd rather be taking what 
he calls programming gambles, working on the 
grassroots level and creating instead of bearing a 
big title that brings with it mostly paper work. 


Creating is just what Frank is doing as executive 


producer of NBC's successful monthly magazine, 
"Weekend." which will become a weekly one hour 
offering beginning January, 1978. 


The show is one of NBC's rare jewels mainly be- 


cause of Frank's persistence (and news-wise) which 
helped to launch nightly network news in the 1950's. 


One of the reasons "Weekend" has worked is be- 


cause it has not attempted to imitate the granddaddy 
of television news magazines, "BO Minutes" on CBS. 


" 'Sixty-Minutes' relies heavily on the interview 


and uses the interview as its main vehicle. We prefer 
to use pictures and interpretive methods to tell our 
stories." said Frank, a 27-year veteran of NBC. 
"Ours is one program that you can't just listen to 
because it is so visual." 


Much to his own and the network's surprise, Frank 


said, "Weekend" has become a very popular pro- 
gram in its strange 10'30 p.m. time slot the first 
Saturday of every month. The 90-minute program 
averages seven millioi viewers and many of them 
are, demographically speaking, young and well edu- 
cated. 


"I thought the show would do alright when it first 


started in May of JSff<t. but no one expected it to 
catch on like it did, especially in that time period," 
he said. The show has not only reaped a steadily 
growing audience since its inception but was also 
honored with the coveted Peabody Award last year. 


One of the keys to that kind of success was 


Frank's insistence that Lloyd Dobyns be the show's 
anchor. The network would have rather seen "To- 
morrow" show host Tom Snyder in the position. 


"I wanted Dobyns because he's a good writer and 


1 have always believed that good writing is the basic 
element to any good news show," Frank said. 


"Dobyns writes the script after we give him the 


pictures, just like we used to do it 25 years ago when 
I first started in this business," he said. 


Frank's appreciation for good copy and his own 


fine writing talents are products of his early years in 
news. He was a reporter and night city editor at the 
Newark (New Jersey) Evening News before he 
joined NBC news as a writer in 1950. 


He began his experimentation with weekly, half- 


hour news forms in inn4, starting with "Back- 
ground," followed by "Outlook" and ending with the 
"Chet Huntley Reporting." 


He was organizing coverage of the 1956 national 


political conventions when he teamed Chet Huntley 
and David Brinkley for the first time. Frank pro- 
duced "The Huntley-Brinkley Report" from 1956 to 
1982, a show which has left its mark on the world 
with the words "Good night, David. Good night, 
Chet." 


"Those 
closing 
remarks were 
never 
really 


planned. We just needed a way to end the broadcast, 
so I came up with it on the spur of the moment. 
Huntley and Brinkley didn't really like it," Frank 
said. 


Frank also has produced award winning documen- 


taries in the early 1980s that included "The Tunnel" 
which chronicled a group of West Berlin students 


REUVEN FRANK 


who burrowed 450 feet into East Berlin and rescued 
59 men, women and children. 


Frank admits that the television documentary has 


since lost its influence and audience because of its 
pretentious nature. 


"They aren't interesting anymore and they have 


lost their novelty. Maybe it's because television news 
magazines are takini* over the job that once be- 
longed to documentaries," he said. "I believe that 
you must do a piece for curiosity sake and not just 
because the topic is important. 


But, "Weekend" has certainly had its fair share of 


important, if not exclusive, stories. It was the first to 
focus on American activities of the Korean CIA. 


The program has also tackled such hard-core re- 


porting on such topics as the "Moon children" and 
financial dealings of the religious sect founded by 
Rev. Sun Myung Moon of Korea and the similarities 
between Portugal and Pre-Castro Cuba. The May 7 
broadcast will deal with one of television's first 
serious studies of incest. 


The way Frank sees it, he's paid his dues in the 


:elevision industry. He's taken gambles on what 
vould go over with television audiences and won. 
ie's earned the right to work on projects he enjoys 
nost, and he does enjoy producing "Weekend." 


Whether faithful fans will continue to support the 


program in its new weekly time slot, 5 p.m. on Sun- 
days, next year and will tolerate the few minor 
changes that will be made in the show, including a 
second anchor to assist Dobyns with the extra load, 
is uncertain. 


"But I think it's an exciting gamble. You can't 


pre,dirt how human beings will respond. But, that's 
healthy. It makes us work harder and it makes us 
try new things. And that's good," Frank said.

40-foot tall milk bottle 
the 'cream' of Americana 


BOSTON (UPIi — Yesterday's 


gimmick is today's Americana. 


A bit of eye-startling archi- 


tecture will be installed Wedncs- 
da\ at the site of the new Chil- 
d r e n ' s Museum on Congress 
Street Wharf. It's a 40-foot high 
milk bottle 


The four-story replica of the 


early glass milk bottle was built 
in the 1930s by Archie Gagnon in 
Taunton. Mass. It served as an 
ice cream stand for travelers who 
were just beginning to make Sun- 
day drives in their roadsters a na- 
tional pastime. 


"THE IDEA THEN was any- 


thing to catch the eye of the mo- 
torists, to draw them into a 
place." said 
architect Richard 


Gutman. 27, of Dover, Mass. 


The bottle is an example of one 


of Gutman's pet interests — the 
Coney Island School of Archi- 
tecture, named after the huge 
structure!) at Coney Island amuse- 
ment park in New York. 


"It's a kind of a tongue-in-cheek 


Ihing for a type of architecture," 
(Hitman said "The general reac- 
tion is, 'Oh my God. this stuff is 
horrible ' But it's interesting. 


"In many cases, it's one man's 


monument to himself" 


THE ROADSIDE stand in Taun- 


ton closed in 19ti" Last spring, 
when the bottle \va.s to be torn 
d o w n , a Connecticut 
woman 


bought it and an architect for the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority 
became interested in it. 


"She (the buyer) thought it was 


fantastic 
and 
was 
worth 
pre- 


serving but didn't know where to 
put it." said John H. Sloan. BRA 
director of urban design. Sloan 
first suggested the bottle be used 
at City Hall Plaza, then for the 
newly developed waterfront area. 


"The 
City Hall Plaza Com- 


mittee said no. And the waterfront 
area didn't want to draw any 
more people." Sloan said. "I just 
got very discouraged with the 
thing. No one seemed to want it." 


Then the Children's Museum, 


with a new building adjoining the 
Museum of Transportation, said it 
wanted the bottle. 


II. P. HOOD, a Boston-based 


milk company, agreed to spend 
more than $80,000 to move the 
bottle, paint it white with a cream 
mark on top and the word "Hood" 
in seven-foot red letters and re- 
store it tor use as an ice cream 
stand. 


Sloan said it doesn't matter it 


the bottle is outrageous. 


"There's a lot of stuff that was 


considered tacky at one point or 
another. It's a bit of history. It 
expresses an age," he said.

Jungle fighters 'best in the bush' 


CAMP 
WAFA 
WAFA, 
Rhodesia 


(UPI) - "It's the hardest thing I've 
ever done," gasped Travis Tucker, a 
U.S. marine veteran 
of Vietnam. 


"Much worse than I expected." 
Tucker, 27, formerly of Arlington, 


Va., was talking about the 100-mile 
march to and from the top of the Zam- 
bezi valley escarpment as part of the 
training of volunteers in one of Rho- 
desia's elite jungle-fighting units. 


Allied with the heat to make every 


mile an ordeal were • 50 pounds of 
rocks in every trainee's knapsack 
and, from the instructors, a steady 
stream of abuse. 


THOSE WHO SURVIVE the march 


— and other tests of endurance which 
are included in the training exercises 
— win the right to wear a brown beret 
bearing a golden osprey, a bird that 
observes its prey at length before 
plunging for the kill. It is the emblem 
of the Selous Scouts and currently is 
being worn by two other Americans, 
one an officer and the other an en- 
listed man. 


Tucker served with the Marines two 


years in Vietnam, He has lived in 
Rhodesia five years and when he got 
his call-up papers (two-year residents 
are liable for service), he elected to 
join the Scouts. 


"The Marines were the best at 


storming beaches and that sort of con- 
ventional warfare, but these guys are 
the best when it comes to the bush," 
he said. 


"If you sent 10 Marines into the 


Zambezi Valley against 
10 Selous. 


Scouts, you'd end up with 10 dead Ma- 
rines." 


THE SCOUT UNIT — named after 


Frederic Courteney Selous, a 19th 
Century hunter — was created in 1974 
when the army decided it needed a 
corps of bush trackers to fight guer- 
rillas infiltrating in increasing num- 
bers. 


The unit has become the most ex- 


acting in the armed forces. The most 
controversial, too. 


Until recently the Scouts operated 


under a veil of secrecy. 


Maj. Ron Reid-Daily, founder and 


commander, says this was 'intended to 
protect the unit's black members, who 
outnumber their white comrades four 
to one. 


"HE IS THE MOST valuable soldier 


we've got," says the major, adding 
that if a black Scout home on leave is 
identified to guerrillas as a Selous 
Scout, "he's had it, he's tinished " 


The mystery surrounding the Scouts 


gave rise to blood-curdling legends of 
gore and bravado. And these gave 
way to accusations of foul play. 


Since Dec. 11 Roman Catholic mis- 


sionaries have been killed in terror at- 
tacks, and black nationalist leaders 
say black Selous Scouts masquerading 
as insurgents committed the crimes to 
discredit the guerrilla movement. 


"We have rolled back the curtain 


because we don't like these allega- 
tions," said Reid-Daily.

recently This did nothing to disprove 
the allegations, but it provided an un- 
precedented glimpse into the work- 
ings of a highly trained, highly moti- 
vated unit whose chief task is track- 
ing.

Copter doc flies treatment 
to patients in three states 


HARBORCREEK, Pa. (UPI) - For 


a modern version of the old time gen- 
eral practitioner traveling his rural 
area in a one-horse buggy, try Dr. 
John G Hipps. 


He pilots a helicopter to visit his 


patients in a tri-state area. He has be- 
come known as the "copter doc." 


"I am one of the few American phy- 


sicians — if not the only American 
physician — who uses a helicopter in 
his practice," said Hipps, 52. 


GENERAL PRACTICING Associ- 


ates, Inc. founded by Hipps two years 
ago, serves a 50-mile radius embrac- 
ing 
communities in 
Pennsylvania, 


New York and Ohio. In addition to 
Htpvs, GPA, a primary medical ser- 
vice group, includes three physician's 
assistants, two lab technicians, a psy- 
cho-therapist and 13 clerks. 


"The idea behind forming the group 


was to lighten the load at the main 
•office 
and 
bring medical 
service 


closer to the people," Hipps said 
"Many people in these rural areas 
won't go very far for medical care. 
We found that unless they could easily 
get help, they would just suffer with 
their ailments." 


Hipps last June set up a satellite 


office in Albion, Pa., 40 miles from 
here. Within the end of the year, he 
plans to open two similar offices in 
Watlsburg and Waterford, Pa. 


T'ie helicopter, an Engstrom F28, 


"makes it feasible to get between 
places quickly on a regular basis," 
said Hipps, who has only recently 
learned to pilot the aircraft. The heli- 
copter will rot be used to transport 
patients, he said. 


ONCE THE OTHER offices 
are 


opened, Hipps said he will install a 
visual communication 
system that 


will allow him to directly supervise 
cases from both Harborcreek and the 
helicopter 


Even with only the main and Albion 


offices in operation, Hipps estimates 
the program now sees an average of 
1.000 patients a week. Both offices 
have laboratories and x-ray 
equip- 


ment. 


"The physician's assistants have a 


bi? part in the program," the doctor 
said. The physician's assistant profes- 
sion began about 10 years ago when 
doctors began to utilize the experience 
of military paramedics. But it was 
only a couple of years ago when the 
program became widely accepted that 
he considered hiring some assistants. 


"The physician's assistants can do 


about 80 per cent of what I do," said 
Hipps, a graduate of the University of 


Pennsylvania Medical School. 


"THEY SEli PEOPLE for all types 


of physical examinations and acute 
complaints, ranging from colds to ab- 
dominal and chest pains to fractures 
that don't require setting. The assist- 
ants do not operate or deliver babies 
but they do stitch lacerations. 


"It's 
also important to note that 


while the assistants can go a long way 
in diagnosing and prescribing treat- 
ment, the final responsibility for the 
patient still lies with me as the doc- 
tor." 


After 
graduating 
from 
medical 


school and earning an M.A. in public 
health and a Ph D. in science from 


the University of Pittsburgh, the doc- 
tor practiced industrial medicine — 
first in Pittsburgh and then in Erie, 
Pa. But Hipps said he always longed 
to have a suburban-rural practice 


"I come from Curwensville, a small 


town in central Pennsylvania, and am 
basically a small town person." 


Since Hipps began his practice in 


Harborcreek 15 years ago, he has con- 
tinually been trying to improve the 
medical service available to his 
patients. 


"It's always been my ambition to 


have this kind of practice," Hipps 
said. "This is a realization of a life- 
long dream."

For the re- 
cruits, who are given one-sixth of the 
rations considered necessary to sus- 
tain an ordinary soldier, the sweet, 
fine-grained meat was a gastronomical 
treat. 


The kudu's head was covered in 


leaves, packed in mud, baked in a 
hole in the ground, and six hours later 
every part of it was eaten save the 
skull 


To wash it all down, White removed 


a handful of grass from the kudu's 
stomach and squeezed out a pale 
green liquid. 


"THERE'S AT LEAST a gallon of 


that in that stomach, and it's 
per- 


fectly harmless to drink." he said. 


The men were then shown how to 


turn the stomach into a water contain- 
er and make string from the sinew in 
the meat. 


When there are no kudus around to 


be killed, the bark of a baobab tree 
provides a perfectly drinkable liquid. 


The knowledge imparted to recruits 


is drawn from every tribe in Rho- 
desia.

"There are 
a lot of uusinessmen who want to be 
for me but are afraid. It's worse than 
Chicago in some ways politically be- 
cause Mayor Daley . . . at least was 
somewaht flexible on issues. Mayor 
Sabonjian on the other hand will not 
back off.

there. I love Waukegan." 


But he bristles wh'en asked if he 


runs a political machine. 


"I have run (for mayor) three 


terms as a Democrat and two terms 
as a Republican,'" Sabonjian said. 
"It's more than machine politics. It's 
affection by the people. It's the people 


who go in that voting booth and can 
vote anyway they want. No one is in 
there forcing them to vote for Sabon- 
jian." 


SABONJIAN said Morris' charges 


that he intimidates businessmen "are 
outright lies. He (Morris) has written 
off the downtown revitalization pro- 
gram. Businessmen are afraid of him. 
He is a liar." 


Sabonjian,' well known for his hard- 


nosed stance toward rioters in the 
mid 19fiOs and his firing of 57 striking 
policemen in 1970, said he is proud of 
his controversial decisions. 


"That's the kind of mayor people 


want," he said. "This city needs 
strong leadership. Morris can't do 
that. He's been fooling around, play- 
ing games with the Crazy Eight. 


Waukegan doesn't need a crazy may- 
or." 


Morris is a leader of the state Sen- 


ate's so-called Crazy Eight, a group of 
independent Democrats who formed a 
bloc to resist the domination in the 
legislature of the Daley machine. 


SABONJIAN SAID Morris has been 


"ineffective" as a senator for the last 
two years, only getting four of the 
bills lie sponsored passed. "I don't 
think he knows his way to the wash- 
room in the Senate building," Sabon- 
jian said. "All he does is talk. Morris 
is a master at playing with words, but 
not a master of doing." 


Although each man predicts victory, 


Morris says the outcome will be de- 
cided by 500 to 1,000 votes; not a very 
big margin in a city of 67,500 persons.

the pump — starting with a 5-cent a 
gallon tax in 1979 — plus taxes on 
auto makers that produce gas-guzzl- 
ing models and wellhead taxes on do- 
mesMc oil production. 


White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said It is all but certain Carter will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Monday evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would be to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must be faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter formally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man for presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some 30 to n,5 proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span'of two to eight years, 
will include'a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels'a 
day. 


HE SAID FINAL decisions on the 


package would be made this weekend.

A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


last week ordered the Des Plaines 
Board of Police Commissioners to re- 


consider Carr's firing. 


In firing Carr, the board charged 


him with conduct unbecoming an offi- 
cer, violation of state and local laws 
and obstruction of justice. 


Hug sa'ri the "conduct unbecoming 


an officer" charge was based on 
Carr's acting in a manner "that is 


Ridership grows on new bus line 


highly indicative of theft." 


JUDGE ARTHUR L. DUNNE, act-

Machine offers the blind 
new reading opportunities 


IN BRIGHT RED dots on a small 
screen, a teacher is able to see 
what letter the blind student is 
feeling with his finger. 


by DIANE GRANAT 


Bob Howland, like most 17-year-old 


boys, can't wait to get his hands on a 
copy of "Playboy" magazine. 


When he does it will be the first 


time the Mount Prospect youth will be 
able to choose what he reads. 
• 


Bob, who is blind, ordinarily is re- 


stricted to reading books transcribed 
into braille or listening to taped "talk- 
ing books." 


NOW WITH THE help of an Opta- 


con, a reading machine for the blind, 
Bob is learning how to read normal 
printed material. And when he mas- 
ters the use of the Optacon, Bob said 
the first things he wants to read on 
liis own are "dirty magazines." 


Similar to the raised dot language 


of braille, the Optacon relies on the 
sense of touch to help the blind read. 


But unlike braille, which lias its 


own alphabet, the Optacon reproduces 
exactly what is printed into a tingling 
sensation that a blind person can feel 
with one finger. 


The Optacon, which costs about 


$3,000, uses a small camera which the 
reader moves along the printed page 
with his right hand. With the tip of his 


THE OPTACON, an electronic machine for the blind, is about the size 
of 6 portable cassette tape recorder. The reading possibilities it pro- 
vides blind people are enormous. 


left index finger, the reader feels 
vibrating pins forming the shapes of 
letters. 


THE PORTABLE MACHINE, about 


the size of a small cassette tape 
recorder, was first produced in 1970 by 
Telesensory Systems, Inc. in Califor- 
nia. Its use was limited to adults who 
could purchase it until recently, when 
the federal government made some 
machines available to schools and 
blind students, 


Bob, of 1706 Mura Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, is one of three youngsters in the 
north suburban area receiving train- 
ing in school in -the Optacon's use by 
traveling teacher Judy Masters of 
the Regional Service Agency, a spe- 
cial education cooperative. 


The three students — Bob. Jeff 


Bates of Bunffalo Grove and Sheila 
Weil of Highland Park — also 
recently received their own Optacon 
machines from the federal govern- 
ment to use at home. The only cost to 
the student was the insurance fee paid 
by their parents. 


Mrs. Masters spends one hour each 


day with Bob at Wheeling High 
School, where he is a student. Bob is 
earning an independent study credit 
in English for his work with the ma- 
chine, which he began 
in 
late 


January. 


BECAUSE BLIND students are not 


familiar with the shapes of letters in 
the alphabet they first must learn to 
"visualize" them with their lingers, 
Mrs. Masters said. Bob uses cards 
with a raised figure of each letter un- 
derneath the braille symbol for that 
letter to learn the alphabet. 


Once he can distinguish the shape of 


the letters — after two months Bob 
has already learned 18 of the 20 let- 
ters — he will work entirely with the 
electronic machine. 


Bob, 
barn blind, now can read 


simple sentences with the Optacon, 
such as "It is too hot to run." His 
reading level in braille is much high- 
er. 


While his finger' is feeling the vibrat- 


ing pins, Mrs. Masters, who is sighted, 
follows along on an attached screen 
which shows in bright red dots what 
Bob is reading. 


Although the Optacon allows the 


blind to read materials that have not 
been transcribed into braille "it will

never replace braille," Mrs. Masters 
said. 


"It is not as fast as braille," she 


said. "It is physically impossible to 
get past 80 words a minute" while 
with braille readers can sometimes 
double that speed or go even higher. 


IVOR TEXTBOOKS and long read- 


ing assignments, Mrs. Masters said 
the students still will use braille. But 
for personal reading the Optacon 
gives blind persons new indepen- 
dence, she said. It also is useful for 
them to read their own mail or other 
confidential materials, she said. 


Bob's parents said they were con- 


sidering buying him an Optacon as a 
graduation present from college. "If it 
meant his own earning power would 
be greater if he had it, we thought we 
would get it," his mother, Ann, said. 
"But we never thought we would get 
it now — until the government came 
along." 


The Optacon is opening up Bob's op- 


portunities for college. "Having this 
now gives me more freedom where I 
want to go to college," Bob said. "I 
could go anywhere," he said, not just 
the University of Illinois, which has 


special facilities for blind students. 


For Bob the Optacon also means 


that he will be able to read just like 
his friends. 


Besides giving him access to forbid- 


den magazines — "they do have Play- 
boy in braille but my parents won't 
let me get it," Bob admits — Bob said 
he is excited about not being singled 
out by other kids because he reads in 
braille. 


"All of a sudden you're sitting there 


able to read like anyone else,"' he 
said. "It's freaky." 


No presidential aims admitted 
Mondale adjusts to prominence of vice-presidency 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Walter 


Mondale says though he's delighted in 
the vice presidency he hasn't given a 
moment's thought to running some 
day for president. "You're not going 
to believe this." he admits. 


Mondale says the fishbowl aspect of 


his new life "takes a little adjusting 
to1' but he and the family love the 
gracious hilltop house on Massachu- 
setts Avenue that comes with the job. 


"It's much better than anything I've 


ever had before and we really like it." 
he says of the official residence. "It's 
a lovely place with a nice big lawn." 


And, 
although every evening he 


must tote home an hour and a half's 
worth of "official reading" — memos, 
reports and the like — Mondale still h> 
able to pursue his lifelong interest in 
history. 


EVERY FEW months, he calls up 


Barbara Tuchman. the famous histo- 
rian and writer, for a new reading 
list, he says. 


Relishing a long cigar — rolling it in 


his hand, waving it to make a point, 
chewing on it, relighting it — Mondale 
discussed his new life in an interview 
in 
his high-ceilinged, chandeliered 


White House office, 25 steps from the 
Oval Office. 


Sun streamed through the floor-to- 


ceiling windows. 


On every wall hang pictures of bod- 


ies of water. One photograph shows 
the fjord in the Norwegian village of 
Mundal which his great-grandfather 
left to come to America. Mondale took 
the photograph on a visit two years 
ago. 


MONDALE APPEARS fully 
re- 


laxed. The dark pockets under his 
eyes are less noticeable lately. 


He says he finds himself a bit hem- 


med in by prominence. 


"I used to be able to just disappear 


— fisliing, or walking in the woods or 
just going home and walking around 
the block," he says. "Now, of course, 
I have the Secret Service. In addition, 
I'm much better known. It is a differ- 
ence in my life. It's something thai 
takes a little adjusting to." 


Briefly in 1971 Mondale was a candi- 


date for the Democratic presidential - 
nomination. He dropped out, saying a 
year's nonstop campaigning would 
take too much out of him. 


Might he want to seek the presiden- 


cy in 1984 if Carter is reelected in 
1980? 


"You're not going to believe this," 


WALTER MONDALE 


he says, "but I don't have any 
thoughts about 1984. 


"I have always tried to do my job 


well on the theory that's the best poli- 
tics and on the theory that it may be 


the last public job you're going to 
have and that it is important that you 
do it properly. 


"I HAVE ONE goal right now - to 


the extent I can, I want to help Presi- 
dent Carter be the best president we 
can possibly have. 


"If he succeeds that's my success. I 


have no plans, I've given no thoughts 
to what happens after that." 


Mondale remains a hungry reader 


with a taste for history. He is reading 
four books at the moment — "The Art 
of War," written by Sun-Tzu, a Chi- 
nese general 26 centuries ago; a biog- 
raphy of Giuseppe Garibaldi, the 19th 
Century Italian patriot and soldier; 
"The Story of a Life," an autobiogra- 
phy of Konstantin Paustovskii, and 
Russian novelist; and Alex Haley's 
"Roots."

A day in the life of Carter airs tonight on NBC

NEW YORK (UPI) - John Chancellor almost became the first 


visitor to fall asleep In the Oval Office of the White House. 


He was tired after following President Carter around, being 


allowed in and then kicked out of presidential meetings all day, 
from 6:30 a.m. to 11:30 p.m. 


"The President looked just the same when he said good night as 


he had when he said good morning," Chancellor said in an inter- 
view. "But I was waiting for him at 11:30 in one of the wing chairs 
in the Oval Office — he was in a small office next door in which he 
prefers to work — and I almost dozed off." 


CHANCELLOR AND an NBC crew of about 20 spent a day in the 


White House, trailing the President — who incidentally allowed 
himself to be wired for sound — so the network could present "A 
Day with President Carter" today at 7-8 p.m., channel 5. Chan- 
cellor, the reporter on the show, also will interview Carter this 
morning. 


"I get the feeling he is a man very much in control of himself," 


Chancellor said. "My guess is that he's probably a pretty demand- 
ing guy to work for, terribly well organized: 


"He appears to have learned the language of the bureaucracy 


pretty well in a short time. The White House is far more relaxed 
than under Ford. In terms of stages of tension, this is the least 
tense. The Nixon White House was the most tense, even before 
Watergate. We did a show on Ndxon in '71 — a day in the life of — 
and the contrast is marked," 


While Nixon had allowed the network free run of the family 


quarters and had been more restrictive on the working level, Car- 
ter firmly refused to let the cameras into the family area but 
allowed them into a Cabinet meeting, a meeting with Egyptiar 
President Anwar Sadat and anything else that was on his schedule 
that day. 


WHEN SENSITIVE matters came up, the newsmen were kicked 


out. The President's microphone came equipped with a large on- 
off switch, so he could bleep out conversations of a delicate nature. 


The show marks the first time that television cameras have 


recorded a working Cabinet meeting. 


"We were told it was one of the best Cabinet meetings they've 


had. They rather forgot we were there after awhile. But we were 
told that there are a couple of windbags, that sometimes the Presi- 
dent has to swing a baseball bat to move things along. Because we 
were there, they were prepared and concise." 


Chancellor, fascinated by Carter, summed up his impressions of 


the President by saying: 


"There is something elusive about his character that I have 


never been able to pin down. Gerry Ford's mind is like a big 
handsome national park with forest rangers stationed here and 
there. Carter has some little secret garden in there you can't 
really find."

The young doctor's eyebrows fur- 


rowed as he bent over the limp, al- 
most lifeless green form in his hands. 


"Oh, the poor little guy," he said 


sadly. 


He gently touched the scraggly 


stem, studying the soil, the roots, the 
leaves. 


Finally he looked up. 
"There's hope. But first of ail, it's 


in too large a pot for the size of the 
plant. And there is some evidence of 
fungus disease." 


The prescription? A smaller pot, 


filled with sterilized soil and set in a 
saucer of stones and water. 


DOUGLAS WHALEN', 2-1, calls him- 


self a plant doctor. As manager of the 
Mount Prospect Park District Friend- 
ship Park Conservatory, 395 Algon- 
quin Rd.. he will begin making house 
calls May 3 to diagnose and treat sick 
plants. 


Whalen's greenhouse medical train- 


Ing was at Iowa State University. 
Ames, where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in horticulture. 


Many people have called with house 


plant problems in the year Whalen 
has directed the conservatory. An ac- 
curate diagnosis of a plant's health is 
difficult, Whalen said, unless he can 
see the sunlight and environmental 
situation. 


"I decided why not make house 


calls. Then I thought 'All, doctors

make house calls, so why not be the' 
plant doctor?" " he said. 


"It's a good way to meet people and 


to spread around the name of the con- 
servatory." 


IT MAY BE AS difficult to get an 


appointment with the plant doctor as 
any other doctor in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. He already is booked for his 
first two visitation days, May 3 and 7. 


He can handle only four "patients" 


a day, because he is responsible for 
60,000 square feet of plants in the 
greenhouse and the other plants in the 
district's 22 parks. He also teaches 
two classes a week at the con- 
servatorh, one on vegetabl gardening 
and another on house plants. 


Whalen said he believes the key to 


successful gardening is "to think like 
a plant." And thinking like a plant be- 
comes easy for a person who works 
with thousands of them all day long 
and sleeps next door to them at night. 
Whalen lives in a white-frame house 
adjacent to the greenhouse. 


"I think my plants get tired of me 


after a clay with them. I come back at 
night and I know they think, 'Oh- 
look who's back,' " he laughed. 


"I DON'T TALK to them because I 


have too many of them," he said, ad- 
ding he yells a little when a plant is 
not growing. 


"I run a tight greenhouse here. If 


they don't grow, they're out." 


Plants are receptive to personal at- 


tention, Whalen said. 


'They respond so well to a little 


care, like removing dead leaves, 
cleaning them up," he said. "I try to 
anticipate their problems." 


The most common problem with 


laymen's house plants is over-water- 
ing, Whalen said, adding proper wa- 


tering judgment comes with expertise 
and patience. 


THIS TIME of year is the most cru- 


cial for house plants, he said. If plants 
were neglected during the dry winter 
months, they are at the limits of their 
strength. 


"That's why I suggest people take 


their house plants out and put them in 
a shady spot," he said. "There's noth- 
ing like a vacation outdoors to perk 
up a limp house plant." 


The popularity of house plants and 


• home gardens reflects a return to the 
simpler, cheaper way of life, he said. 


"People are getting tired of the no 


.deposit, no return society we live in. 
They want to have something they 
can do for themselves, they can take 
care of," he said. 


"People are more aware of ecology 


today and they want to get involved in 
it. One of the best ways to get in- 
volved is in home gardens." 


GROWING HOME vegetables, then 


canning or pickling them, can save 
the average household $700 per year, 
he said. 


Plant colors and textures are aes- 


thetic and sensual, Whalen said. 


"Working with plants is a very sen- 


sual experience," he said. "Just by 
brushing against them, some emit a 
fragrance that I find very sensual." 


Whalen strolled among the plants in 


a green T-shirt with a tree stamped 
on it. About 10,000 of the pollings will 
soon grace the gardens of Mount 
Prospect parks. Occasionally he pick- 
ed one up or poked at the leaves. 


"Actually I'm basically a people 


person," he said. "Plants are a 
catalysl lhat allow me to contact alot 
of people in helping them with their 
gardens and their, plants."

taxes on gasoline consumers, auto 
makers and oil companies, according 
to a draft obtained and summarized 
Wednesday. 


According to a Wall Street Journal 


report, the key proposals include 
steadily rising taxes on gasoline at 
the pump ~ starting with a 5-cent a 
gallon tax In 1979 — plus taxes on 
auto makers that produce gas-guzzl- 
ing models and wellhead taxes on do- 
mestic oil production. 


White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said it is all but certain Carter will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Monday evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would be to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must be faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter formally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man for presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some SO to 35 proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span of two to eight years, 
will include a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels, a 
day. 


HE SAID FINAL decisions on the 


package would be made this weekend. 


The" Journal said Wednesday it had 


obtained a 'copy of the latest energy 
policy draft. 


The Journal also said the draft pro- 


poses increases in natural gas price 
ceilings. 


The Journal said the draft it obtain- 


ed still could be revised before Carter 
makes his expected pitch to the public 
Monday. But it said key features of 
the current draft are:

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. 


James 
R. Thompson Wednesday 


said he will decide by the end of the 
current legislative session in early 
June whether he will seek a gasoline 
tax increase. 


In his budget address a month ago, 


Thompson said he might propose an 
increase in the 7% per cent state gas 
tax. He said a tax might be needed 
because the state road fund, which is 
supported by the tax, is depleted and 
because roads are deteriorating. 


"There conies a point," Thompson 


said during a TV taping session in 
Springfield Wednesday, "where you 
say, OK, I've given the public reac-

the need for additional revenue and I 
think I can persuade the legislature to 
pass a gas tax, then I'll -take a posi- 
tion."

ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South, not in spite of 
us." 


Gov. Reubin Askew called it a 


"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin. 


"Women have waited far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is pending in the 


South Carolina Senate, proponents 
have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that state. Georgia shelved it in com- 


mittee this year before the North 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed -by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


Prospects for 1979 appear doubtful 


for ERA supporters, because some 
state 
legislatures 
in 
nonratifying 


states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

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Burke got job 
as a political 
favor: Hein 


Wheeling Atty. John Burke was ap- 


pointed as a "political payoff" by 
some village trustees and should be 
replaced, says William Hein, candi- 
date for village president. 


Hein lashed out at Burke in "The 


Wheeling Record," a campaign news- 
paper Heia is distributing throughout 
the village. He said Burke is "ripping 
off" the village by keeping his private 
Chicago law practice while being paid 
$42,000 per year by the village. 


"That's an outrageous sum for what 


he did. I am sure there are quite a 
few competent attorneys living right 
here in Wheeling who would be de- 
lighted to serve full-time for $25,000 
per year," he said. 


BURKE WAS APPOINTED village 


attorney in 1975, replacing former vil- 
lage Atty. Paul Hamer. He served as 
an attorney for the Wheeling Improve- 
ment Party for two successive village 
elections. WHIP candidates included 
Trustees Otis L. Hedlund, Charles 
Kerr. John Cote and Donald Jackson. 


Hedlund is running against Hein for 


village president in Tuesday's elec- 
tion. 


Hein said WHIP candidates appoint- 


ed Burke as village attorney as a po- 
litical favor. Hein was a member of 
the Wheeling Representative Party 
which opposed WHIP in 1975. 


"I am convinced attorney Burke's 


strong ties with some of the present 
trustees constitutes a serious conflict 
of interest," he said. 


BURKE WEDNESDAY denied the 


charges, saying he charged WHIP a 
$50 per hour fee for his services. 


"They paid the fees and no promis- 


es were made. It's incumbent on any 
political party to have legal advice," 
he said. 


Burke is paid $21,000 per year as a 


retainer and $35 an hour for litigation. 
He said he charges other clients $60 
an hour. The additional $21,000 was 
the result of the large number of law- 
suits involving the village. 


"A FULL-TIME ATTORNEY would 


be at least $25,000. Then you add a 
legal secretary for $10,000 to $25,000 
and office space. It would be at least 
$50,000," he said. 


Hedlund also denied the conflict of 


interest charges, saying Hein "is all 
wet." 


"We knew Burke and his com- 


petency in handling zoning. We felt he 
was the kind of attorney we needed. 
There was no political payoff what- 
soever," he said. 


Hedlund said Hein "doesn't know a 


good bargain when he sees one." 


"A salary of $21,000 is not out-of-line 


for an attorney, his secretary and his 
assistant for legal research. There is 
no way we could afford a full-time at- 
torney," he said. 


Hedlund said the village is "getting 


all the services we need from John 
Burke on a part-time basis." 


Other trustees who were members 


of the WHIP party could not be 
reached for comment Wednesday.

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Machine offers the blind 
new reading opportunities 


IN BRIGHT RED dots on a small 
screen, a teacher is able to see 
what letter the blind student is 
•feeling with his finger.

Bob Howland, like most 17-year-old 


boys, can't wait to get his hands on a 
copy of "Playboy" magazine. 


When he does it will be the first 


time the Mount Prospect youth will be 
able to choose what he reads. 


Bob, who is blind, ordinarily is re- 


stricted to reading books transcribed 
into braille or listening to taped "talk- 
ing books." 


NOW WITH THE help of an Opta- 


con, a reading machine for the blind, 
Bob is learning how to read normal 
printed material. And when he mas- 
ters the use of the Optacon, Bob said 
the first things he wants to read on 
his own are "dirty magazines." 


Similar to the raised dot language 


of braille, the Optacon relies on the 
sense of touch to help the blind read. 


But unlike braille, which has its 


own alphabet, the Optacon reproduces 
exactly what is printed into a tingling 
sensation that a blind person can feel 
with one finger. 


The Optacon, which costs about 


$3,000, uses a small camera which the 
reader moves along the printed page 
with his right hand. With the tip of his 


THE OPTACON, an electronic machine for the blind, is about the size 
of a portable cassette tape recorder.

left index finger, the reader feels 
vibrating pins forming the shapes of 
letters. 


THE PORTABLE MACHINE, about 


the size of a small cassette tape 
recorder, was first produced in 1970 by 
Telesensory Systems, Inc. in Califor- 
nia. Its use was limited to adults who 
could purchase it until recently, when 
the federal government made some 
machines available to schools and 
blind students. 


Bob, of 1706 Mura Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, is one of three youngsters in the 
north suburban area receiving -train- 
ing in school in the Optacon's use by 
traveling teacher Judy Masters of 
the Regional Service Agency, a spe- 
cial education cooperative. 


The three students — Bob, Jeff 


Bates of Bunffalo Grove and Sheila 
Weil 
of Highland Park — also 


recently received their own Optacon 
machines from the federal govern- 
ment to use at home. The only cost to 
the student was the insurance fee paid 
by their parents. 


Mrs. Masters spends one hour each 


day with Bob at Wheeling High 
School, where he is a student. Bob is 
earning an independent study credit 
in English for his work with the ma- 
chine, which he began 
in late 


January. 


BECAUSE BLIND students are not 


familiar with the shapes of letters in 
the alphabet they first must learn to 
"visualize" them with their fingers, 
Mrs. Masters said. Bob uses cards 
with a raised figure of each letter un- 
derneath the braille symbol for that 
letter to learn the alphabet. 


Once he can distinguish the shape of 


the letters — after two months Bob 
has already learned 18 of the 26 let- 
ters — he will work entirely with the 
electronic machine. 


Bob, born blind, now can read 


simple sentences with the Optacon, 
such as "It is too hot to run." His 
reading level in braille is much high- 
er. 


While his finger is feeling the vibrat- 


ing pins, Mrs. Masters, who is sighted, 
follows along on an attached screen 
which shows in bright red dots what 
Bob is reading. 


Although the Optacon allows the 


blind to read materials that have not 
been transcribed into braille "it will

never replace braille," Mrs. Masters 
said. 


"It is not as fast as braille," she 


said. "It is physically impossible to 
gel past 80 words a minute" while 
with braille readers can sometimes 
double that speed or go even higher. 


FOR TEXTBOOKS and long read- 


ing assignments, Mrs. Masters said 
the students still will use braille. But 
for personal reading the Optacon 
gives blind persons new indepen- 
dence, she said. It also is useful for 
them to read their own mail or other 
confidential materials, she said. 


Bob's parents said they were con- 


sidering buying him an Optacon as a 
graduation present from college. "If it 
meant his own earning power would 
be greater if he had it, we thought we 
would get it," his mother, Ann, said. 
"But we never thought we would get 
it now — until the government came 
along." 


The Optacon is opening up Bob's op- 


portunities for college. "Having this 
now gives me more freedom where I 
want to go to college," Bob said. "I 
could go anywhere," he said, not just 
the University of Illinois, which has 


special facilities for blind students. 


For Bob the Optacon also means 


that he will be able to read just like 
his friends. 


Besides giving him access to forbid- 


den magazines — "they do have Play- 
boy in braille but my parents won't 
let me get it," Bob admits — Bob said 
he is excited about not being singled 
out by other kids because he reads in 
braille. 


"All of a sudden you're sitting there 


able to read like anyone else," he 
said. "It's freaky." 


JVo presidential aims admitted 
Mondale adjusts to prominence of vice-presidency 


WASHINGTON (UPD - waiter 


Mondale says though he's delighted in 
the vice presidency he hasn't given a 
moment's thought to running some 
day for president. "You're not going 
to believe this," he admits. 


Mondale says the fishbowl aspect of 


his new life "takes a little adjusting 
to" but he and the family love the 
gracious hilltop house on Massachu- 
setts Avenue that comes with the job. 


"It's much better than anything I've 


ever had before and we really like it," 
he says of the official residence. "It's 
a lovely place with a nice big lawn." 


And. although every evening he 


must tote home an hour and a half's 
worth of "official reading" — memos, 
reports and the like — Mondale still is 
able to pursue his lifelong interest in 
history. 


EVERY FEW months, he calls up 


Barbara Tuchman, the famous histo- 
rian and writer, for a new reading 
list, he says. 


Relishing a long cigar — rolling it in 


his hand, waving it to make a point, 
chewing on it, relighting it — Mondale 
discussed his new life in an interview 
in his high-ceilinged, chandeliered 
White House office, 25 steps from the 
Oval Office. 


Sun streamed through the floor-to- 


ceiling windows. 


On every wall hang pictures of bod- 


ies of water. One photograph shows 
the fjord in the Norwegian village of 
Mundal which his great-grandfather 
left to come to America. Mondale took 
the photograph on a visit two years 
ago. 


MONDALE APPEARS fully 
re- 


laxed. The dark pockets under his 
eyes are less noticeable lately. 


He says he finds himself a bit hem- 


med in by prominence. 


"I used to be able to just disappear 


— fishing, or walking in the woods or 
just going home and walking around 
the block," he says. "Now, of course, 
I have the Secret Service. In addition, 
I'm much better known. It is a differ- 
ence in my life. It's something that 
takes a little adjusting to." 


Briefly in 1971 Mondale was a candi- 


date for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. He dropped out, saying a 
year's nonstop campaigning would 
take too much out of him. 


Might he want to seek the presiden- 


cy in 1984 if Carter is reelected in 
1980? 


"You're not going to believe this," 


WALTER MONDALE 


he says, "but I don't have any 
thoughts about 1984. 


"I have always tried to do my job 


well on the theory that's the best poli- 
tics and on the theory that it may be 


the last public job you're going to 
have and that it is important that you 
do it properly. 


"I HAVE ONE goal right now — to 


the extent I can, I want to help Presi- 
dent Carter be the best president we 
can possibly have. 


"If he succeeds that's my success. I 


have no plans, I've given no thoughts 
to what happens after that." 


Mondale remains a hungry reader 


with a taste for history. He is reading 
four books at the moment — "The Art 
of War," written by Sun-Tzu, a Chi- 
nese general 26 centuries ago; a biog- 
raphy of Giuseppe Garibaldi, the 19th 
Century Italian patriot and soldier; 
"The Story of a Life," an autobiogra- 
phy of Konstantin Paustovsldi, and 
Russian novelist; and Alex Haley's 
"Roots." 


HE SAYS A YEAR ago he got the 


idea of turning to Barbara Tuchman, 
author of "The Guns of August," for 
reading suggestions. 


"I just call her and ask, 'What's 


good?' She knows all the best things 
to read," Mondale says. 


"It occurred to me that when you 


read on your own many times you'll

good book. Every book thait Barbara 
Tuchman's ever written I've loved.

A day in the life of Carter airs tonight on NBC

NEW YORK (UPI) — John Chancellor almost became the first 


visitor to fall asleep in the Oval Office of the White House. 


He was tired after following President Carter around, being 


allowed in and then kicked out of presidential meetings all day, 
from 6:30 a.m. to 11:30 p.m. 


"The President looked just the same when he said good night as 


he had when he said good morning," Chancellor said in an inter- 
view. "But I was waiting for him at 11:30 in one of the wing chairs 
in the Oval Office — he was in a small office next door in which he 
prefers to work — and I almost dozed off." 


CHANCELLOR AND an NBC crew of about 20 spent a day in the 


White House, trailing the President — who incidentally allowed 
himself to be wired for sound — so the network could present "A 
Day with President Carter" today at 7-8 p.m., channel 5. Chan- 
cellor, the reporter on the show, also will interview Carter this 
morning, 


"I get the feeling he is a man very much in control of himself," 


Chancellor said. "My guess is that he's probably a pretty demand- 
ing guy to work for, terribly well organized. 


"He appears to have learned the language of the bureaucracy 


pretty well in a short time. The White House is far more relaxed 
than under Ford. In terms of stages of tension, this is the least 
tense. The Nixon White House was the most tense, even before 
Watergate. We did a show on Nixon in '71 — a day in the life of — 
and the contrast is marked." 


While Nixon had allowed the network free run of the family 


quarters and had been more restrictive on the working level, Car- 
ter firmly refused to let the cameras into the family area but 
allowed them into a Cabinet meeting, a meeting with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and anything else that was on his schedule 
that day. 


WHEN SENSITIVE matters came up, the newsmen were kicked 


out. The President's microphone came equipped with a large on-- 
off switch, so he could bleep out conversations of a delicate nature. 


The show marks the first time that television cameras have 


recorded a working Cabinet meeting. 


"We were told it was one of the best Cabinet meetings they've 


had. They rather forgot we were there after awhile. But we were 
told that there are a couple of windbags, that sometimes the Presi- 
dent has to swing a baseball bat to move things along. Because we 
were there, they were prepared and concise." 


Chancellor, fascinated by Carter, summed up his impressions of 


the President by saying: 


"There is something elusive about his, character that I have 


never been able to pin down. Gerry Ford's mind is like a big 
handsome national park with forest rangers stationed here and 
there. Carter has some little secret garden in there you can't 
really find."

"There's hope. But first of all, it's 


In too large a pot for the size of the 
plant. And there is some evidence of 
fungus disease." 


The prescription? A smaller pot, 


filled with sterilized soil and set in a 
saucer of stones and water. 


DOUGLAS WHALEN. 24, calls him- 


self a plant doctor. As manager of the 
Mount Prospect Park District Friend- 
ship Park Conservatory, 395 Algon- 
quin Rd., he will begin making house 
calls May 3 to diagnose and treat sick 
plants. 


Whalen's greenhouse medical train- 


ing was at Iowa State University, 
Ames, where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in horticulture. 


Many people have called with house 


plant problems in the year Whalen 
has directed the conservatory. An ac- 
curate diagnosis of a plant's health is 
difficult, Whalen said, unless he can 
see the sunlight and environmental 
situation. 


"I decided why not make house 


calls. Then I thought 'Ah, doctors

make house calls, so why not be the 
plant doctor?' " he said. 


"It's a good way to meet people and 


to spread around the name of the con- 
servatory." 


IT MAY BE AS difficult to get an 


appointment with the plant doctor as 
any other doctor in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. He already is booked for his 
first two visitation days, May 3 and 7. 


He can handle only four "patients" 


a day, because he is responsible for 
60,000 square feet of plants in the 
greenhouse and the other plants in the 
district's 22 parks. He also teaches 
two classes a week at the con- 
servatorh, one on vegetabl gardening 
and another on house plants. 


Whalen said he believes the key to 


successful gardening is "to think like 
a plant." And thinking like a plant be- 
comes easy Tor a person who works 
with thousands of them all day long 
and sleeps next door to them at night. 
Whalen lives in a white-frame house 
adjacent to the greenhouse. 


"I think my plants get tired of me 


after a day with them. I come back at 
night and I know they think, 'Oh- 
look who's back,' " he laughed. 


"I DON'T TALK to them because I 


have too many of them," he said, ad- 
ding he yells a little when a plant is 
not,growing. 


"I run a tight greenhouse here. If 


they don't grow, they're out." 


Plants are receptive to personal at- 


tention, Whalen said. 


'They respond so well to a little 


care, like removing dead 
leaves, 


cleaning them up," he said. "I try to 
anticipate their problems.". 


The most common problem with 


laymen's house plants is over-water- 
ing, Whalen said, adding proper wa- 


tering judgment comes with expertise 
and patience. 


THIS TIME of year is the most cru- 


cial for house plants, he said. II planls 
were neglected during the dry winter 
months, they are at the limits ol their 
strength. 


"That's why I suggest people take 


their house plants out and put Ihem in 
a shady spot," he said. "There's noth- 
ing like a vacation outdoors to perk 
up a limp house plant." 


The popularity of house plants and 


home gardens reflects a return to the 
simpler, cheaper way o£ life, he said. 


"People are getting tired of the no 


deposit, no return society we live in. 
They want to have something they 
can do for themselves, they can take 
care of," he said. 


"People are more,aware of ecology 


today and they want to get involved in 
it. One of the best ways to get in- 
volved is in home gardens." 


GROWING HOME vegetables, then 


canning or pickling them, can save 
the average household $700 per year, 
he said. 


Plant colors and textures are aes- 


thetic and sensual, Whalen said. 


"Working with plants is a very sen- 


sual experience," he said. "Just by 
brushing against them, some emit a 
fragrance that I find very sensual." 


Whalen strolled among the plants in 


a green T-shirt with a tree stamped 
on it. About 10,000 of the pottings will 
soon grace the gardens of Mount 
Prospect parks. Occasionally he pick- 
ed one up or poked at the leaves. 


"Actually I'm basically a people 


person," he said. "Plants are a 
catalyst that allow me to contact alot 
of people in helping them with their 
gardens and their plants."

page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening.

Eatery approval could end suit 


Approval of a Steak 'n' Shake res- 


taurant in a proposed commercial de- 
velopment could end a 2-year-old law- 
suit against the Village of Buffalo 
Grove by Dominion Development Co., 
Chicago. 


If the village board Monday ap- 


proves Dominion's new development 
plan for a site near the southwest cor- 
ner of Buffalo Grove and Dundee 
roads, Dominion will drop a suit to 
force the village to issue building per- 
mits for the project, Village Pres. Ed- 
ward Fabish said. 


Trustees have reacted favorably to 


Dominion's HCW plan when discussing 
it in executive session, Fabish said. 


DOMINION SOUGHT building per- 


mis in 1974 to-construct a Pizza Hut 
and Kentucky Fried Chicken oper- 
ation on the site. The village refused 
to issue the permits, contending Do- 
minion had to abide by a 1972 annexa- 
tion agreement which called for con- 
struction of a commercial building on 
the site. 


Village board members had ob- 


jected to the two-restaurant plan be- 
cause of traffic problems it would' 
have caused and because the archi- 
tectural style of the buildings would 
be unattractive. 


The new plan, which will include a 


Pizza Hut and Steak 'n' Shake, con- 
tains architectural styles which con- 
form to surrounding structures, Fab- 


ish said. 


The 1,800-square-foot Pizza Hut, 


which will face Buffalo Grove Road, 
will have a brown roof, rather than 
the traditional red roof, as well as a 
brown wooden facade, according to a 
photo Dominion has submitted to the 
village. 


THE SUBSTITUTION OF a 3,250- 


square-foot Steak 'n' Shake, which 
does most of its business as a sit 
down restaurant, will mean less traf- 
fic than a chicken operation which 
relies mostly on pickup business,-Fab- 
ish said. 


"We're trying to avoid straight 


pickup, which generates a tremendous 
amount of traffic," Fabish said. 


Another method planned to ease 


traffic problems will be installation of 
right-turn-only signs at the exits from 
the property to Buffalo Grove and 
Dundee roads, Fabish said. 


"We're highly concerned with that 


area. We wanted to make sure we 
wouldn't have any traffic problems," 
Fabish said. A Kohl's Food Store on 
the southeast corner and a True Value 
store and adjoining shopping center 
on the northeast corner of that inter- 
section all contribute to area traffic, 
Fabish said. 


A 6,000-square-foot cycle shop also 


will have a brown roof and 'brick, ac- 
cording to a sketch submitted by Do- 
minion. 


ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified,1' 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South, not in spite of 
us." 


Gov. Reubin Askew called it a 


"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to' send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin, 


"Women have waited-far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is pending in the 


South Carolina Senate, proponents 
have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that state. Georgia shelved it in com- 


t 


mittee this year before the North 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


- Prospects for 1979 appear doubtful 
for ERA supporters, because some 
state legislatures in 
nonratifying 


states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

Setter construction

Construction is expected to start in 


July or August on the northwest sew- 
er project, the biggest public works 
project in Lake County's history.

President Carter's master plan for 


energy conservation proposes 
stiff 


taxes on gasoline consumers, auto 
makers nnd oil companies, according 
to a draft obtained and summarized 
Wednesday. 


According to a Wall Street Journal 


report, the key proposals include 
steadily rising taxes on gasoline at 
the pump — starting with a 5-cent a 
gallon tax in 1979 — plus taxes on 
auto makers that produce gas-guzzl- 
ing models and wellhead taxes on do- 
mestic oil production. 


White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said it is all but certain Carter will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Mondoy evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would be to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must be faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter formally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man for presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some 30 to T5 proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span of two to eight years, 
will include a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels a 
day.

No tax increase seen: Coney 


Taxes in Elk Grove Village prob- 


ably will not increase in fiscal 1977-78. 


Because the village board increased 


property taxes for 1976-77 by nearly 66 
per cent last August, there tis suf- 
ficient money to cover the $5.2 million 
budget recommended by the village 
budget committee, said finance direc- 
tor George Coney. 


Revenue is generated by property, 


motor fuel and sales taxes, fees and 
other sources. About $1.4 million in 
federal revenue-sharing funds also is 
j available. 


TAX BILLS RESIDENTS are re- 


ceiving reflect last year's rate in- 
crease from 46.88 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to about 77.76 cents. 


But while residents may expect to 


pay about the same amount in village 
taxes next June as they pay this June, 
that does not necessarily mean their 
total tax bill will not increase. 


Tax bills for fiscal 1976-77 are being 


mailed. A typical taxpayer in the vil- 
lage pays $720 on a house assessed at 
$10,000. But of that $720, only $46 is 
village taxes. 


The rest of the lax is paid to vari- 


ous school districts, the county, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and 
other governmental bodies. 
• THE VILLAGE'S recommended 
budget for the new year shows an in- 
crease of $569,075, or 12.3 per cent, 
over last year's budget. However, the 


new $5 2 million budget does not in- 
clude employes' salary increases. 


Trustee 
Edward 
Kenna, 
budget 


committee chairman, said the village 
must compensate for the small salary 
increase — about 4 per cent — em- 
ployes received last year. 


C o n e y estimated that another 


$160,OCO would be added to the budget 
if employees receivtd a 5 per cent 
across-the-board hike. 


With an 8 per cent increase, $260,000 


would be needed. At 10 per cent, 
about $326,000 would be added to the 
budget, but Coney said that still would 
not cause a deficit or a tax increase. 


The budget committee expects to 


discuss salary increases next week. 


SO FAR, THE B O A R D has 


trimmed 
$354,792 off the original 


budget requests. It also has recom- 
mended S863.505 be spent on revenue- 
sharing projects. 


The current fiscal year, once ex- 


pected to have nearly a $120,000 defi- 
cit, should end with a $300,000 surplus, 
Coney said. 


Some expenditures were less than 


budgeted, he said, but the biggest rea- 
son was that actual sales tax reve- 
nues were $200,000 more than antici- 
pated. 


Annexation fees also generated 


$15,000 more than expected and actual 
property taxes came in $30,000 higher 
than anticipated, he added. 


ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years acid cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- • 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South, not in spite of 
us." 


Gov. 
Reubin Askew called it a 


"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin. 


"Women have waited far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is pending in the 


South Carolina Senate, proponents 
have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that state. Georgia shelved it in com- 


mittee this year before the North 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


Prospects for 1979 appear doubtful 


for ERA supporters, because some 
state legislatures in 
nonratifying 


states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

Schaumburg officials have told Vil- 


Jack M. Siegel to prepare 
an ordinance to require restaurants to 
serve drinking water only on request 


The new law has been recommend- 


ed by the village environmental com- 
mittee as one of several water con- 
servation methods. 


ALTHOUGH VILLAGE officials say 


they have no idea how much water 
might be saved in the new program, 
Public Health Director Robert Gross- 
mann has been told to develop esti- 
mates, 


Trustee Ray LeBeau was the only 


village official to vote against the nesv 
water regulation. LeBeau said he fa- 
vors the idea of restricting drinking 
water in restaurants, but "I would 
prefer to see the restaurant operators 
cooperate with us on a voluntary 
basis." 


Mount Prospect village officials re- 


port moderate success with a volun- 
tary restaurant water restriction pol- 
icy begun in October. 


Down the Hatch restaurant, 425 S. 


Roselle Rd., is one of several Schaum- 


burg restaurants that does not serve 
water unless requested by patrons. 


"Generally, about 90 per cent of our 


patrons haven't noticed that water is 
not automatically placed on the ta- 
bles," manager Connie Svedman said. 


WHILE MS. SVEDMAN said the 


restaurant "probably" saves some 
money on water bills, "the all-around 
savings is tremendous when you con- 
sider the glass breakage and extra 
busboy trips we have eliminated." 


Chris Pappas, a partner in the Lan- 


cer Steak House restaurant, 50 E. Al- 
gonquin Rd., said Wednesday he ap- 
proves of the water restriction and 
would have no problem putting it into 
practice. 


"I have seen this done in good taste 


and handled properly and think it's a 
good idea. But when a customer 
requests water he must be served im- 
mediately," Pappas said. 


Pappas said he believes the Lancer 


could cut water costs about 25 per 
cent under the new mandatory sys- 
tem. "But, that's a drop in the hat 
when you consider the hundreds of 
thousands of gallons used in the wash- 
ing and rinsing cycles over a year's 
time," he said.

aind obstruction of justice. 


Hug said the "conduct unbecoming 


an officer" charge was based on 
Carr's acting in a manner "that is 
highly indicative of theft " 


JUDGE ARTHUR L. DUNNE, act- 


ing on Carr's appeal of the firing, up- 
held this charge and the charge he 
violated state and local laws. He ruled

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Plant gone to seed? Doc's prescription will perk it up 


by DEBBE JONAK 


The young doctor's eyebrows fur- 


rowed as he bent over the limp, al- 
most lifeless green form In his hands. 


"Oh, the poor little guy," he said 


sadly. 


He gently touched the scraggiy 


stem, studying the soil, the roots, the 
leaves. 


Finally he looked up. 


"There's hope. But first of all, it's 


in too large a pot for the size of the 
plant. And there is some evidence of 
fungus disease." 


The prescription? A smaller pot, 


filled with sterilized soil and set in a 
saucer of stones and water. 


DOUGLAS WHALEN. 24, calls him- 


self a plant doctor. As manager of the 
Mount Prospect Park District Friend- 
ship Park Conservatory, 395 Algon- 
quin Rd., he will begin making house 
calls May 3 to diagnose and treat sick 
plants. 


Whalen's greenhouse medical train- 


ing was at Iowa State University, 
Ames, where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in horticulture. 


Many people have called witli house 


plant problems in the year Whaien 
has directed the conservatory. An ac- 
curate diagnosis of a plant's health is 
difficult, Whaien said, unless he can 
see the sunlight and environmental 
situation. 


"1 decided why not make house 


calls. Then I thought 'Ah, doctors 
make house calls, so why not be the 
plant doctor?' "he said. 


"It's a good way to meet people and 


to spread around the name of the con- 
servatory." 


IT MAY BE AS difficult to get an 


appointment with the plant doctor as 
any other doctor in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. He already is booked for his 
first two visitation days, May 3 and 7. 


He can handle only four "patients" 


a day, because he Is responsible for 
60.000 square feet of plants in the 
greenhouse and the other plants in the 
district's 22 parks. He also teaches 
two classes a week at the con- 
servatorh, one on vegetabl gardening 
and another on house plants. 


Whaien said he believes the key to 


successful gardening is "to think like 
a plant." And thinking like a plant be- 
comes easy for a person who works 
with thousands of them all day long 
and sleeps next door to them at night. 
Whaien lives in a white-frame house 
adjacent to the greenhouse. 


"I think my plants get tired of me 


after a day with them. I come back at 
night and I know they think, 'Oh- 
look who's back,' " he laughed. 


"I DON'T TALK to them because I 


have too many of them," he said, ad- 
ding he yells a little when a plant is 
not growing. 


"I run a tight greenhouse here. If 


they don't grow, they're out." 


Plants are receptive to personal at- 


tention, Whaien said. 


'They respond so well to a little 


care, like removing dead leaves, 
cleaning them up," he said. "I try to 
anticipate then1 problems." 


The most common problem with 


laymen's house plants is over-water- 
ing, Whaien said, adding proper wa- 
tering judgment comes with expertise 
and patience. 


THIS TIME of year is .the most cru- 


cial for house plants, he said. If plants 
were neglected during the dry winter 
months, they are at the limits of their 
strength. 


"That's why I suggest people take 


their house plants out and put them in 
a shady spot," he said. "There's noth- 
ing like a vacation outdoors to perk 
up a limp house plant." 


The popularity of house plants and 


home gardens reflects a return to the 
simpler, cheaper way of life, he said. 


"People are getting tired of the no 


deposit, no return society we live in. 
They want to have something they 
can do for themselves, they can take 
care of," he said. 


"People are more aware of ecology 


today and they want to get involved in 
it. One of the best ways to get in- 
volved is in home gardens." 


GROWING HOME vegetables, then 


canning or pickling them, can save 
the average household $700 per year, 
he said. 


Plant colors and textures are aes- 


thetic and sensual, Whaien said. 


"Working with plants is a very sen- 


sual experience," he said. "Just by 
brushing against them, some emit a 
fragrance that I find very sensual." 


Whaien strolled among the plants in 


a green T-shirt with a tree stamped 
on it. About 10,000 of the pottings will 
soon grace the gardens of Mount 
Prospect parks. Occasionally he pick- 
ed one up or poked at the leaves. 


"Actually I'm basically a people 


person," he said. "Plants are a 
catalyst that allow me to contact alot 
of people in helping them with their 
gardens and their plants."

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale. rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment.

has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- • 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979.

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Machine offers the blind 
new reading opportunities 


IN BRIGHT RED dots on a small 
screen, a teacher is able to see 
what letter the blind student is 
feeling with his finger.

Bob Howland, like most 17-year-old 


boys, can't wait to get his hands on a 
copy of "Playboy" magazine. 


When he does it will be the first 


time the Mount Prospect youth will be 
able to choose what he reads. 


Bob, who is blind, ordinarily is re- 


stricted to reading books transcribed 
into braille or listening to taped "talk; 
ing books." 


NOW WITH THE help of an Opta- 


con, a reading machine for the blind, 
Bob is learning how to read normal 
printed material. And when he mas- 
ters the use of the Optacon, Bob said 
the first things he wants to read on 
his own are "dirty magazines." 


Similar to the raised dot language 


of braille, the Optacon relies on the 
sense of touch to help the blind read. 


But unlike braille, which has its 


own alphabet, the Optacon reproduces 
exactly what is printed into a tingling 
sensation that a blind person can feel 
with one finger. 


The Optacon, which costs about 


$3,000, uses a small camera which the 
reader moves along the printed page 
with his right hand. With the tip of his 


THE OPTACON, an electronic machine for the blind, is about the size 
of a portable cassette tape recorder. The reading possibilities it pro- 
vides blind people are enormous. 


left index finger, the reader feels 
vibrating pins forming the shapes of 
letters. 


THE PORTABLE MACHINE, about 


the size of a small cassette tape 
recorder, was first produced in 1970 by 
Telesensory Systems, Inc. in Califor- 
nia, Its use was limited to adults who 
could purchase it until recently, when 
the tederal government made some 
machines available to schools and 
blind students. 


Bob, of 1706 Mura Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, is one of throe youngsters in the 
north suburban area receiving train- 
ing in school in the Optacon's use by 
traveling teacher Judy Masters of 
the Regional Service Agency, a spe- 
cial education cooperative. 


The three students — Bob, Jeff 


Bates of Bunffalo Grove and Sheila 
Weil 
of. Highland Park 
— also 


recently received their own Optacon 
machines from the federal govern-, 
ment.to use at home. The only cost to 
the student was the insurance fee paid 
by tbeir parents. 


Mrs. Masters spends one hour each 


day 
with Bob at Wheeling High 


School, where he is a student. Bob is 
earning an independent study credit 
in English for his work with the ma- 
chine, 
which 
he 
began in late 


January. 


BECAUSE BLIND students are not 


familiar with the shapes of letters in 
the alphabet they first must learn to 
"visualize" them with their fingers, 
Mrs. Masters said. Bob uses cards 
with a raised figure of each letter un- 
derneath the braille symbol for that 
letter to learn the alphabet. 


Once he can distinguish the shape of 


the letters — after two months Bob 
has already learned 18 of the 26 let- 
ters — he will work entirely~"with the 
electronic machine. 


Bob, born blind, now can read 


simple sentences with the Optacon, 
such as "It is too hot to run." His 
reading level in braille is much high- 
er. 


While his finger is feeling the vibrat- 


ing pins, Mrs. Masters, who is sighted, 
follows along on an attached screen 
which shows in bright red dots what 
Bob is reading. 


Although the Optacon allows the 


blind to read materials that have not 
been transcribed into braille "it will

now gives me more freedom where I 
want to go to college," Bob said.

Besides giving him access to forbid- 


den magazines — "they do have Play- 
boy in'braille but my parents won't 
let me get it," Bob admits — Bob said 
he is excited about not being singled 
out by other kids because he reads in 
braille.

The Republican Party is resorting 


to "scare tactics" to try to win Tues- 
day's Hoffman Estates village elec- 
tions,

William Shlifka, head of the Demo- 


cratic Club, accused the Republican 
Organization of Schaumburg Town- 
ship of "trying to put the fear into 
people" with its April newsletter. 


Peter von Sothen, campaign chair- 


man of the Republican slate, did not 
dispute ShMfka's description of the 
newsletter contents, but he defended 
the material as "rah-rah stuff" for 
party members that was never in- 
tended to be distributed to the general 
public. 


THE NEWSLETTER, GOP Press," 


was published by the public relations 
committee of ROOST, not by the Hoff- 


man Estates slate, von Sothen said 
and was mailed only to members of 
the organization. 


The newsletter referred to the op- 


posing slate as "one put together by 
the infamous Democratic Club, an ad- 
mitted arm of the old Daley ma- 
chine," and accused the club of 
"some questionable shenanigans." 


A March 19 Republican Las Vegas 


Night fund-raiser was canceled, the

SHLIFKA DENIED that the Demo- 


cratic Club was involved with the Las 
Vegas Night cancellation and said

Estates with no ties to Chicago poli- 
tics. 


"The only reason we're running as 


Democrats is we're members of the 
club," he said. "I don't think national 
politics or county politics enter into 
it." 


He added that his relationship is 


"not the best" with George Dunne, 
chairman of the central committee of 
the Cook County Democratic Organi- 
zation. 


"They're running an election based 


on one issue. They're trying to put the 
fear into people. If that's their only 
issue, it's a very poor one," Shlifka 
said. "We've been trying to deal with 
what we think are issues. We feel 
there's room for improvement. 


Von Sothen said the newsletter was 


intended only to try "to get people go- 
ing" and to boost activity by some 
Republican workers who might other- 
wise be overconfident. 


"It was not for general public con- 


sumption. It was meant to be strictly 
a party thing," he said. "It could bie 
construed the way he (Shlifka) said, 
yest, but I don't consider that to be 
the tack I have taken. 


"I don't think you would ever see 


that in a public remark. I don't think 
we have to do that because if any- 
thing, we're on the strong side." 


Generally, von Sothen added, candi- 


dates will only resort to using the 
"scare tactics" Shlifka described "out 
of desperation." The Republican can- 
didates in Tuesday's election, he said, 
don't have to do that because they are 
in a position of strength, he said. 


ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE. Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from Its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
'in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson,. a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South, not in spite of 
us." 


Gov. Reubin Askew called it a 


"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin. 


"Women have waited far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible' verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is pending in the 


South Carolina Senate, proponents 
have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that State. Georgia shelved it in com- 


mittee this year before the North, 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


Prospects for 1979 appear .doubtful 


for ERA supporters, because some 
state legislatures in 
nonradfying 


states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

Village adopts 
$10,1 million 
budget, up 16% 


Schaumburg officials have adopted 


a $10.1 million budget for fiscal 1978 
that represents a 16 per cent increase 
over last year. In keeping with the 
village's 21-year history, the new 
budget does not include a real estate 
tax levy. 


The budget, which goes Into effect 


May 1. includes a 5 per cent across- 
the-board salary increase for the vil- 
lage's ISO employes. 


The budget was prepared by Village 


Mgr. John E. Coste after conferences 
with department heads. A preliminary 
draft was reviewed last month by the 
finance committee and trustees. 


Anticipated revenue was forecast at 


$10,2 million, which includes $4.75 mil- 
lion sales tax revenue expected from 
Woodfield Shopping Center and other 
business and commercial centers in 
the village. 


The village board also has agreed to 


earmark $240.387 of federal revenue- 
sharing funds to buy land and con- 
struct a third fire station in the south- 
west part of town. 


An additional $150.000 in revenue- 


sharing funds will be used to buy a 
hook-and-ladder truck for the fire de- 
partment.

ALTHOUGH VILLAGE officials say 


they have no idea how much water 
might be saved in the new program, 
Public Health Director Robert Gross- 
mann has been told to develop esti- 
mates. 


Trustee Ray LeBeau was the only

Down the Hatch restaurant, 425 S. 


Roselle Rd., is one of several Schaum- 
burg restaurants that does not serve 
water unless requested by patrons. 


"Generally, about 90 per cent of our 


patrons haven't noticed that water is 
not automatically placed on the ta- 
bles," manager Connie Svedman said. 


WHILE MS. SVEDMAN said the 


restaurant "probably" saves some 
money on water bills, "the all-around 
savings is tremendous when you con- 
sider the glass breakage and extra 
busboy trips we have eliminated." 


Chris Pappas, a partner in the Lan- 


cer Steak House restaurant, 50 E. Al- 
gonquin Rd., said Wednesday he ap- 
proves of the water restriction and 
would have no problem putting it into 
practice. 


"I have seen this done in good taste 


and handled properly and think it's a 
good idea. But when a customer 
requests water he must be served im- 
mediately," Pappas said. 


Pappas said he believes the Lancer 


could cut water costs about 25 per 
cent under the new mandatory sys- 
tem. "But, that's a drop in the hat 
when you consider the hundreds of 
thousands of gallons used in the wash- 
ing and rinsing cycles over a year's 
time," he said.

150 E. Wood St. Olsen said the 
township will call a special town 
meeting or referendum before making 
any commitments to the project. 


"We're disappointed but not all that 


surprised." Tice said. "We had quite 
a few people at the meeting and they 
didn't even get a chance to vote on it, 
The whole thing seemed to be pro- 
grammed."

Carter's straight talk 
on controlling arms race 


The issue of human rights, Jimmy 


Carter says, "is important for itself. 
It should not block progress on other 
important matters affecting the secur- 
ity and well being of our people and of 
world peace." 


But the 
Soviet Union's Andrei 


Gromyko explained the breakdown of 
the arms talks at Moscow this way:, 
"I shall not say that with every as- 
pect of the arms talks we spoke about 
rights. But in fact everything that is 
being said about human rights in the 
United States . . . poisons the atmos- 
phere, worsens the political climate." 


While one's best instincts, and long 


experience, rebel at agreeing with 
Comrade Gromyko about 
anything 


from nuclear disarmament to "Good 
Morning," he might have the better of 
this argument. That well known link- 
age between arms control and human 
rights exists, if only because one side 
thinks it does. If the Soviets adjust 
their views on arms by the strength 
or weakness of American statements 
on human rights, they will have for- 
ged the link. 


BUT LET'S NOTE that it is Carter 


who has talked straight about the last 
disarmament agreement reached with 
the Soviets at Vladivostok in 1974 and 
which now controls (or rather doesn't 
control) the arms race between the 
two superpowers. The new President 
summed up the Vladivostok agree- 
ment, in which his predecessor took 
so much pride, as "the ground rules 
for intensified competition and contin- 
ued massive arms growth in nuclear 
weapons." 


The development of both Soviet and 


American arms programs since 1974 
bears out Carter's description. Vladi- 
vostok invited both countries to build 
up to nuclear parity. The United. 
Slates, for example, was allowed to 
add 10 Trident submarines, carrying 
some 240 ballistic missiles and 1,920 
nuclear warheads, and this was called 
arms control. Valdivostok's ceilings 
on now old-fashioned bombers and 
missiles spurred the competition for 
more and more sophisticated systems 
to deliver nuclear warheads. The 
American Cruise missile and the Rus-

sian mobile, land-based missile were 
natural consequences of Vladivostok. 


Jimmy Carter proposed to break 


this dangerous pattern. Instead of ac- 
celerating the competition in delivery 
systems, he suggested that the United 
States and the Soviet Union begin 
trading off new weapons systems be- 
fore they were fully developed or 
deployed. The American B-l bomber, 
say, might be given up in exchange 
for the Soviets foregoing their Back- 
fire. American development of the 
M-X missile might be halted if the 
Russians would cut back on their su- 
perior array of land-based missiles. If 
that meant the Russians would have 
to give up actual missiles for Ameri- 
can blueprints, it would also give the 
Russians research time to catch up 
with American technology in weap- 
ons. 


THAT THE RUSSIANS have more 


land-based missiles to give up in- 
dicates the strides toward strategic 
superiority that the Soviet Union was 
allowed under the last arms treaty 
and the Vladivostok agreement. Ideal- 
ly, the advantages of this new ap- 
proach would balance out, and the su- 
perpowers would begin destroying or 
preventing weapons systems rather 
than building them. 


The idea is highly attractive in the 


abstract. It's a lot cheaper to pass up 
immensely costly weapons systems by 
mutual agreement than having to de- 
velop and deploy the things before 
agreeing to ban them. See the ex- 
pensive history of anti-ballistic mis- 
siles. The President's proposal might 
be irresistible if only the arms tangle 
it sets out to break were not inter- 
twined with another tangle: Human 
Rights. 


President Carter may say, he may 


even think, that there need be no link- 


age between ideology and arms. But 
to the Soviets, who have more reason 
to fear American ideas than Ameri- 
can arms, those two concerns may 
seem inseparable. One transmitter for 
the Voice of America may disturb the 
Kremlin more than a squadron of 
B-ls. If some way could be found to 
shush these deeply subversive ideas 
about freedom and democracy, the 
Soviets might not feel the need for all 
those missiles. 


PERHAPS WHEN LEONID Brezh- 


nev says that Detente will not slow 
Communist propaganda, as he repea- 
tedly has said, no one in America 
may care. As a domestic ideology, 
Communism' is simply of no great 
consequence to American society. But 
the. Soviet leadership is scarcely that 
secure. It breaks into bluster every 
time a word of criticism is voiced. 
What it lacks in popularity at home, it 
seeks to make up for in armed force. 
If Americans will not rein in their 
ideas, the Soviets may not feel safe 
agreeing to new arms limits, particu- 
larly in light of the strides they have 
made under the old ones. 


Eventually 
Jimmy 
Carter 
may 


sense a connection between obtaining 
a new arms agreements with the So- 
viets and never saying an encour- 
aging word about the rights of man. 
Henry Kissinger did. And the Soviets 
doubtless would like to force this new 
Administration into making the same 
choice. 


But if Carter may be confused for 


the moment about the linkage be- 
tween arms and ideas, there are a lot 
of things worse than confusion. If the 
Soviets were to succeed hi perpetu- 
ating the trend furthered by the Ford 
(or rather the Kissinger) Adminis- 
tration, then the future could bring 
both an intensified arms race and a 
further demoralization for the forces 
of freedom in the world. 


That trend 'favored neither peace 


nor human rights. That's why the cur- 
rent'impasse in the arms talks leaves 
the United States, the West and the 
peace of the world just a little safer. 
It's nothing to shed tears over.

President Carter's master plan for 


energy conservation proposes 
stiff 


taxes on gasoline consumers, auto 
makers and oil companies, according 
to a draft obtained and summarized 
Wednesdaj. 


According to a Wall Street Journal 


report, the key proposals include 
steadily rising taxes on gasoline at 
the pump — starting with a S-cent a 
gallon tax in 1979 — plus taxes on 
auto mnkers, that produce gas-guzzl- 
ing models and wellhead taxes on do- 
mestic oil production. 


While House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said i> is all but certain Cartel1 will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Monday evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would be to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must he faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter fo'-mally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man fir presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some 30 to '35 proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span of two to eight years, 
will include a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels a 
day. 


HE SAID FINAL decisions on the 


package would be made this weekend. 


The Journal said Wednesday It had 


obtained a copy of the latest energy 
policy draft.

ceilings.

Manager pact clash worries few 


by RUTH MUGALIAN 


Rolling Meadows' new city manager 


was in town last week looking for a 
new house. He was afraid he might 
not find one before he begins work 
May 2. 


But this week Thomas Palmer has 


a greater concern. He may not have a 
job contract May 2. 


The city council Tuesday night ap- 


proved his contract by an 8-1 vote, but 
Mayor Roland J. Meyer promised to 
veto the agreement. 


• PALMER WAS surprised by the 
news and said he does not know 
whether he will begin work without a 
contract. But he did not seem particu- 
larly worried. 


"It sounds to me like there's a 


strong 8-1 vote and everything is offi- 
cially adopted," he said. 


Aid. Raymond Neuckranz, 1st, and 


Aid. William Ahrens, 2nd,-a'so said 
they are confident- the council will 
override Meyer's veto when it meets 
April 26. 


"As far as I'm concerned the man 


has a job here and he'll be starting 
May 2," Ahrens said. He added there 
is no chance Meyer can muster four 
votes to sustain a veto. 


Neuckranz said, "The 
aldermen 


have been behind it all the way. The 
man is hired. I see no reason why it 
should be overridden." 


PALMER WOULD be the city's 


first permanent manager since Roll- 
ing Meadows adopted the strong city 
manager system of government that 
gives 
the mayor's 
administrative 


powers to the manager and his con- 
trol over the manager to the council. 


Both Ahrens and Neuckranz attrib- 


uted Meyer's veto threat to "sour 
grapes." 


"He'll use all kinds of reasons for 


vetoing it," Neuckranz said. "But this 
is just his last minute attempt to say 
'!_ don't like you taking my power 
away.'" 


"It's a panic effort," Ahrens said. 


"Now that we've gotten to reality 
where we have the man and have a 
contract, he sees that it's the begin- 
ning of the end." 


But there remains some possibility 


that five new alderman elected next 
Tuesday may have a say in the over- 
ride decision. They will be sworn in on 
April 26, perhaps at the start of the 
meeting, perhaps at the end. 


City Atty. Donald Rose said it is 


customary for the council to handle all 


old business before they swear in the 
new aldermen but added, "It's not a 
legal requirement." 


"IF THE NEW council has to de- 


cide on it, that puts it all up in the 
air," Palmer said. 


If the new members vote, Meyer 


may have some support for Ms veto. 


Lorraine Godawa, a 3rd Ward alder- 


man candidate who officially is unop- 
posed, said she would vote to sustain 
the veto if some questions about the 
contract are not answered before the 
next meeting. 


"I never heard of signing a contract 


without having the blanks filled in," 
she said. "Maybe these terms are OK, 
but my big problem is they don't 
know what they're signing. There

ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE. Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short lor the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be

Gov. Reubin Askew called it a 


"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin.

theirs," he said. "And th'ey must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is pending in the 


South Carolina Senate, proponents 
have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that state. Georgia shelved it in com- 


mittee this year before the North 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


Prospects for 1979 appear doubtful 


for ERA supporters, because some 
state legislatures in 
nonratifying 


states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

Oil firm 
9s tactics confuse station owner

The contradictions of life are begin- 


ning to confuse Richard Grzebieniak, 
a Standard Oil service station oper- 
ator in Arlington Heights. 


President Carter is planning to an- 


nounce later this month proposals for 
conserving energy, including gasoline 
consumption, yet the major oil com- 
panies are constantly telling Grzebie- 
niak and other area gasoline dealers 
to lower their gas prices and sell 
more. 


And even that advice isn't con- 


sistent, Grzebieniak said. 


MONDAY HE WAS told again by 


the area representative from Stan- 


dard Oil that he should lower his 
pump prices. Then Tuesday morning 
Grzebieniak was informed Standard 
Oil was increasing its base price for 
gasoline one cent a gallon, effective 
immediately. 


The paradox prompted him to send 


telegrams to Illinois' U. S. Senators 
Charles Percy and Adlai Stevenson 
III. Another will be sent to Carter, 
Grzebieniak said. 


The telegrams read: "I would like 


to know why President Carter and the 
costs of operating a service station 
and the high costs of labor and utili- 
ties, he said. 


A Standard Oil representative, Car- 


Iton Adams, said Tuesday he doubted 
any territory manager for the oil 
company would tell dealers to lower 
gas prices. 


"FIRST OF ALL, we are forbidden 


by federal law from telling a dealer 
what to do. We can only suggest," 
federal government are asking for gas 
and oil conservation when the major 
oil companies are pushing for the 
dealers to pump more gas and lower 
their prices." 


"Carter is asking us to conserve 


and they're coercing us into pumping 
more gas and giving it away," said 
Grzebieniak, who operates Nursery

Heights and Algonquin roads.

The young doctor's eyebrows fur- 


rowed as he bent over the limp, al- 
most lifeless green form In his hands. 


"Oh, the poor little guy," he said 


sadly. 


He gently touched the scraggly 


stem, studying the soil, the roots, the 
leaves. 


Finally he looked up. 


"There's hope. But first of all, it's 


in too large a pot for the size of the 
plant. And there is some evidence of 
fungus disease." 


The prescription' A smaller pot, 


filled with sterilized soil and set In a 
saucer of stones and water. 


DOUGLAS WHALEN, 24, calls him- 


self a plant doctor. As manager of the 
Mount Prospect Park District Friend- 
ship Park Conservatory, 395 Algon- 
quin Rd , he will begin making house 
calls May 3 to diagnose and treat sick 
plants. 


Whaten's greenhouse medical tiam- 


Ing was at Iowa State University, 
Ames, where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in horticulture. 


Many people have called with house 


plant problems in the year Whalen 
has directed the conservatory An ac- 
curate diagnosis of a plant's health is 
difficult. Whalen said, unless he can 
see the sunlight and environmental 
situation. 


"I decided why not make house 


calls. Then I thought 'Ah, doctors 
make house calls, so why not be the 
plant doctor" "he said. 


"It's a good way to meet people and 


to spread around the name of the (on- 
servatory " 


IT MAY BE AS difficult to get an 


appointment with the plant doctor as 
any other doctor in the Northwest sub- 
urbs He already Is booked for his 
first two visitation days, May 3 and 7 


He can handle only four "patients" 


a day. because he is responsible for 
60,000 squaie feet of plants in the 
greenhouse and the other plants in the 
district's 22 parks, He also teaches 
two classes a week at the con- 
servatorh, one on vegetabl gaiderung 
and another on house plants 


Whalen said he believes the key to 


successful gaidemng is "to think like 
a plant " And thinking like a plant be- 
comes easy for a person who works 
with thousands of them all day long 
and sleeps next door to them at night. 
Whalen lives in a white-frame house 
adjacent to the greenhouse 


"I think my plants get tired of me 


after a day with them I come back at 
night and I know they think, 'Oh- 
look who's back,' " he laughed 


"I DON'T TALK to them because I 


have too many of them," he said, ad- 
ding he yells a bttle when a plant is 
not growing. 


"I run a tight greenhouse here. If 


they don't grow, they're out." 


Plants are receptive to personal at- 


tention, Whalen said. 


'They respond so well to a little 


care, like removing dead leaves, 
cleaning them up," he said "I try to 
anticipate their problems." 


The most common problem with 


laymen's house plants is over-water- 
ing, Whalen said, adding proper wa- 
tering judgment comes with expertise 
and patience 


THIS TIME of year is the most cru- 


cial for house plants, he said If plants 
were neglected during the dry winter 
months, they are at the limits of their 
strength. 


"That's why I suggest people take 


their house plants out and put them in 
a shady spot," he said. "There's noth- 
ing like a vacation outdoois to perk 
up a limp house plant." 


The popularity of house plants and 


home gardens reflects a return to the 
simpler, cheaper way of life, he said. 


"People are getting bred of the no 


deposit, no return society we live in. 
They want to have something they 
can do for themselves, they can take 
care of," he said 


"People are more aware of ecology 


today and they want to get involved in 
it One of the best ways to get in- 
volved is in home gardens " 


GROWING HOME vegetables, then 


canning or pickling them, can save 
the average household $700 per year, 
he said

White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said it is all but certain Carter will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Monday evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what Is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would he to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must be faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter formally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man Cnr presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some 30 to "5 proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span of 'two to eight years, 
will include a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels a 
day.

Parks school buy vote June 4 


Voters will decide in a referendum 


June 4 whether the Palatine Park 
District should purchase and renovate 
parts of the old Palatine High School 
property for park facilities. 


The park board decided this week to 


schedule the referendum on the same 
date the Village of Palatine tentative- 
ly has planned to conduct a referen- 
dum on the high school issue. 


Park Director Fred P. Hall said the 


referendum will ask voters if the park 
district should purchase bonds total- 
ing $660,000 for the acquisition and re- 
novation of sections of the school. 


THE PARK district is interested in 


the school's outside athletic facilities, 
the gymnasium, a music facility in 


the new portion of the school and Cut- 
ting Hall. 


Hall said a second issue on the bal- 


lot will ask if voters will be willing to 
accept a tax increase of 4,5 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation to operate and 
maintain the park district's share of 
the high school .property. 


Hall said the $660,000 for purchase 


and renovation will amount to an ad- 
ditional park district tax of 4 2 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation for the 
next seven years. 


"What that means is that a home- 


owner who had a total tax bill of $820 
in 1976 would pay an additional $4.20 
on his tax bill each year for seven 


years to help pay for the school facil- 
ities," Hall said. 


HALL SAID THE 4.5 cents per $100 


increase for operating and mainte- 
nance of the property would mean an 
additional $4.50 in extra park district 
taxes for residents with an assessed 
valustion of $10,000. This would mean 
a total increase of $8.70 per year. 


"There wil be a letter going out to 


several homeowners' groups from my 
office this week, asking if they would 
like park district representation at 
their meetings to explain the whole 
thing," Hall said. 


Hall said the park district also will 


send out a flyer to residents shortly 


before the election to explain the ref- 
erendum to homeowners. 


HALL SAID THE park board chose 


June 4 as the referendum date so the 
high school issue could be decided in 
one day. He said the park district will 
try to coordinate polling places with 
the village. 


The Palatine Park District and the 


Village of Palatine agreed to pur- 
chase the high school property for 
$650,000 from High School Dist. 211 at 
a meeting in late March. 


The village's share of the purchase 


price will be $390,000, while the park 
district will be expected to pay 
$260,000 to acquire its portion of the 
facilities. 


ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South, not in spite of 
us."

• Gov. Reubin Askew called .it a 
"deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passa'ge by a 
comfortable margin. 


"Women have waited far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was" 
swayed by" the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality. 


"WE MUST NEVER pass a law 


that is contrary to the teachings of 
God," Trask said. 


Although the ERA is penr!:ng in the 


South. Carolina Senate, 
proponents 


have no hope of getting it ratified by 
that state. Georgia shelved it in com- 


mittee this year before the North 
Carolina defeat, and it also has been- 
killed by Nevada, Virginia, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 


Indiana is the only state ratifying 


the ERA this year. 


Prospects for 1979 appear doubtful 


for ERA supporters, because some 
state legislatures in^ nonratifying 
states do not convene until after the 
March 22 expiration of the seven-year 
limit.

tral Palatine Neighborhood Assn. 


"That tells us where campaign 


promises go." said Curtis Tice, presi- 
dent of the homeowners group. He re- 
ferred to the board's decision at the 
annual town meeting this week to ig- 
nore a GOP pledge to seek voter ap- 
proval on scheduling a referendum 
concerning the township's role in 
plans to convert the school into a civic 
center. 


Instead of asking for a vote from 


the approximately 50 persons who re- 
mained at the meeting until the issue 
was raised. Township Supervisor 
Howard Olsen said it would be "un- 
timely for us to get into this matter 
now." 


HE SAID NOT enough information 


was available on the possible cost in- 
crease of moving the 
township-fi- 


nnnced agencies 
to the old higli 


school. 150 E. Wood St. Olsen said the 
township will call a special town 
meeting or referendum before making 
any commitments to the project. 


"We're disappointed but not all that 


surprised." Tice said. "We had quite 
a few people at the meeting and they 
didn't even get a chance to vote on it. 
The whole thing seemed to be pro- 
grammed." 


Tice said Trustee John Serio had in- 


dicated to the homeowners' group that 
the township is not'interested in mov- 
ing its facilities to the old high school. 


TRUSTEE-ELECT James V. Wilson 


has estimated it would cost the town- 
ship about $10,000 more annually to 
put township agencies in the reno- 
vated school than it currently costs to 
keep them in several rented facil- 
ities. Tice said he believes those fig- 
ures are Inaccurate. 


"All the older people who were 


there (at the town meeting) don't 
have enough space for the senior cen- 
ter right now," Tice said." The school 
building would be the ideal place for 
the center. It just doesn't make sense 
to us why they're not interested." 


When the township GOP announced 


Us platform in late March, Olsen 
dented that the statement on a refer- 
endum was put into the platform in 
order to silence Democratic challenger 
Dennis Lundgren. Lundgren consist- 
ently called on the township to take an 
active role in the high school issue. 


Tice said he thinks the Palatine Re- 


publicans "pretty well put this togeth- 
er, but we can't figure out what 
they're doing." 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Robert Guss 


said the village has made clear its po- 
sition on the high school building, say- 
ing the township's "attitude certainly 
is not the village's." 


Guss said he had not had time to 


talk to Oisen about the township's ac- 
tion at the town meeting, and refrain- 
ed from commenting on the board's 
deviation from the pledge. 


"We have a sense of credibility to 


our (the village GOP) campaign 
pledges," Guss said.

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Machine offers the blind 
new reading opportunities 


IN BRIGHT RED dots on a small 
screen, a teacher is able to see 
what letter the blind student is 
feeling with his linger.

Bob Howland, like most "17-year-old 


boys, can't wait to get his hands on a 
copy of "Playboy" magazine: 


When he does it will be the first 


time the Mount Prospect youth will be 
able to choose what he reads. 


Bob, who is blind, ordinarily is re- 


stricted to reading books transcribed 
into braille or listening to taped "talk- 
ing books." 


NOW WITH THE help of an'Opta- 


con, a reading machine for the blind, 
Bob is learning how to read normal 
printed material. And when he mas- 
ters, the use of the Optacon, Bob said 
the first things he wants to read on 
his own are "dirty magazines." 


Similar to the raised dot language 


of braille, the Optacon relies on the 
sense of touch to help the blind read. 


But unlike braille, which lias its 


own alphabet, the Optacon reproduces 
exactly what is 
1 printed into a tingling 


sensation that a blind person can feel 
with one finger. 


The Optacon, which costs about 


$3,000, uses a small camera which the 
reader moves along the printed page 
with his right hand. With the tip of his 


THE OPTACON, an electronic machine {or the blind, is about the size 
of a portable cassette tape recorder. The reading possibilities it 
pro- 


vides blind people are enormous. 


left index finger, the reader feels 
vibrating pins forming the shapes of 
letters. 


THE PORTABLE MACHINE, about 


the size of a small cassette tape 
recorder, was first produced in 1970 by 
Telesensory Systems, Inc. in Califor- 
nia. Its use was limited to adults who 
could purchase it until recently, when 
the federal government made some 
machines available to schools and 
blind students. 


Bob, of 1706 Mura Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, is one of three youngsters in the 
north suburban area receiving train- 
ing in school in the Optacon's use by 
traveling teacher Judy Masters of 
the Regional Service Agency, a spe- 
cial education cooperative. 


The three students — Bob, Jeff 


Bates of Bunffalo Grove and Sheila 
Weil of Highland Park - 
also 


recently received their own Oplacon 
machines from the federal govern- 
ment to use at home. The only cost to 
the student was the insurance fee paid 
by their parents. 


Mrs. Masters spends one hour each 


day with Bob at Wheeling High 
School, where he is a student. Bob is 
earning an independent study credit 
in English for his work with the ma- 
chine, 
which he 
began 
in late 


January. 


BECAUSE BLIND students are not 


familiar with the shapes of letters in 
the alphabet they first must learn to 
''visualize" them with their fingers, 
Mrs. Masters said. Bob uses cards 
with a raised figure of each letter un- 
derneath the braille symbol for that 
letter to learn the alphabet. 


Once he can distinguish the shape of 


the letters — after two months Bob 
has already learned 18 of the 20 let- 
ters — he will work entirely with the 
electronic machine. 


Bob, born blind, now can read 


simple sentences with the Optacon, 
such as "It is too hot to run." His 
reading level in braille is much high- 
er. 


While his finger is feeling the vibrat- 


ing pins, Mrs. Masters, who is sighted, 
follows along on an attached screen 
which shows in bright red dots what 
Bob is reading. 


Although the Optacon allows the 


blind to read materials that have not 
been transcribed into braille "it will

never replace braille," Mrs. Masters 
said. 


"It is not as fast as braille," she 


said. "It is physically impossible to 
get past 80 words a minute" while 
with braille readers can sometimes 
double that speed or go even higher. 


FOR TEXTBOOKS and long read- 


ing assignments, Mrs. Masters said 
the students still will use braille. But 
for personal reading the Optacon 
gives blind persons new indepen- 
dence, she said. It also is useful for 
them to read their own mail or other 
confidential materials, she said. 


Bob's parents said they were con- 


sidering buying him an Optacon as a 
graduation present from college. "If it 
meant his own earning power would 
be greater if he had it, we thought we 
would get it," his mother, Ann, said. 
"But we never thought we would get 
it now — until the government came 
along." 


The Optacon is opening up Bob's op- 


portunities for college. "Having this 
now gives me more freedom where I 
want to go to college," Bob said. "I 
could go anywhere," he said, not just 
the University of Illinois, which has 


special facilities for blind students. 


For Bob the Optacon also means 


that he will be able to read just like 
his friends. 


Besides giving him access to forbid- 


den magazines — "they do have Play- 
boy in braille but my parents won't 
let me get it," Bob admits — Bob said 
he is excited about not being singled 
out by other kids because he reads in 
braille. 


"All of a sudden you're sitting there 


able to read like anyone else," he 
said. "It's freaky."

9s tactics confuse station owner

The contradictions of life are begin- 


ning to contuse Richard Grzebieniak, 
a Standard Oil service station oper- 
ator in Arlington Heights. 


President Carter is planning to an- 


nounce Ititer this month proposals for 
conserving energy, Including gasoline 
consumption, yet the major oil com- 
panies are constantly telling Grzebie- 
niak and other area gasoline dealers 
to lo\vei' their gas prices and sell 
more 


And eve i that advice isn't con- 


sistent. Guebieniak said. 


MONDAY HE WAS told again by 


the area representative from Stan- 
dard Oil that he should lower his 
pump prices. Then Tuesday morning 
Grzebieniak was informed Standard 
Oil was increasing its base price for 
gasoline one cent a gallon, effective 
immediately. 


The paradox prompted him to send 


telegrams to Illinois' U. S. Senators 
Charles Percy and Adlai Stevenson 
III. Another will be sent to Carter, 
Grzebieniak said. 


The telegrams read: "I would like 


to know why President Carter and the 


federal government are asking for gas 
and oil conservation when the major 
oil companies are pushing for the 
dealers to pump more gas and lower 
their prices." 


"Carter is asking us to conserve 


and they're coercing us into pumping 
more gas and giving it away," said 
Grzebieniak, who operates Nursery 
Standard at the corner of Arlington 
Heights and Algonquin roads. 


HE PREDICTS CARTER'S con- 


servation plans will have no effect, es- 
pecially if there is no cooperation 
from the major oil companies. 


"It's a proven fact you can charge 


whatever you want. The public is go- 
ing to buy it," Grzebieniak said. 


But the oil companies only are in- 


terested in selling more gasoline, an 
attitude which hurts stations which 
also do repair and other service work, 
Grzebieniak said. 


"To maintain a viable service sta- 


tion with service equipment you have 
to have an adequate price margin," 
he said. "But the majors are eliminat- 
ing stations with service equipment. 
They have given up on servicing the 
consumer." 


Townhome building start delayed 


The deadline for work to start on 


townhomt-s to be built in Inverness on 
Roselle Road near Harper College 
was extended this week so the In- 
verness Village Board can examine fi- 
nal plans for the project. 


Village Pres. Russell Puiiey said the 


deadline was extended from May 10 to 
July 10 so the board can review site, 
drainage and engineering plans for 
the "Shires of Inverness" project. 


The project calls for 222 townhomes, 


compatibale v.ith Inverness' home 
styles, to be built on a 40-acre site 
owned by Robert Lonze. Developer for 


the project is Arthur J. Rogers Enter- 
prises. 


The 222-unit development is revised 


from a 1973 proposal by the devel- 
opers to build 304 units at the site. 
Lonze won a Cook County Circuit 
Court decision in 1973 that allowed 
him to disannex the land from In- 
verness in order to escape the vil- 
lage's requirement of single-family 
homes on one-acre lots. 


Instead of appealing the decision, 


the Inverness 
Board of 
Trustees 


changed the zoning in the area so 
Lonze could build the town homes 


without clisannexation. 


The units will sell for between 


$75,000 and «tOO,000. Ralph Weston of 
the Rogers groups has told the In- 
verness Village Board that the town- 
homes will "meld in quite com- 
patibly with the image and rest of In- 
verness." 


Curfew plan to panel 


The board referred to the police and 


fire committee a proposal by Puzey 
that Inverness study the possibility of 
imposing a curlew on "young people" 


in the village. 


Puzey said the curfew would be 


similar to curfews in "other suburban 
areas and in Chicago " 


Road cleanup under study

The young doctor's eyebrows fur- 


rowed as he bent over the limp, al- 
most lifeless green form in his hands. 


"Oh. the poor little guy," he said 


sadly. 


Me gently touched the scraggly 


Stem, studying the soil, the roots, the 
leaves. 


Finally he looked up. 


"There's hope. But first of all, it's 


In too large a pot for the size of the 
plant. And there is some evidence of 
fungus disease." 


The prescription? A smaller pot, 


filled with sterilized soil and set in a 
saucer of stones and water. 


DOUGLAS WHALEN. 24, calls him- 


self a plant doctor. As manager of the 
Mount Prospect Park District Friend- 
ship Park Conservatory, 395 Algon- 
quin Rd., he will begin making house 
calls May 3 to diagnose and treat sick' 
plants, 


Whalen's greenhouse medical train- 


Ing was at Iowa State University, 
Ames, where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in horticulture. 


Many people have called with house 


plant problems in the year Whalen 
has directed the conservatory. An ac- 
curate diagnosis of a plant's health is 
difficult, Whalen said, unless he can 
see the sunlight and environmental 
situation. 


"I decided why not make house 


calls. Then I thought 'Ah, doctors 
moke house calls, so why not be the 
plant doctor?' " he said. 


"It's a good way to meet people and 


to spread around the name of the con- 
servatory." 


IT MAY BE AS difficult to get an 


appointment with the plant doctor as 
any other doctor in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. He already is booked for his 
first two visitation days. May 3 and 7. 


He can handle only four "patients" 


a day, because he is responsible for 
60,000 square feet of plants in the 
greenhouse and the other plants in the 
district's 22 parks. He also teaches 
two classes a week at the con- 
servatorh. one on vegetabl gardening 
and another on house plants. 


Whalen said he believes the key to 


successful gardening is'-"to think like 
a plant." And thinking like a plant be- 
comes easy for a person who works 
with thousands of them all day long 
and sleeps next door to them at night. 
Whalen lives in a white-frame house 
adjacent to the greenhouse. 


"I think my plants get tired of me 


after a day with them. I come back at 
night and I know they think, 'Oh- 
look who's back,' " he laughed. 


"I DON'T TALK to them because I 


have too many of them," he said, ad- 
ding he yells a little when a plant is 
not growing. 


"I run a tight greenhouse here. If 


they don't grow, they're out." 


Plants are receptive to personal at- 


tention, Whalen said. 


'They respond so well to a little 


care, like removing dead leaves, 
cleaning them up," he said. "I try to 
anticipate their problems." 


The most common problem with 


laymen's house plants is over-water- 
ing, 
Whalen said, adding proper wa- 


tering judgment comes with expertise 
and patience. 


THIS TIME of year is the most cru- 


cial for house plants, he said. If plants 
were neglected during the dry winter 
months, they are at the limits of their 
strength. 


"That's why I suggest people take 


their house plants out and put them in 
a shady spot," he said. "There's noth- 
ing like a vacation outdoors to perk 
up a limp house plant." 


The popularity of house plants and 


home gardens reflects a return to the 
simpler, cheaper way of life, he said. 


"People are getting tired of the no 


deposit, no return society we live in. 
They want to have something they 
can do for themselves, they can take 
care of," he said. 


"People are more aware of ecology 


today and they want to get involved in 
it. One of the best ways to get in- 
volved is in home gardens." 


GROWING HOME vegetables, then 


canning or pickling them, can save 
the average household $700 per year, 
he said.

ship Park greenhouse. Whalen, a horticultu- 


ralist, who calls himself a plant doctor, will 
begin making housecalls May 3. 


Plant colors and textures are aes- 


thetic and sensual, Whalen said. 


"Working with plants is a very sen- 


sual experience," he said. "Just by 
brushing against them, some emit a 
fragrance that I find very sensual." 


Whalen strolled among the plants in 


a green T-shirt with a tree stamped 
on it. About 10,000 of the pollings will 
soon grace the gardens of Mount 
Prospect parks. Occasionally he pick- 
ed one up or poked at the leaves. 


''Actually I'm basically a people 


person," he said. "Plants are a 
catalyst that allow me to contact alot 
of people in helping them with their 
gardens and then- plants."

White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said It is all but certain Carter will 
hold his second televised "fireside 
chat" Monday evening to discuss "the 
shape" of what is expected to be a 


controversial 
energy 
conservation 


package. 


POWELL SAID the aim would be to 


prepare the public for the proposals 
by spelling out the energy problems 
that must be faced. "The situation is 
worse than is generally recognized," 
he said. 


He said the plan would involve 


some immediate sacrifice on the part 
of consumers. 


Carter formally will present the 120- 


page plan to a joint session of Con- 
gress Wednesday evening. 


"It's no secret, it's going to be 


tough," said James Bishop, spokes- 
man for presidential energy adviser 
James Schlesinger. "It will include 
some 30 to % proposals. 


"The emphasis will be on the au- 


tomobile, not the driver," Bishop said, 


adding that conservation goals, cov- 
ering a span of two to eight years, 
will include a drive to reduce gasoline 
consumption by four million barrels a 
day.

HE SAID FINAL decisions on the 


package would be made this weekend. 


The Journal said Wednesday it had 


obtained a copy of the latest energy 
policy draft.

Business aid for parking urged 


Mount Prospect mayoral candidate 


Carolyn H. Krause Wednesday night 
said asking new downtown businesses 
to contribute money to the village for 
acquisition of additional land would be 
one way of creating more parking for 
shippers 


She made the suggestion while ap- 


pearing with other mayoral candi- 
dates Michael H. Minton and Edward 
B. Rhea before 30 members of the vil- 
lage's Junior Woman's Club at the 
Mount Prospect Country Club. 


Mrs. Krause said a successful down- 


town development plan must be a 
joint effort between the village and 
merchants in the central business dis- 
trict. 


RHEA. HOWEVER, said the idea of 


a 
parking 
assessment, especially 


against existing business, is not fea- 
sible. 


He said a •minimal amount of tax- 


payers' money should be spent on re- 
vamping the downtown area, but the 
village must invest in some land for 
short-term shopper parking. 


Minton also talked about downtown 


redevelopment during the evening. 


"It is important to establish the 


downtown once again as the center of 
Mount Prospect," Minton said, adding 
the village has taken the first step by 
hiring a full-time planner who can de- 
vote time and expertise to the job. 
"We have to bring people down there. 
Now there is no reason for a person to 
go downtown." 


M I N T O N 
CRITICIZED Mrs. 


Krause's suggestion of reducing busi- 
ness license fees, saying it is a small 


negligible item that would not keep 
persons from shopping in-Mount Pros- 
pect's central business district. Busi- 
ness licenses in the downtown area 
average about $75 pei year. 


Mrs Krause said one way to create 


more shopper parking would be to ask 
new downtown businesses to contrib- 
ute money to the village for the acqui- 
sition of additional land in the area. 
She has said a successful downtown 
development plan must be a joint ef- 
fort between the village and mer- 
chants m the central business district. 


Rhea, however, said the idea of a 


parking assessment — especially on 
existing businesses — is not feasible. 
He said a minimal amount of tax- 
payers' money should be spent on re? 
vamping the downtown area but the 


village must invest in some land for 
short-term shopper parking. 


Rhea admitted downtown Mount 


Prospect is "an eyesore" and that the 
area "does not carry its fair share of 
the village tax load." 


"We have to give evidence to pri- 


vate investors that there are indeed 
profit 
opportunities 
there," Rhea 


added.

ERA rejected by Florida Senate 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) - The 


Florida Senate, despite the lobbying 
of President Carter and Vice Presi- 
dent Mondale, rejected the Equal 
Rights Amendment Wednesday, sti- 
fling the ERA for two years and cas- 
ting doubt that the proposal will be- 
come the Constitution's 27th Amend- 
ment. 


The 21-19 Senate vote was the sec- 


ond Southern setback the amendment 
has suffered this year, and proponents 
conceded they have no prospect of ad- 


ding a state to the current list of 35 
until North Carolina, which turned 
down the ERA this year, reconvenes 
its legislature in early 1979. By then, 
time will be critically short for the 
ERA, which has seven years from its 
March 22, 1972, passage by Congress 
in which to win 38 states. 


"ERA IS GOING to be ratified," 


pleaded Sen. Lori Wilson, a Cocoa 
Beach independent who has futilly 
sponsored the amendment since 1973. 
"So let's — just one time — let it be 


because of the South, not in spite of 
us." 


Gov. Reubin Askew called it a 


''deep disappointment." Askew, like 
Carter and Mondale, personally had 
contacted wavering Senators with a 
plea to send the ERA to the House, 
where it was assured passage by a 
comfortable margin. 


"Women have waited far too long 


for the equality which is rightfully 
theirs," he said. "And they must con- 
tinue to wait." 


Sen. Alan Trask of Fort Meade, for- 


merly a pro-ERA Democrat who was 
swayed by the "gay rights" con- 
troversy in Miami, read Bible verses 
expressing divine condemnation of 
homosexuality.
